Chest April 5 

Recreational Facilities Are 
Lacking Here 


Elwood Street, director of Public 
Welfare in Washington, D. C. f will be 
the speaker at the Annual Meeting of 
the Newton Community Council to be 
held at the Newton Centre Women’s 
Club on Tuesday, April 6. Mr. Street 
is a nationally known authority on 
social welfare problems. The meeting 
will also hear reports from its stand- 
ing committees which have been mak- 
ing extensive studies during the past 
few months of Newton’s health, wel- 
fare and recreational problems. 

A survey of Newton’s recreational 
facilities for young people over six- 
teen has revealed a serious lack of op- 
portunities for wholesome recreation 
for the age group 16 to 25 according 
to John M. Bieter, chairman of the 
Council’s Recreation division. Ques- 
tionnaires answered by hundreds of 
employees in stores, factories and of- 
fices show a real demand for many 
forms of leisure-time activities not 
now available. The Council is taking 
steps to supply these needs and has 
already Inaugurated a series of week- 
ly dances under the auspices of the 
Newton Circle. 

Newton’s tuberculosis problem has 
been the subject of a special study by 
the Council’s division on health chair- 
maned by Dr. Harold D. Chope, di- 
rector of the Newton Board of Health. 
Dr. Chope will present the findings of 
this study at the Council Meeting. 

Preliminary studies have also been 
made by the Council’s division of Wel- 
fare and Relief under the leadership of 
L. A. Bruce, Jr., Executive Director of 
the Newton Community Chest, Inc. 
This Division will present recommend- 
ations regarding the establishment of 
uniform standards of relief by both 
public and private agencies. Julius A. 
Warren, superintendent of the New- 
ton Schools, is chairman of the Coun- 
cil.

Former Coal Yard 
Buildings Razed 

The old buildings at the former 
Brackett coal yard on Washington st.. 
opposite the Catholic church at New- 
ton were torn down the past week. 
They consisted of a large coal shed 
and a combination stable and tene- 
ment. The structures had not been 
used for years, the big shed was in 
a very dilapidated condition, and the 
stable-tenement was also unsightly. 
The property was acquired several 
years ago by the Metropolitan Coal 
Company. There has been agitation 
for years to have the city acquire 
the property and a couple of months 
ago a public hearing was held before 
the Board of Aldermen in an effort to 
have the buildings condemned as a 
nuisance. At that hearing it was In- 
timated that the owners of the prop- 
erty would have the buildings torn 
down. When the B & A tracks were 
lowered 42 years ago and Washington 
street widened, the Brackett coal yard 
was the only piece of private property 
between Newton and West Newton not 
seized by the city. 


Claims Family 

Assaulted Him 


Mrs. Murray MacLean of 312 Cen- 
tre st., Newton and her two sons, 
Joseph Tucker. 19. and Allen Tucker, 
17, were in the Newton court last 
Friday charged by the husband of 
the woman, Murray MacLean, with 
having assaulted him. The complain- 
ant had a black eye which he testi- 
fied he received with other injuries 
when he was assaulted by his wife 
and his stepsons. He testified that 
on March 22 when he asked his wife 
for his dinner she hit him about a 
dozen times on his face and hack 
with a slipper. He also testified that 
Joseph Tucker hod dragged him out 
of bed and the other stepson had 
thrown a pail of water at him. A1 
len Tucker denied that he was 
the apartment at the time of the fra- 
cas and the charge against him was 
dismissed at the suggestion of In- 
spector King who prosecuted the case. 
Judge Murray of Milford, who pre- 
sided, continued the cases against Mrs. 
MacLean and her older son. 


Report Shows 
Greater Use 

Of Library 


The Annunl Report of the Newton 
Free Library recently submitted to 
Mayor Childs, for the year 1937 shows 
a healthy growth for what Is coming 
to be one of the more important de- 
partments of our city government. 
The report covers the Main Library 
and the Boys’ and Oirls’ Library at 
Newton, and ten branches in the dif- 
ferent villages of the city. It shows 
an increase In the use of the library 
b>; the people of the city and a larger 
and better book stock than a year ago. 
It Is the sixty-ninth report of the 
Free Library system and the thir- 
teenth submitted by the Librarian. Ju- 
lius Lucht. 


The grand total of circulation for 
the year was 825,685, an increase of 
20,000 over 1936. This total circula- 
tion was made up as follows: Auburn- 
dale, 75,202; Newton Centre. 93,058; 
Newton Highlands. 56,181; Newton 
Lower Falls. 11,203; Newton Upper 
Falls. 36,314: Newtonville, 85,944; 
Nonantum, 36.250; Oak Hill (3 
months) 2,321; Waban, 44,662; West 
Newton. 89,395; Main Library, 215,283; 
Newton Hospital, 9,991; Schools, 69.- 
881. 

The department was supported by a 
city appropriation of $91,808.75. and 
by income from trust funds of $3,- 
935.27. Against the city appropriation 
there was a refund of $7,184.03 to the 
city collected from fines, rents, waste 
paper, and fees from non-resident bor- 
rowers. 

Besides the chief librarian, the staff 
consists of thirty-one regular work- 
ers and twenty-two assistants env 
ployed by the hour. Most of the lat- 
ter work part-time. The regular staff 
includes ten women who have charge 
of departments and special work, and 
ten branch librarians.

193S is as follows: Virginia M. Hutch- 
l n inson, president: Thomas Weston, 
treasurer; Vincent P. Roberts. Guy 
M. Winslow, and James P. Gallagher. 
Julius Lucht, the Librarian, is secre- 
tary to the Board.

At 
ope time Howald was known to have 
owned stocks valued at about $10,000. 
He had a brother, but whether this re- 
lation is living or not, has not been 
ascertained.

It Is estimated that the city 
will receive this year as its share 
of the income taxes from the State 
about $424,000. This will he an in- 
rease of $34,000 over the $390,000 re- 
vived in 1937.

Taxpayers’ Asso. 
Directors Want 
Budget Reduced 

The directors of the Newton Tax- 
payers Association held a meeting on 
Wednesday evening at the West New 
ton Savings Bank and voted to re- 
quest the Board of Aldermen to re 
duee the budget appropriations for all 
departments in order that the tax 
rate Increase will be kept down as 
much as possible. They also voted 
to favor a complete budget being 
passed for this year, Instead of voting 
estimates which it is known will not 
he sufficient, and later making supple- 
mentary appropriations, which will 
result in these expenses being added 
on to the sums which shall deter- 
mine the tax rate for 1939. Leon Rog- 
ers. president of the association, pre- 
sided and others who attended in- 
cluded Aldermen Gaddis and Tiffin, 
former Aldermen Blakemore and Park- 
er. Walter R. Amesburv. Roland F. 
Gammons, and Rupert Thompson. 

Lyman Ziegler of Windsor rd.. Wa- 
ban. expert on municipal finance, who 
analyzed this city’s financial system 
for the State Federation of Taxpay- 
ers Association, said that making ap- 
propriations after the budget Is passed 
and charging them to deficit is Ille- 
gal. He told the gathering that The- 
odore Waddell. State Director of Ac- 
counts. is opposed to the practice 
which Newton has resorted to of bor- 
rowing on tax titles, that Newton 
Is the only city in f his State which 
carries tax titles on Its balance sheet, 
and that this city had drifted into 
a had habit by passing budgets which 
are short by 10 to 15 per cent of 
the city’s yearly expenses. He said 
Newton has been permitted to do this 
by State officials because it has been 
regarded as financially able to do so, 
although it is illegal to make ap- 
propriations after the budget has been 
passed, and then charge them to 
deficit. He also said the city should 
carry a surplus fund to he used for 
contingencies. He said that New- 
ton’s credit and tax collections are 
excellent. 

The directors, heeding Mr. Ziegler’s 
contentions, voted to disapprove of 
borrowing on tax titles, and against 
any new undertakings or changes 
which will tend to increase the ex- 
penses of the city. These include ad- 
ditional policemen to provide one day 
off In six. pre-school health service, 
three collections of garbage each week 
Instead of two. % The directors voted 
against using the water department 
surplus to nid other city activities 
and keep down the tax rate. They 
went on record as disapproving of 
the action of the F !:o«d Committee 
in’ passing a vote to increase teach- 
ers salaries by means of !he step-rate 
last January, before the budget was 
passed, in view of the fact that the 
Aldermen must conform to any such 
act on the part of the School Com 
mittee. 


School Committee 
Approves Plans 
For New School 


At Its meeting on Monday night the 
Newton School Committee approved 
the plans for the new school to be 
built this year near the corner of 
Derby and Cherry sts., West Newton. 
The school will replace the old Frank- 
lin School. The committee informed 
Thomas Quigley, Jr. that It Is not 
interested in the purchase of land 
owned by him on Chestnut st.. Waban, 
near the railroad bridge as a site for 
a school. For the past few years 
there has been some talk of acquir- 
ing this land as a location for a jun- 
ior high school. But, as it Is not plan- 
ned to build such a school for several 
years, no land will he purchased at 
this time for such a purpose. 

The committee approved of a school 
schedule for the coming year of 182 
days. Supt. of Schools Warren told 
the committee that the Newton Hos- 
pital and District Nursing Asso. have 
approved of his plan to engage the 
services of an occupational therapist 
to assist, physically handicapped chil- 
dren and adults In Newton, including 
children who are patients at tlm Home 
of Crippled Children at Oak Hill, most 
of whom are not residents of this city. 
He proposes to have the salary of the 
therapist paid from the Newton Com- 
munity Chest. He also read a letter 
of thanks from the officials of the 
Home for Crippled Children for his 
assistance in having an educational 
survey made at the Home and the 
assignment there of two teachers who 
are paid from WPA funds. , 

Supt. Warren informed the commit- 
tee that of the 528 teachers in New- 
ton public schools, 119 or 22^ per 
cent were residents of other States 
when appointed: that 103 or 19 J i per 
cent are graduates of Newton High 
School. Teachers holding degrees 
from colleges total 186. 

Joseph W. Sylva. who has been 
serving in the Weeks Junior High 
School since January as a substitute 
teacher of industrial arts, was appoint- 
ed regularly to this position. The res- 
ignation of Mrs. Mildred Marshall, 
a teacher at the Rice School, was ac- 
■epted. 


Discuss Tax Rate Telephone Co. 

At Auburndale Purchases Land 


A number of Auburndale citizens 
gathered at the Auburndale Club ou 
Tuesday night and discussed the 
financing of city activities In Newton 
in connection with the meeting to be 
held Friday night, April 1st by the 
Finance Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen. About 60 were present. Al- 
derman Colby who attended as a mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee, In- 
formed the gathering that if State of- 
ficials permit the city to receive a 
loan of $200,000 with tax titles as a 
security, it has been estimated the 
tax rate will increase only 30 cents 
over that of last year, and will be 
$28.70. If this is not permitted, the 
increase may be between $1.50 and $2. 
Two citizens present, who did not 
Identify themselves, advocated a re- 
duction in salaries and wages of all 
city officials and employees as a means 
of affecting a substantial savings. 
Leonard Ricketson, who was a candi- 
date for alderman last December, op- 
posed a decrease in wages, b ut fav- 
ored no increases, including step-rate 
increases for school teachers, police- 
men and firemen. Harold Knowlton 
of the School Committee said the 
school teachers should get the step- 
rate increases, which will amount this 
year to $19,000. He preferred a gen- 
eral decrease if any should be made, 
rather than stopping the step-rate in- 
creases.

Simpson’s Appeal 

Is Rejected 


The Supreme Court of this State 
on Tuesday made a decision against 
the appeal taken by the attorney of 
Edward P. Simpson who murdered 
Patrolmen Henry Bell and Lawrence 
Murphy of the Newton police last Au- 
gust. The appeal was taken on the 
technicality that certain evidence had 
been wrongly admitted at Simpson's 
trial. Simpson had been sentenced 
by Judge Swift to die during the 
week of April ». but pending the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court a stay 
of seutem e had been granted. There is 
u possibility that an attempt will be 
made to further delay Simpson’s exe- 
cution as a result of a motion made 
in a civil session of the Superior 
Court at Lawrence on Wednesday 
which asked for a new trial in be- 
half of a man implicated in the theft 
of wool at Hudson last year. Simp- 
son was involved in that crime, and 
it is claimed that his testimony would 
he needed in the case. 


Arthur McCabe Hit 
By Automobile 


Arthur McCabe. 19. son of Aider- 
man Frank T. McCabe of 3 Lewis st., 
Newton, while crossing Centre st., op- 
posite Centre ave. on Tuesday night 
at 7:25. was hit by an automobile dri- 
ven by Nicholas Ciccone, 21, of 20 
Willow st.. Newton Centre. He re- 
ceived a concussion of the brain and 
an injury to his left leg. He was taken 
to his home in a police car and treat- 
ed by Dr. Marston. Ciccone reported 
to the police that he slipped down the 
■ar to permit McCabe to cross the 
street, but that the latter stopped, and 
then Ciccone said, he continued along. 
Skid marks on the street about 40 
feet in length were photographed by 
Serg. Burke and Inspector Hammill. 


In Newtonville 

Plans Installation of The Dial 
System 

The long anticipated installation of 
the dial telephone system In Newton 
is nearer as the result of the recent 
purchase of a large lot of land in New- 
tonville by the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company The 
land which the company has pur- 
chased. although title to It has not 
registered. Is located on Washing- 
ton st. at the corner of Central .tve. 
With two hundred feet frontage on 
Washington st., nearly three hundred 
on f 'entral ave. and another two hun- 
dred on Court st.. the total area cov- 
ers more than an acre and about equal 
to half of a city block. It is ideally lo- 
cat'd in a business zone and adjacent 
to Washington st. under which the 
major trunk lines of the telephone 
company serving Newton are located. 

The building, now located on the 
Washington st. property, many years 
ago was the Central Congregational 
Church but was altered for business 
use when the present church edifice 
on Walnut st. was erected. It is under- 
stood that the telephone company will 
remove these buildings In order to 
make way for the erection of a cen- 
tral exchange building for the New- 
tons. Also located on the property on 
Court st. is the portable building used 
for Boy Scout activities in Newtonville. 
It is stated that the company does 
not plan to remove this building. 

Installation of the dial system was 
in prospect in Newton more than ten 
years ago and the depression of the 
early 1930s undoubtedly postponed the 
company’s plans in this respect. With 
the acquisition of land upon which the 
company will erect a central exchange 
building the first step has been taken. 
As many months of preparation are 
required before the dial system can be 
installed and as plans are only in the 
formative stage, it is believed that it 
will be at least another two or three 
years before Newton telephone users 
will be introduced to the more efficient 
method of telephone operation. 

The installation of the dial system 
and the erection of a central exchange 
building will probably combine three 
of the exchanges in the area and may 
eventually extend to a fourth. Pres- 
ent plans include the Newton North, 
West Newton and Centre Newton ex- 
changes In the dial system with the 
possibility that Middlesex exchange, 
serving Watertown, may also be a part 
of the system. 

Among the problems which tele- 
phone engineers are reported to be 
studying is that of providing uniform 
rate treatment for the present three 
Newton offices which are now In dif- 
ferent rate groups. 

Although it is probable that the in- 
stallation of the dial system will not 
require as many operators as are 
now employed in the three manual 
ystem exchanges in the city, the New 
England Tel. and Tel. Co. will follow 
Its long established policy of absorb- 
ing such employees as may not be nec- 
essary here in some other part of the 
system. The erection of the new 
exchange and the installation of the 
new system will employ a considerable 
number of men for many months with 
resulting benefit to Newton.

WELFARE COSTS? 


March 26, 1938. 
To the Newton Graphic 

Drawing attention to Welfare costs 
at the meeting of citizens in City Hall 
March 23, Mr. Rupert C. Thompson, 
as reported in the GRAPHIC, stated 
that the Welfare expenses in 1937 to- 
taled $677,S24. He evidently included 
in that total expenses for Soldiers’ re- 
lief to the tune of about $73,000. By 
way of comparison Mr. Thompson said 
cost of the department for 1920 was 
only $10,000. 

The $10,000 figure for 1920 seemed 
, absurdly low. and prompted mo to 
check up at City Hnll. Taken from 
the printed records of 1920 the sum 
given is $64,097.49. Some wide differ- 
ence perhaps even Mr. Thompson will 
i agree. 

Where could Mr. Thompson have se- 
cured his figure for 1920, or possibly 
did he unwittingly quote only one 
item of the total amount? Did he, 
perchance, slip over a column and 
sight the cost of Soldiers’ relief for 
1920? Soldiers’ relief for that year 
might have run to that amount. Wel- 
fare Department snlaries. with a few 
minor items added, would account for 
Mr. Thompson’s $10,000. The state- 
ment having gained much publicity it 
is well that the right amount should 
be set before the taxpayers before the 
i adjourned meeting which is set for the 
night of April 1st. 

Welfare costs today are startling, 
but they should not be made to appear 
more alarming by comparison with 
inaccurate quotations concerning the 
department 17 years ago.

Once again the question has arisen as to whether or not 
salary reductions and the postponement of step-rate increases 
for public employees are in order. The mounting costs of wel- 
fare burdens and governmental costs presumably will ever be 
the bug-a-boo of the taxpayer. Far more important, however, 
is the fact that today many, many more persons are receiving 
some form of compensation from the public treasury than 
even a decade ago, when little thought was given to the cost 
of governmental services. Herein lies one of the most disturb- 
ing features of the reorganization bill now before the national 
House of Representatives after having passed the Senate by a 
little better than a fifty per cent vote. Under the terms of the 
bill the President would have the power to appoint one man 
as director of civil service classifications. Truly a deliver- 
ance of power which too easily might destroy the very founda- 
tions of democracy upon which this nation exists.

ZONING CHANGES 


To the Editor: 

The following is an incident that 
I would like to pass along to those 
who are zoning . minded or to those 
who do not think much about the 
need for protection of zoned areas. 

In a town of the metropolitan dis- 
trict there has been during the past 
year several meetings and committees 
working upon a zoning ordinance with 
the result that in one case they had 
a large body of a certain section that 
was persuaded by the owner to re- 
serve the corner of a certain street for 
gas stations. The rest of the street to 
remain in residential. 

One of the members of the zoning 
committee hearing before hand of the 
proposition and remembering just such 
an experience several years before 
asked the assessors to give the facts 
about the effect upon the valuations. 
This was looked up with the result 
that the region had deteriorated, the 
valuations had dropped and that there 
was not enough increase in taxable 
property to offset the decrease in value 
of the residential property. This ac- 
tual fact caused those present to re- 
treat from their position of helping 
the corner gas man and acquiesced in 
the zoning as proposed by the com- 
mittee. 

There may be an instance in New- 
ton where the facts are not known 
and watchfulness is not carried on 
by those responsible. Often times new 
members are elected to the hoard of 
aldermen who do not know of the 
years of effort to preserve the zoning 
laws with the result thnt something 
may be put over that knowledge and 
experience would have prevented. Zon 
ing is a preservative of home life and 
a stabilizer of values.

Rotary Club 


The Rotary Club of Newton met ns 
usual on Monday nt the Charles River 
Country Club. Mr. Howard Davis, 
world traveller, Forum lecturer, wri- 
ter, and correspondent for "News 
Week," gave the club one of the best 
talks of the year on “An Analysis of 
World Affairs." 

Mr. Davis first analyzed the world 
situation at the close of the World 
War in November. 1918, pointing out 
that the world nt that time was grog- 
gy and weary from the conflict and yet 
was stimulated by new conceptions of 
peace nnd good will as exemplified by 
Wilson’s 14 points. At that time we 
heard much about "protection of mi- 
norities, open diplomacy, no annexa- 
tion through force, pence without vic- 
tory.” The League of Nations was in- 
tended to put into practical application 
many of these trends toward the Ideal- 
istic future. 

Mr. Davis then analyzed the situa- 
tion today, in which we have in for- 
eign countries a worship of force and 
a worship of centralized power. He 
pointed out that frem his point of 
view our present conditions were the 
result of seven major incidents: 

1. The petition of Germany and Aus- 
tria for "economic union” in 1931, n 
petition which was rejected by the 
League of Nations. From this point on 
the German attitude changed from one 
of conciliation to one of vindictiveness. 
2. The Japanese invasion of Man- 
churia and the establishment of the 
puppet state of Mnnchukuo, an evi- 
dence of further violation of the cov- 
enant of the League of Nations, and a 
discrediting of the policies of the 
League. 3. The rearmament of Ger- 
many by Hitler in 1935. and the reoc- 
eupntion of the Rhine military zone. 
4. The invasion of Ethiopia by Mus- 
solini. 5. The Italian and German aid 
given to the Spanish rebels in the 
Spanish Civil War. 6. The renewal 
of Japanese aggression in China. 7. 
The seizure of Austria. 

Mr. Davis points out that these seven 
major Incidents have all tended to 
weaken and discredit any attempt 
toward a League of Nations, an idea 
well encouraged In 1918. 

There are now three distinct zones 
of influence: 

1. The Western Zone, including 
France, Switzerland, Belgium and Hol- 
land. 2. The Central Zone, including 
Fascist Germany and Italy. 3. The 
Eastern Zone, including Poland, Es- 
thonia, Latvia, Rouniania and Lithu- 
ania. 

Mr. Davis declared himself very 
much in favor of a policy of ’’splendid" 
isolation by America, pointing out that 
if we can keep cool and show courage 
and cooperation toward world trade 
and economics that eventually Fascism 
may kill itself due to its own poisons. 
First of all. however, before we offer 
democracy as a worthy opponent of 
Fascism, we must prove by our own 
example that it can work efficiently 
for the progress of our own people. 


Music School Observes 

Constitution Anniversary 

Junior pupils of the All Newton Mu- 
sic School assisted by groups from 
the Stearns School Centre and the 
West Newton Community Centre cele- 
brated the 150th Anniversary of the 
signing of the Constitution of the 
United States in a suitable program 
of music, dances and songs at the 
Claflin School. Newtonville, on Fri- 
day evening. March 25th. 

The performance opened with Hie 
reading of the President’s Anniversary 
Proclamation. This was followed by 
a procession of young girls dressed in 
Colonial costumes and entering to the 
strains of Handel’s "See the Con- 
quering Hero Comes” — the same music 
that greeted Washington everywhere 
during his progress to New York for 
his inauguration. A young boy and 
girl representing General and Mrs. 
Washington came at the end of the 
procession and walked across the stage 
to a place of honor set apart for them 
at one side. 

The music and dances presented on 
the program were all known und used 
in the early days of our country. The 
President’s March, now known as Hail 
Columbia, was composed by Philip 
Philo and used at the Washington In- 
auguration. This was played by the 
Junior String Ensemble as one of the 
opening numbers. The Federal March, 
played on two pianoH. was composed 
by Alexander Reinagle, an American, 
who was tiie music teacher of Nellie 
Curtis. Washington's step-daughter. 
Especially well received was tiie Lit- 
tle Symphony of Haydn, known as the 
Toy Symphony because added to tho 
string groups are small toy instru- 
ments, which on Friday night were 
played by members of the Theory 
Clusses. Haydn was horn in the same 
year as Washington and his sympho- 
nies appeared constantly on the pro- 
grams of the time. 

As a special part of tho program, 
Certificates of Participation were pre- 
sented by Miss Fyffe, Director of the 
Music School, to ull children taking 
part in tiie performance. These were 
issued by the Constitution Sesqul- 
< •*111(11111111 Commission and signed by 
the President. Vice-President, and Di- 
rector General of the Commission. 

The evening came to a close with 
the singing of Americn by ull present 
accompanied by un orchestra of 40 
young hoys and girls.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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Twelve of the thirty-nine Mayors 
of Massachusetts cities appoarod at tho 
State House on Tuesdny before the 
Committee on Taxation nnd argued in 
favor of the proposed snles-tnx in thiH 
State Among them was Mayor Childs 
of Newton. It was contended by some 
of the proponents of the sales-tax 
that the burden of welfare hns be- 
come so tremendous in cities that they 
will collapse financially unless this tax 
is levied. The Mayor of Chelsea as- 
serted that the tax rate of that city 
the coming year will he $55. It cannot 
be denied that public relief for the 
unemployed and their dependents hns 
placed a new nnd staggering burden on 
cities and towns. It is n fact that real 
estate bears an unfair percentage of 
taxation. But welfare relief ennnot 
hoar all the blame for the financial 
difficulties which now beset cities in 
this State. Much of the trouble can 
lie properly ascribed to extravagant, 
inefficient management of cities and 
the conduct of their public activities 
for many years past. Many cities in 
this State have had too many loafers 
drawing salaries and wnges for doing 
little or nothing. There have been 
nnd are too many sinecures. These 
re the reasons why tax rates in a num- 
ber of Massachusetts cities were too 
high even before the cost of welfare 
reached the proportions it has in late 
years. A sales-tax will bring in tre- 
mendous revenue. It will also encour- 
age additional extravagances nnd 
waste of public moneys by politicians. 
It will divert business from Massachu- 
setts to neighboring States. 


The rocky, hillside farms of New 
England have been unable to com- 
pete with the rich soil of New York, 
the Central States and the West. For 
years it has been urged that New 
England can increase its revenue by 
raising sheep. Last year a farmer 
near Houlton. Maine brought 600 
sheep from Montana and pastured 
them on his farm. On Tuesdny two 
dogs attacked tho big herd of sheep 
and killed 117 of them. This is the 
answer as to why sheep raising in 
New England has not succeeded. Last 
year in Newton over 200 persons were 
bitten by dogs. We like dogs, hut 
the fact remains there are too many 
unrestrnlned canines in New England, 
and too many unlicensed, poorly 
trained dogs in Newton. 


Years ngo a boy prodigy named 
Berle entered Harvard College at an 
age when most boys enter high school. 
Unlike many hoy wonders, he did not 
fade out of the picture. Because of 
his intellectuality he was selected by 
President Roosevelt as one of the 
first members of “the Brain Trust.” 
The other day young Mr. Berle de- 


livered an address nt Boston. Ho 
castigated New England for its oppo- 
sition to tho proposed reciprocal trade 
agreements with Czechoslovakia nnd 
England, argued thnt this section of 
the country 1ms been selfish in the 
past, and that its principal industries 
(which nre textile and shoe) have 
faded because tariff harriers have les- 
sened the purchasing power of for- 
eign countries. Mr. Berle is a very 
smnrt young mnn, hut he doesn’t know 
everything. Before he wns born the 
cotton industries were lenving New 
England because greedy New England 
cotton manufacturers could make 
Inrger profits by using ehenp South- 
ern labor nnd compelling their child 
employees to work nights. European 
nnd Asiatic countries which before 
Mr. Berle’s advent on this earth were 
largely agricultural nnd had few or 
no textile mills or shoe factories, 
have for the past 35 years purchased 
many millions of dollars worth of 
machines used in cotton and shoe man- 
ufacturing from the IT. S. A. nnd nre 
now ruinous competitors because of 
their low-paid labor. These countries 
are spending most of their available 
funds on armament nnd war muni- 
tions. Their purchases of New Eng- 
land products will incrense very lit- 
tle oven if they nre permitted, to 
dump their textiles, shoes nnd other 
articles into this country. And if 
New England nnd other manufactur- 
ing States are further impoverished 
by greatly increased importation of 
foreign made merchandise, the agri- 
culturists favored by Secretary Hull, 
Pundit Berle nnd others of the in- 
ternationalists will lose far more in 
the decreased purchasing power of 
this country than they will gain by 
the promised increase in purchases 
by foreigners. 

For some weeks there hns been con- 
siderable talk about town thnt Mayor 
Childs is giving serious consideration 
to importunities of some of his friends 
that he consent to become a candidate 
for tho Republican nomination for 
Governor. It was reported that with- 
in the past couple of weeks that 
Thomas W. White, whose political 
sagneity is highly respected by the 
Mayor, had a long conference with 
Mr. Childs on this matter. Mr. White 
who has been in Washington ns sec- 
retary to Senator Lodge, was in New- 
ton on a visit. It was also reported 
that on March 18 the Mayor had a 
long visit at City Hnll from former 
Governor Curley, nnd some even at- 
tached political significance to this. 
The latest rumor was — that on Thurs- 
day of this week Boston newspapers 
would announce thnt Mayor Childs 
would be a candidate for Governor. 
Last Saturday we talked with the

The objects 
I of the club are to promote outdoor 
exercises such as cycling, boating, ten- 
nis. etc., nnd to provide social enter- 
tainment. Any gentlemnn over 18 
years of age can send his applica- 
tion. 


At the meeting of the School Board 
on Wednesday evening the Superin- 
tendent recommended $150 for appara- 
tus for the study of botany. $90 for 
mineralogy, $55 for new Latin books. 
Mr. Frost of the sub-committee on 
rules reported thnt the committee 
had changed its mind since the Jan- 
uary meeting when it recommended 
thnt tiie full School Committee consti- 
tute the high school committee. It 
is now recommended that only three 
members lie on the high school com- 
mittee — the chairman of the hoard 
and two to he elected by ballot. It 
wns also recommended that the high 
school committee he only legislative, 
instead of also hnving supervision, as 
at present. Rev. Mr. Hornbrooko 
asked for an explanation of the com- 
plete change of view. He said each 
Ward has had a representative on 
tiie high school committee, and how 
can the committee have charge of 
the school if supervision Is stricken 
out? Mr. Barton said a smaller com- 
mittee enn act more promptly and 
wo have hired a superintendent to 
supervise the school. He said mem- 
bers of tho committee have no right 
to make suggestions to the teachers, 
hut should call the superintendent's 
attention to one not satisfactory. 
Mayor Kimball asked if a member 
cannot say what he thinks to a 
teacher? Mr. Barton replied t hut a 
member can say it, hut It will have 
no weight. It was voted to reduce 
th<* committee to three, hut the pro- 
posal to take Hie right of supervision 
from t he committee was voted down. 


Mayor Kimball very kindly adopted 
tiie suggestion made by the GRAPHIC 
and mode Good Friday a hollduy in 
the public schools. This is only fol- 
lowing tho custom of other cities 
und has given satisfaction to parents 
und teachers. 


Prefers to be Ordinary 

Determined men nnd women, with 
spades and trowels, are out to im- 
prove their gardens. They mean there 
shall he more and better tilings grow- 
ing this Summer where only a partly 
satisfactory lied or border flourished 
last year. The grim set of their jaws, 
the ferocity with which they attack 
the tasks before them and the unfalt- 
ering digging, sowing, planting and 
tending make me rejoice I am not 
a seed. bulb, bud or blossom or oven 
a mound of rich soil. Rather than 
have intrepid garden experts on my 
trail, trying to make me a shining 
example of plant life. I should prefer 
to be a weedy plot that once possessed 
varied charm but now completely 
gone to grass. 

Progress vs. Picturesque 

If I knew anything at all about 
bookkeeping I probably would agree 
with the officials of the civic better- 
ment organization in Boston who have 
come out against the use of great 
leather-bound books in which are re- 
corded the names of voters by the 
Election Commissioners. Tiie criticism 
tiiey make is that it is reminiscent of 
the "old days of high desks and quill 
pen bookkeeping as contrasted with 
the modern system of cards and ma- 
chines.” 

My earliest recollection of book- 
keepers pictures a man sitting on a 
high stool industriously penning fig- 
ures on the pages of a large volume. 
To me there was always something 
mysterious in his movements. As far 
as that goes, people who do this work 
nowadays, under the modern system, 
continue to mystify me. I have an 
idea of their objective, at least I think 
I have, and am awed at the ease with 
which they strike a balance or What- 
ever it is called. Quills hud long 
pussed out of use when I began ob- 
serving the "ink scratches.” As far as 
tiie use of muchines go, it is us impres- 
sive if not us picturesque. 

However, I think of the stories 
(Uriah Heep iu Dickens’ "Oliver 
Twist” and many more ugreeable 
characters of fiction) in which book- 
keeping was done in the old wuy. 
Stag<* productions, too, in which tho 
bookkeeper climbed up und down. It 
made for dramatic action, suspensive 
interest und vurlous other engrossing 
movements. Of course, it took time 
hut thut is where Hie author or play- 
wright made his point. Whut drama 
or comedy is there in suutching a curd 
from a file, thrusting it in a machine, 
punching a number of keys and pulling 
a couple of levers? Let progress forgo 
ahead IT it must. I, for one, prefer to 
stand aside und follow the bookkeep- 
er on his stool as he pursues Ills call- 
ing over columns or figures ami then 
when the duy is done descends to 
gather Ills ponderous books and place 
them in the sufe for the night. 


Not the Least Worried 

Any contention that all men are 
vain regarding dress is forthwith chal- 
lenged. Right here in Newton there 
is to he found at least one male who 
isn’t terribly fussy and yet no one ac- 
cuses him of being badly dressed. In 
company with his wife, he had taken 
the train to Boston and there boarded 
a taxicab for dinner at a hotel. While 
sented in the taxi he crossed his 
legs, thus revealing, because of his low 
shoes, a whole in his stocking just 
above the instep. "Great heavens,” 
exclaimed his wife, “do you see that 
hole?” Undisturbed, the nonchalant 
husband replied, “Yes, I should have 
worn my spats.”

BOSTON MUTUAL LIFE REPORT 
SHOWS NEW HIGH IN 
RESOURCES 


Substantial gains for the Boston Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company during 
1937 are reported by President Jay

and Common and Preferred Stocks, 
$180,895.50. 

Real estate mortgages amounted to 
$1,499,725.09; Cash in Banks and Of- 
fice. $437,615.28; Interest and Rents 
due and accrued, $126,404.77; Loans 
on Company’s policies, $1,220,187.74; 
Home Office and Other Real Estate, 
$1 756,316.53; Premiums due and de- 
ferred, $294,312.51. 

Total Income Nearly Four Million 

The Income received during 1937 ex- 
ceeded all disbursements by $754,- 
547.24. The largest single Item of in- 
come was premium receipts. In 1937 
the premium income was $3,276,984.80. 
Second only to premium income was 
the amount received in interest, divi- 
dends and real estate rentals, which 
amounted to $587,557.70. Total income 
from premiums, interest, and all other 
sources was $3,939,197.87. 

Favorable experience In regard to 
policy loans continued for the year. 
Total loans outstanding at the end 
of the year were $1,220,187.74, a de- 
crease of $22,874.93. Of all the poli- 
cies in the company, only 4.70 per cent 
have any loan against them. 

The unasslgned net surplus was 
$571,929.05. This surplus is exclusive 
of policy reserves, dividends, special 
contingency funds and all other lia- 
bilities.

Maelstrom Described by 

Poe on Norwegian Coast 

The Maelstrom’s existence, as de- 
scribed by Edgar Allen Poe and 
other writers, is indisputable, al- 
though its dangers are often exag- 
gerated, states a Writer in the 
Cleveland Plain Denier. It is a re- 
markable whirlpool on the Norwe- 
gian coast, just southwest of Lof- 
foden islands. The strong currents 
rushing between the Great West 
fjord and the outer ocean through 
the channels of these islands pro- 
duce a number of whirlpools, the 
Maelstrom being the largest and 
strongest. The name means “grind- 
ing stream,” and the grinding is 
done between the island of Mo- 
shones and a large solitary rock in 
the middle of the straits. 

Such extravagant stories have 
been told of this great eddy— how 
everything that enters the border 
of its current is instantly sucked 
down to a bottomless abyss — that 
its very existence has been doubted. 
Its perils, of course, were greater in 
the days of smaller ships and no 
steam power. 

As a matter of fact, steamships 
may cross the Maelstrom in calm 
weather, at any state of the tide, 
without difficulty. And in the sum- 
mer, at change of tide, the current 
is comparatively calm and even 
small boats may venture upon it. 
But in winter or in a storm it is 
highly dangerous for any vessel to 
try to pass. During a storm from 
the west the current runs continu- 
ally to the east at the rate of six 
knots, without changing its direction 
for rising or falling tide, and the 
stream boils with such mighty 
whirls and eddies that a vessel of 
any size would have great difficulty 
in getting through. The danger is 
not of suction into the heart of the 
whirlpool, as legends have sup- 
posed, but of being dashed to pieces 
against the rocks. Dead whales are 
sometimes thrown up on the coast, 
killed in this way. The depth of the 
whirlpool is only 20 fathoms, but 
just outside the straits soundings 
reach from 100 to 200 fathoms. 


“Jai-Alai ” Ball Game, 

Rivals the Bull Fight 

“Jai-alai,” better known as “pe- 
lota” (meaning ball in Spanish), is 
a game somewhat similar to hand- 
ball, which originated in the Basque 
provinces of France and Spain. In 
parts of Spain, it rivals bull fights in 
popularity, says a writer in the De- 
troit News. Originally “pelota” was 
played with hand, naked or gloved, 
or with a stick, but now a stout 
basket-work gauntlet, called a “ces- 
tus” or "chistera” is used. This 
basket, a Basque invention first 
used at Ascain, France, revolution- 
ized the game by increasing the pro- 
pelling power of the players and the 
carrying force of the ball. 

The game may be played either 
indoors or outdoors and requires a 
cement court, 200 feet long and 65 
feet wide, with at least two walls 
36 feet high. Four walls may be 
used. There are usually four play- 
ers and among the professionals are 
men who have done little else since 
boyhood. The ball is of solid rub- 
ber, small and weighs about four 
ounces. During play, the ball is 
bounded from wall to “cestus” and 
must be kept in motion. The game 
is very popular in the Basque prov- 
inces, Spain, Cuba and South Amer- 
ica. According to the Americana 
Encyclopedia, “It is claimed for this 
game that it requires a better eye, 
more speed, activity and surer con- 
trol over every muscle of the body 
than any other sport.” 


Original Glass Bottles Valuable 

It has been commonly acknowl- 
edged that glass bottles, shortly 
after their invention, were “worth 
their weight in bold.” But an item 
in the American Magazine indicates 
that these transparent containers 
were valued much more highly than 
the yellow metal in old Egypt, 
where a price of $3,500,000 was set 
and paid on one glass bottle. Origi- 
nally made only by master crafts- 
men and used in the packaging of 
rare attars and cosmetics, glass- 
ware required 40 centuries of study 
and refinement to reach its pres- 
ent superiority and inexpensiveness. 
The common foodstuff bottles on 
our shelves today are more perfect 
by far than the crude bottles of 
long ago — yet they cost us practi- 
cally nothing! 


Ancestry of Cameo in Doubt 

The earliest ancestry of the 
cameo will always be a matter of 
conjecture, according to Cyril Dav- 
enport of the British museum whose 
book, “Cameos,” is the illuminating 
result of extensive study and re- 
search. But for really skilled work, 
we need not go farther back than to 
the Egyptian scarabs, which were 
seals with the backs cut into the 
semblance of the sacred beetle. The 
outline of the scarab cameo persist- 
ed for a long time. 


St. Giles Cathedral Historie 

St. Giles cathedral, standing on 
the line of the “Royal Mile"— that 
medieval street which leads from 
castle to palace in Edinburgh— has 
been the scene of many important 
events in the past of the Scottish 
capital. The walls have echoed the 
thunderings of John Knox, the re- 
former, and it was here, according 
to tradition, that one Jenny Geddes. 
in 1637, flung a stool at the Dean of 
Edinburgh os a protest against the 
introduction of Laud's Liturgy.

Static Electricity Is 

the Oldest Kind Known 

Static is the oldest kind of elec- 
tricity known, no'es a writer in the 
New York Times Our word “elec- 
tricity” conres from the Greek 
"electron,” meaning amber. Rub 
amber, as the Greeks did, and it 
becomes electrically charged. Then 
touch it and the charge is drawn off 
in a little spark. So with dry fur, 
glass, resin, wax, scores of materi- 
als. 

Two positively electrified or two 
negatively electrified bodies repel 
each other. But positives and nega- 
tives attract. Franklin gave us this 
distinction between positive and 
negative. 

Static electricity is like water on 
a rubber ball in that it clings to the 
surface. Just as a rubber ball can 
gather only so much water, so a 
ball of glass or resin can collect 
only so much static electricity. If 
more electricity accumulates than 
the surface can hold, there is what 
the physicists call a brush dis- 
charge, meaning a leaking away 
into the air. If the excess is great, 
the leaking may manifest itself in 
a visible glow. 

Until Volta in 1800 invented the 
cell which we use in our batteries 
the only kind of electricity that sci- 
ence knew was static. Out of Volta’s 
cell came not just one burst of 
electricity but a steady stream. Aft- 
er that science began to talk of dy- 
namic or continuously flowing elec- 
tricity. When at last the electric 
generator followed Faraday’s dis- 
covery of induction it was naturally 
called a dynamo — short for “dyna- 
mo electric machine.” 


First Timepieces Used 

Heavy Weights on Cords 

The earliest timepieces were 
clocks for which the motive power 
was supplied by weights. The un- 
avoidable dangling of the weights 
from their cords compelled the limi- 
tation of the use of timepieces at 
first to standing or hanging in one 
place. 

This was the situation from about 
the year 1300 until about 1500, ac- 
cording to a writer in the Washing- 
ton Post, when the first portable 
timepieces were made possible by 
an invention of Peter Henlein. of 
Nuremberg, Germany, who first ap- 
plied spiral steel springs to take the 
place of weights for motive power. 
The value of this invention to man- 
kind is incalculable. 

At first mainsprings were made 
comparatively short and thick. In 
these there was so great a differ- 
ence between the power when fully 
wound and partly run down that 
special mechanical devices had to 
be used to equalize the power. 

The best of these devices was the 
fusee, which is used in marine chro- 
nometers. But for watches the prob- 
lem of improving the uniformity of 
power was solved by using longer 
and thinner mainsprings, helped out 
also by the development of isochro- 
nal adjustment, which makes it less 
imperative that the extent of vibra- 
tions of the balance shall be uni- 
form, as these are affected by the 
motive power. 


Alaska Has Odd Geese 

A race of dark-complexioned wild 
geese reside in the coastal region of 
British Columbia and southeastern 
Alaska. They are similar in general 
appearance and size to their better 
known relative, the Canada goose 
or “honker,” but differ in being very 
much darker. They are known as 
the white-cheeked goose. Apart 
from the difference in coloration be- 
tween these two races of geese there 
are differences in habit also, the 
most important being that of mi- 
gration. The Canada goose makes 
long annual journeys to and from its 
nesting grounds; some raise their 
young on James bay and spend the 
winter on the Gulf of Mexico The 
white-cheeked goose, on the other 
hand, may spend the entire year, or 
even all its lifetime in the same re- 
gion. 


Nightingale Pledge for Nurses 
The Florence Nightingale pledge 
for nurses is: “I solemnly pledge 
myself before God and in the pres- 
ence of this assembly to pass my 
life in purity, and to practice my 
profession faithfully. I will abstain 
from whatever is deleterious and 
mischievous, and will not take or 
knowingly administer any harmful 
drug. I will do all in my power to 
elevate the standards of my profes- 
sion, and I will hold in confidence 
all personal matters committed to 
my keeping and all family affairs 
coming to my knowledge in the 
practice of my calling. With loyalty 
will I endeavor to aid the physician 
in his work and devote myself to the 
welfare of those committed to my 
care." 


Use of Word “Tips’* 

As long ago as 1775 English wait- 
ers looked forward to liberal tips 
and customers grumbled about the 
practice. Exactly how old tipping 
is is doubtful, but in the days of 
Chaucer the English had a verb “to 
tip,” meaning to give.

Mr. Nelson first ex- 
plained the privileges of membership, 
which, with a member’s pass book, 
entitle the holder to spend the night 
for the sum of 25 cents in any hostel 
of the United States. With moving 
pictures Mr. Nelson showed many 
groups of young people blcyling. swim- 
ming. camping, skiing, and hiking 
through all parts of this country. One 
interesting feature of this organization 
is that no rules are made by the lead- 
ers: the young people themselves mak- 
ing their own rules, such as lights 
out jay 10 o'clock, no drinking and no 
smoking, for the strenuous life in the 
open necessitates keeping fit. 

In the California redwoods section, 
the youth hostelers are the only 
groups allowed by the forest rangers 
as they respect the conservation of 
property, and wild life, and do not 
cause forest fires. The movement 
started in this country in 1934. with 
one Youth Hostel in Northfleld. Mass- 
achusetts. Monroe and Isabel Smith 
being the directors. They brought the 
idea from an International Conference 
of Youth Hostels in Europe in 1933 
Now. in 1938. there are over 15.000 
hostels in America: and in New Eng- 
land. except Maine, hostels are located 
approximately every fifteen miles 
apart. 

In his pictures of hostels abroad. Mr. 
Nelson showed the first youth hostel 
in the Castle Altena. started by Mr. 
Richard Schirmer, who wanted to give 
the city youth a wholesome out-of-door 
life at a very reasonable expense. One 
of the most important by-products of 
this world-wide enterprise has been 
the furtherance of world peace by the 
friendly meetings of young people of 
all nationalities with a common pur- 
pose. Last summer nearly two thou- 
sand young people crossed the ocean 
to become acquainted with the lands 
and customs of their foreign cousins.

Siuce 1922 the Chicago Art Museum 
hasn’t lost any of its valuable treas- 
ures by theft. Until that time the 
Chicago police received each year 
many reports of stolen art objects. 

The reason for the decline in rob- 
beries is that in 1922 the museum ac- 
quired two large German Shepherd 
dogs to guard the building at night. 
Today "Billow" is the chief detective 
— a beautiful black and tan Shepherd. 
A younger member of the force, the 
chief’s mate*, is named “Bellow.” 
Officials of the museum now plan to 
raise their own detectives for the 
future. During the daytime the dogs 
are quartered in the rear of the build- 
ing. but at night they are turned loose 
inside to wander and keep out prowl- 
ers. 


Very often we read of a dog being 
sent a long distance from home and 
then finding his way back again on 
foot. How many miles a day will 
he travel? Many people have won- 
dered about that. A few statistics 
were given me regarding “Duke.” a 
Great Dane, who was taken 300 miles 
from his old home to a new mas- 
ter. 

Five and a half days later he wa 3 
bark. That meant traveling an aver- 
age of 55 miles a day. When he 
left home he weighed 176 pounds, and 
on his return lie weighed 160 pounds, 
having lost only 15 pounds during 
that journey. 

Before lying down to take a well 
needed nap the dog drank over a 
gallon and a half of water and on 
awakening he was given an extra 
large meal. At a family council it 
was decided that since the dog had 
gone to all that trouble to return he 
should be allowed to stay. 


I received a letter this week from 
i city in upper New York State in 
which the writer states that he has a 
Corker Spaniel puppy six months old 
who has coughing spells and a dry 
■ zcma. His hair is coming out in 
• ■ nd every time be goes into the 
< < liar, the puppy picks up some pieces 
of < oal and eats them. The writer 
then adds that the dog has been 
worruii. and cites a very good diet 
which the animal is receiving. 

Although the owner writes that the 
dog has been wormed, it is my opin- 
ion. lodging from the above facts, 
that worms are causing the cough, loss 
of hair and the eating of coal. Many 
people • Dink that if they give their 
•log one or two worm capsules ho is 
rid of worms forever. There are man/ 
different kinds of worms that inrest 
a dog and each kind requires a dif- 
ferent typo of medicine to effect a 
cure Sometimes it is necessary to 
administer medicine twice or three 
times, a week or ten days apart, to 
expel all the worms and eggs. 

Even if a dog Is thoroughly rid of 
worms it is possible for him to bo 
infeHted with them aguin in a month 
or two If you notice anything wrong

with your dog it would be advisable, 
if you suspect worms, to take a sam- 
ple of his stools to a veterinary and 
allow him to determine the 'type or 
types of worm your dog hps. He can 
also prescribe the correct kind and 
proper amount of medicine. 


A lot of people are keeping dogs 
Illegally in the city of Boston. There 
is a city law still on the books that 
it is illegal to keep a dog which is 
more than ten inches in height. 


Question: Can I register one pup 
if the rest of the puppies in the lit- 
ter are not registered? — T. L. 

Answer: You cannot register a 
puppy unless the litter lias been regis- 
tered. That does not mean that each 
pup in a litter has to he registered 
individually, but that the breeder reg- 
isters the litter as a whole stating 
the number of males and females, 
etc. 

Question: My dog has whip worm 
and I have been advised to have his 
appendix removed. Is tills right? — 
A. H. K. 

Answer: Yes. Most whip worms 
are harbored in the appendix. This 
is not a serious operation and it is 
almost a certain cure for whip worm. 

Woman Crashes 
Through Window 

Mrs. Gertrude Frazier. 30, a colored 
woman, jumped or fell through a sec- 
ond story window at Simms Court, 
West Newton, on Wednesday morn- 
ing about 8 qlclock and was knocked 
unconscious when she landed on a 
cellar bulkhead. She was taken to the 
Newton Hospital in the police ambu- 
lance and was found not to be seri- 
ously injured.

Glass Was Discovered on 

the Coast of Palestine 

The origin of glass is lost in myth 
and romance but there nre many 
legends told in regard to it. One of 
these credited to Pliny, notes a writ- 
er in the Los Angeles Times, is that 
it was accidentally discovered by 
some Phoenician merchants who 
landed on the coast of Palestine 
and cooked their food in pots sup- 
ported on cakes of niter taken from 
their cargo. They were greatly sur- 
prised to find this solid matter had 
become a fluid and mingling with 
the sand had produced a transpar- 
ent substance now called glass. Cold 
fact says the temperature of the 
fires could not have been great 
enough to melt the sand, but science 
has ever had a way of interfering 
with romance. 

America began its story of glass 
before the Pilgrims landed at Ply- 
mouth Rock. A glass house was 
established in the English settle- 
ment at Jamestown. Va. This was 
the first factory built on this con- 
tinent. Its first products were 
bottles. Later a considerable trade 
was established with the Indians in 
supplying them with colored beads 
with which they were greatly 
enamored. Years later glass fac- 
tories were established in Massa- 
chusetts, New York and other New 
England and mid-Atlantic states, 
but it was not until after the Amer- 
ican Revolution that the glass in- 
dustry really took root here. 

Over three centuries have passed 
since the first rough bottles were 
produced at Jamestown. Today we 
take all manner of glass products 
as a matter of course which in the 
early days of the industry would 
have seemed impossible to produce. 


Three Methods Are Used 

in the Curing of Pork 

There are three methods of cur- 
ing pork — the sweet pickle process, 
the dry salt method, and the dry 
cure, states a writer in the Chicago 
Tribune. In the first, used for hams, 
the meat is soaked in vats contain- 
ing salt brine, a sweetening agent, 
and nitrate of soda. The cure re- 
quires 20 to 75 days and a constant 
temperature of 36 to 40 degrees 
must be maintained. 

The second method consists of 
putting layers of salt between piles 
of meat. The third is used largely 
for bacon and consists of soaking 
the meat in a light brine containing 
sugar and nitrate of soda. To finish 
off the cure the meats are placed in 
smoke from burning hardwood 
which adds to the flavor and color. 

The salt used prevents spoilage, 
the sugar offsets the taste of the 
salt, and the nitrate preserves the 
color. 

Lard is made from hog fat, either 
by boiling in an open kettle or 
through a steam pressure method. 
It is cooked, filtered, and chilled, 
the cooking separating the meat fi- 
bers from the fat. The remain- 
der, cracklings and tankage, is used 
as stock and poultry feeds. 


Origin of the “Annie Oakley” 

According to “American Tramp 
and Underworld Slang,” edited by 
Godfrey Irwin, the phrase “Annie 
Oakley” means a free ticket or pass 
to an amusement or entertainment. 
The passes were punched with holes 
to prevent their being sold as regu- 
lar tickets and to prevent money be- 
ing refunded if the show did not go 
on, as is customary with paid ad- 
missions. Thus, they resemble the 
cards that were used for targets, 
after the famous rifle shooter, Annie 
Oakley, finished shooting at them. 
Annie Oakley performed with the 
Buffalo Bill circus for 17 years. The 
term originated in the circus world, 
but is now included in the slang of 
stage, screen and boxing circles. 


Polar Eskimos Friendly 
Polar Eskimos are a friendly, 
happy people who live farther north 
than any other human beings. They 
rove the Arctic from Greenland to 
Alaska. Skin tents are their habi- 
tation during the brief summer; 
snow igloos their winter homes. 
Their food, save for a few birds’ 
eggs and berries, is exclusively 
flesh — the seal, bear, fox, whale, 
walrus and reindeer being the prov- 
ender. They are prodigious eaters, 
hence their plumpness and perhaps 
their good nature. 


Silver Whitest of Precious Metals 

Silver is the whitest of precious 
metals. It is susceptible of a lus- 
trous polish and has excellent work- 
ing qualities. In its pure state it 
is too soft for uses wherein it is 
subject to wear; so it is usually al- 
loyed with copper. The terms “ster- 
ling silver” and “coin silver” indi- 
cate alloy proportions. Sterling sil- 
ver is alloyed in proportions of 925 
parts pure silver to 75 parts copper. 
Coin silver contains 900 parts pure 
silver to 100 parts copper — this is 
the standard for United States coin- 
age. 


Glaciers “Rivers of Ice” 
Glaciers are really “rivers of 
ice,” formed in mountains where 
more snow falls than can possibly 
mek. Eventually the ice piles up 
as high as 1,500 feet, gets so heavy 
it begins to “flow” downhill. Gen- 
erally it moves about 1 inch every 
hour, though in New Zealand and 
Greenland glaciers have been 
known to bowl along 30 feet a day. 
Though a glacier creeps, its tre- 
mendous weight carries everything 
before it

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James A. Waters’ Criticism 

Of Newton School Dept, at 
Hearing on 1938 Tax Rate 

Statistics Read to Show That Cost of Newton Schools Is Highest 
In This State 


The following in the address deliv- 
ered by James A. Waters at the pub- 
lic hearing held last Friday night by 
the Finance Committee of the New- 
ton Bonrd of Aldermen on the matter 
of Newton’s Increasing tax rate. It is 
a lengthy criticism of the Newton 
School Department. 

Mr. Chairman: 

It is hardly necessary for me to 
state that we are all gathered here 
actuated by the single motive of at- 
tempting to find some solution of the 
mounting costs of our City Govern- 
ment. And I know that nothing that 
is said here will be construed as a 
reflection upon the honesty, sincerity, 
and personal integrity of the elected 
or appointed officials or employees 
of our Government. We all, I am 
sure, feel a deep sense of obligation 
to the busy and able citizens who give 
of their time and ability, as mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen and 
School Committee, to conduct their 
City’s Government upon the high plane 
of which we have been so long and so 
justly proud. And we are extremely 
fortunate, I think, that we can feel 
assured that not a single dollar ap- 
propriated in our budget will be wasted 
in dishonesty and graft. 


It is in this spirit that I offer a few 
statistics in the hope of directing at- 
tention to a department of our Gov- 
ernment in which some economies may 
be effected and it is in this spirit, also, 
that I present you with a copy of a 
Massachusetts public document which 
you may or may not have already 
perused. This document is the “An- 
nual Report of the Department of 
Education" of Massachusetts, Part 2. 
for the year ending November 30, 1937. 
And it is hardly necessary for you, Mr. 
Chairman, to make more than the 
simple effort of opening the book to 
convince yourself that without excep- 
tion the City of Newton maintains the 
most expensive school system of all 
the cities of this Commonwealth. 

The cost of educating each child 
in our public schools exceeds that of 
any of the other 38 cities in this 
state. You will note, if you turn 

to page 4 of the Report that Newton, 
being the 12th city in size of popu- 
lation, bears the number “12” and 
this numerical designation is held by 
the City of Newton throughout the 
pages of this report, which makes 
it a very simple matter to obtain 
quickly the statistics concerning our 
public schools. If you will turn to 
(Continued on page 10) 


Mayor Decides 
To Borrow On 

Tax Titles 


Mayor Childs announced yesterday 
that he would recommend that the 
Board of Aldermen authorize a loan 
of $200,000 on tax titles in an ef- 
fort to avert the prospective sub- 
stantial rise In the tax rate. The 
Mayor stated that he plans to apply 
only $100,000 of this loan to keep the 
tax rate down and will set up the 
remainder as contingency account to 
meet emergency appropriations neces- 
sary during the remainder of the year. 

He also declared that he would not 
use any part of the Water Depart- 
ment surplus of $228,000 as tax reve 
nue. It is understood that State tax 
officials require that the surplus be 
held intact as security for the tax 
title loan. The proposed contingency 
fund will probably be used up be 
fore the end of the year by additional 
expenditures for the Welfare Depart- 
ment. Appropriations for welfare and 
soldiers’ relief were cut considerably 
below the amounts expended last year 
by the Mayor in making up the 1938 
budget. 

The plan to borrow against tax titles 
was opposed by the Newton Taxpay- 
ers Association in resolutions sub- 
mitted to the finance committee of 
the Board of Aldermen last Friday 
evening as was the use of tax titles. 
The resolutions asserted that such a 
procedure would be contrary to a 
“pay-as-you-go" policy which the or- 
ganization strongly favored.

City Officials 

Refute Charges 


Mayor Childs and City Comptrol- 
ler Daniel White take Issup with state- 
ments made on March 30 by Lyman 
Ziegler of Waban at a meeting of the 
directors of the Newton Taxpayers' 
Association. Ziegler, addressing that 
meeting as an expert on municipal 
finance, said that the practice, used 
for years In Newton of making ap- 
propriations after the annual budget 
has been passed and charging them to 
deficit — Is illegal. Ziegler also stated 
that Theodore Waddell. Director of 
Accounts in the State Tax Division, 
had told him that Newton has been 
permitted by State officials to make 
appropriations after the budget Is 
passed and charge them to deficit be- 
cause of its excellent financial rendi- 
tion. 

Commenting on Ziegler’s criticisms. 
Mayor Childs said: “How can we In- 
clude all Items for the year in the 
budget, when we don’t know every- 
thing that will be needed?" Comptrol- 
ler White refers to Section 23. Chap- 
ter 59 of the Municipal Finance laws 
which give cities authority to make 


Various Ideas Expressed At 
Second Hearing On Tax 
Rate and City Finances 

Taxpayer’s Ass’n Urges Pay-As-You-Go Policy — Others Op- 
pose Salary Cuts, Reduction in Service — Costs 
of Schools Criticized 


The second public hearing by the 
Finance Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen to hear suggestions from 
citizens relative to increasing taxes 
was held at City Hall last Friday 
night. Although the Aldermanlc 
chamber was well filled, the gathering 
was not as large as at the first hear- 
ing held on March 23rd. The meeting 
was presided over by Alderman Donald 
MacKay, chairman of the Finance 
Committee.

23rd. The Finance Committee of th^ 
Board of Aldermen invited the citi-

City Solicitor Bartlett, who is an 
acknowledged authority on city gov- 
ernment and finances, states that while 
cities are expected to include in bud- 
get estimates all anticipated expenses 
for the ensuing year, that practically 
all cities in Massachusetts make 
practice of passing supplementary 
appropriations. The reason that most 
cities do not appropriate all that will 
be needed for welfare relief is to pre- 
vent inordinate demands which would 
probably result should larger amounts 
be appropriated in the budget. Mr. 
Bartlett said that many cities in the 
State. including , Boston. borrow 
against tax titles. Cities were not 
authorized to carry a surplus fund un- 
til 1936.

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fleeted in the tax rate. Some prop- 
erty owners may want additional serv- 
ices and are willing to pay for them. 
But costs are levied proportionately 
on all. Most property owners, par- 
ticularly in these trying times, anxi- 
ously await the announcement of the 
tax rate and earnestly hope it will 
either not he increased or increased 
but little. 

I want to take a moment to ex- 
plain how It happens that a public 
hearing Is held — without precedent in 
the history of the city. My reason 
for explaining is an unfounded rumor. 
On Friday. March 18th the Finance 
Committee was working on the hudget 
late into the night as we had been 
doing on many previous nights Many 
troublesome problems confronted us. 
ft was my suggestion that we fppl the 
public pulse in this manner Th^ 
six other members approved. On 
Saturday morning invitations were 
mailed to all known organizations of 
a civic nature. The other fourteen 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
knew nothing about it beforehand. It 
Is not an effort of the Board or the 
committee to evade responsibility and 
It has no political motive nor an un- 
friendly or antagonistic phase 

For the first time in Newton’s his- 
tory the Board is in office for two 
years There is no election this fall 
and we have the opportunity to look- 
ahead knowing that there will be a 
continuity of service for the next 
twenty-one months. I have publicly 
stated that with a quarter of this 
year already elapsed and all depart- 
ments more or less definitely sche- 
duled it seems unlikely that very many 
curtailments can quickly be put into 
effect. But we can look ahead to an- 
other year. 

There are several items not now 
appearing in the printed budget which 
his Honor the Mayor will probably 
recommend before the committee’s re- 
port goes to the full board. I have 
held several conferences with the 
Mayor and have assured him of the 
commit tee s approval of certain items 
Supplementary recommendations have 
always come to us. By law the Mayor 
has to submit the main part of the bud- 
get within the first sixty days of the 
year. I believe we received it dur- 
ing the last few days of Febnian I 
mention this that the public raav 'fully 
understand and not he critical of the 
Mayor or the committee if further ap- 
propriations are recommended. 

The interest as manifested bv the 
attendance at the first hearing and 
at this adjourned hearing is tremen- 
dously pleasing to the committee. It 
was but natural that you were un- 
prepared to express opinions on March 


23rd. It was necessary to supply you 
with facts and figures to study at your 
leisure. Since that date the seven 
committee members have met with 
the executives of various associations. 
We have to a large extent supplied 
the main facts and arguments which 
after study and deliberation will be 
discussed by you tonight. Possibly I 
should specify them lest we be ac- 
cused of sponsoring every suggestion 
which will be made but we will re- 
ly on your common sense in distin- 
guishing them. 

I want to commend those in the em- 
ploy of the city who spoke at the 
first hearing. There is. of course, a 
perfectly understandable difference of 
viewpoint between employer and em- 
ployee. 

I know that nearly all city em- 
ployees are jittery fearing a wage 
cut. In every instance those who 
spoke announced that they were in 
the employ of the city. There was 
no effort to advance an argument un- 
der the cloak of anonymity. I hope 
that frank example will be followed 
tonight. I am informed that a large 
majority of the city employees are 
likewise taxpayers. And let me add 
that the aldermen are the representa- 
tives of all th* citizens. 

Tonight the committee must rigid- 
ly adhere to a listening attitude. We 
will not again act as teacher*, nor 
will we debate issues I must insist 
that those in the audience do not 
debate controversial issues with each 
other. The committee wants construc- 
tive suggestions It will listen atten- 
tively. and will weigh the evidence 
calmly and impartially, and in due 
course make its report to the full 
board. 

I am going to give the privilege 
of speaking first to those represent- 
ing organizations. After them we 
will hear individuals Please give 
your name and address and organiza- 
tion and speak so all can hear. 

Leon Rogers, president of the New- 
ton Taxpayers’ Association, represent- 
ing the directors of that organization, 
advocated a reduction in expenditures 
by all departments of the city, the in- 
clusions of expenses for the full year 
in the hudget estimates, including that 
for welfare: the undertaking of no new. 
projects which will cause additional 
expenses and the postponement of 
planned increases in school, police, 
fire ai*d health departments. He com- 
mented that he believes the cost of 
welfare will at least be as much this 
year as it was last year, and provi- 
sion should be made in the budget for 
the full amount. Mr. Rogers said that 
the directors of the taxpayers’ asso- 
ciation are opposed to the practice of 
the city in borrowing on tax titles, and 
the use of the surplus gained from 
water revenue for payment of ex- 
penses of other departments. He pre- 
sented to the Finance Committee a 
copy of the resolutions passed by the 
directors of the Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion. He spoke as follows: 

“The City has not included in its 
budget and tax-rate the full cost of 
operating the government. This has 
been done by drawing on the surplus 
funds until they have been exhausted 
and a deficit has appealed. To make 
ends meet, the City has had to bor- 
row needed sums from the State, in 
some fiscal years The 'incomplete’ 
budget on which the tax rate is based 
has not included any direct appropri-

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THE NEW DEAL AND THE RAILROADS 

The other day a prominent columnist stated that the rail- 
roads of this country have been staggering along for the past 
fifty years on a New Deal program. He points out that for 
many years they have been receiving governmental aid in the 
form of subsidies, they have been having a social security pro- 
gram through the pension system, they have been under a 
price-fixing program by the setting of freight rates by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and they have been subject 
to labor restrictions by collective bargaining. Almost every 
phase of the present New Deal program can be applied to 
the railroad conditions over several decades. Most everyone 
knows that the railroads in this country are in a pretty sad 
state and that they are also a large factor in the economic 
condition of the country. Many brilliant minds are studying 
the problem. The question in our minds, however, is: Will not 
a continuation of the New Deal program place the entire coun- 
trv in a similar situation? 


The Legislators Luncheon sponsored 
by tlie Newton League of Women Vot- 
ers last Saturday proved a most en- 
joyable affair. A brief social hour be- 
fore lunch gave opportunity for 
League members and guests to meet 
the five gentlemen who represent the 
Interests of Newton and of Massa- 
chusetts at the State House. A real 
acquaintance was established by the 
ten-minute talks and the questions 
which followed the luncheon. 

Representative Luitweiler gave his 
1 reasons for advocating a sales tax. 
He argued that such a tax would ren- 
der tax-conscious the people who now 
think the entire cost of government 
Is borne by the rich. A second point 
was that States which do use this 
tax report warmly In its fnvor. 

Senator Hollis argued on the other 
side that n sales tax falls in large 
measure on those least able to pay. 
that the “use tax” on purchases made 
outside the State would be largely 
evaded and that we may be certain 
in view of past tax history that such 
a tax though professedly temporary, 
would never be repenled. 

Representative Baker spoke on So- 
cial Security. He stressed the point 
that Massachusetts had been “sand- 
bagged" into giving up a law adapted 
to conditions In the State to substitute 
a less desirable one written In Wash- 
1 Ington. He gave figures of the In- 
crease in applications for old age as- 
sistance in Massachusetts at the rate 
of 800 a month since 1933 and the dif- 
ficulty of determining whether there 
Is real need. He deprecated the sub- 
stitution of a central authority for a 
local one which would be more effec- 
tive. He reminded us that the money 
which was to create a fund for care 
of the aged is really being used to 
pay current government expenses. 

Representative Francis urged the ad- 
vantages of a city manager form of 
government and explained how In this 
system employees are chosen for abll- 
i Ity alone since there Is no longer the 
opportunity of paying political debts 
by appointment to political office. 
Voters elect a Council whose duty It 
Is to decide upon policies and to ap- 
point a manager responsible for car- 
rying them out and for selecting his 
subordinates. Newton Is a business 
corporation and should be run by a 
manager trained for this profession. 

Representative Brlmblecom spoke 
briefly on the re-registratlon of voters 
explaining the need not only for an 
accurate list but for an Identification 
provision to prevent fraudulent Im- 
personation. 


THE ALDERMEN WILL DECIDE '? 

The aldermen for some time have been discussing the finan- 
cial affairs of the city and the 1938 budget for several weeks. 
More recently the Finance committee has held public hearings 
in order to ascertain any viewpoint that citizenry may have. 
Many pertinent questions have been asked and attention 
called to many phases of the situation which indicates a greater 
increase in the 1938 tax rate than Newton has experienced in 
previous years. There has been some criticism of the Aldei- 
men in holding these hearings. It is difficult to justify this 
criticism despite the fact that in the final analysis the Aldermen 
must make the decision as to whether there will be an in- 
crease in the tax rate or whether certain services performed 
by the city will be curtailed or eliminated. The interest which 
taxpayers, individuals and organizations have taken in these 
hearings may focus attention on activities which may well 
receive attention. 


THE NEWTON SCHOOLS 


There are few persons who will dispute the contention, sup- 
ported by salient facts, that the Newton schools are a con- 
siderable item in the expenses of the city. The per pupil cost 
admittedly is higher than in most cities of the Commonwealth, 
even those cities of comparable size. We do not intend to deny 
that Mr. Waters’ criticisms are unjustified, nor that they 
should not receive consideration. We do, however, contend 
that a drastic reduction in school expenses would soon result 
in considerable lowering of the standard of our schools. This 
standard unquestionably attracted many persons to build or 
reside in this city, thereby increasing the valuation of taxable 
property and aiding in maintaining a low tax rate. While it 
may be possible to reduce school expenditures somewhat it 
should not be done without deliberate and careful study.

Annual Meeting of 
Community Council 


Despite Newton's recognized stand- 
ing as one of the best suburban com- 
munities in the country, it greatly 
needs to undertake social studies of 
community needs and resources. El- 
wood Street, director of Public Wel- 
fare in Washington. D. C.. told the 
delegates at the first annual meeting 
of the Community Council of Newton 
held at the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club Thursday evening. Representa- 
tives of the forty lending civic and so- 
cial welfare organizations in the city 
attended the meeting which hpard 
the reports of surveys made during 
the year of Newton’s health and rec- 
reational problems. “Community, 
know thyself" was Mr. Street’s ad- 
monition to council members. 

Speaking on the subject "How to At- 
tack Community Problems." Mr. 
Street urged the necessity of fact 
finding studies, followed by coopera- 
tive efforts by civic and social agen- 
cies under the leadership of the Com- 
munity Council. “Such studies and 
such cooperative efforts.” he said, 
"must be made upon a community 
basis if we are to prevent delinquency 
and restore health. The community 
is the testing ground for all efforts at 
social reform. It is the community 
which makes good citizens or bad. 

“This cooperative procedure of prob- 
lem finding, facing and attacking is a 
task of community engineering, chal- 
lenging all the skills and all the abili- 
ties of your citizens who love their 
fellow men. This program should ap- 
peal not only to social workers and 
board members, but also, to men of 
large affairs who have here the oppor- 
tunity to apply their extraordinary 
experience and ability to tin* greatest 
technical problem of all, community 
engineering, largely conceived. This 
procedure challenges you to create 
your own conditions of life and your 
own facts of human well-being. Here 
in Newton you can act on the premise 
that not size, but quality, is important. 
Newton may be the best community 
in the United Stutes. for general 
goodness, but it can bo better, and 
you can make it so. Your task will 
not be done, until you have made New- 
ton the best community it is humanly 
possible to make it. from the point of 
view of the potentialities of every one 
of its residents of whatever age. Thut 
is an unending task, for new con- 
cepts of ’best' will be reveoled, as the 
old concepts are fulfilled." 

The report of the council’s divisions 
of Welfare and Relief stuted that the 
Council will soon undertake u study 
of Newton's relief problems in coop- 
eration with a committee of the Board 
of Aldermen. The division of lieulth 
has already completed a study of tu- 
berculosis in Newton uml the division 
of Recreation and Character Building 
is making a study of recreational op- 
portunities in Newton for young peo- 
ple between Hi and 25.

The public property committee of 
the Board of Aldermen is considering 
the disposal of tlie almshouse farm at 
Waban nnd the removal of the Insti- 
tution to another location where land 
is less valuable. The farm now oc- 
cupies some of the most desirable 
sites In Waban and is too valuable for 
the purpose for which it Is being used. 
Residents and prospective residents 
also object to the presence of the 
almshouse as It depreciates the values 
of their properties and Mayor Kim- 
ball’s recommendation that the prop- 
erty he sold is likely to he adopted. 
Various locations for the new site are 
being considered. One of them is in 
the Carlton farm between Waban and 
Lower Falls. It contains 70 acres and 
extends to the Charles River. The 
front along Beacon st. could be used 
for house lots nnd the almshouse loca- 
ted hack toward thp river. Another 
suggestion is that n farm he bought 
toward the Needham line, where there 
certainly could be no objections from 
other residents, and few houses would 
be built for many years to come. 

The city has purchased a fine pair 
of grey horses for the chemical engine 
at West Newton. They were imported 
from Canada and weigh 2600 pounds. 
They seem to be intelligent and prom- 
ise to be a valuable addition to the 
fire department. 


The gypsies have encamped on their 
usual ground on Grove st.. Lower Falla, 
a sure sign that spring has come. 

The Board of Health met on Tues- 
day evening at City Hall with Mayor 
Kimball In the chair. Mr. Pettee 
read a petition from J. B. Murphy and 
others asking that the removal of 
night soli to Mr. Brock’s farm at 
North st.. Newtonville, he discontin- 
ued. as it is a nuisance and unhealthy. 
William Mague. contractor for this 
work, thought there is no ground for 
complaint as he is doing what the 
Board of Health directed.

Powers’’ Paragraphs 


The other day the newspapers car- 
ried a short story about a male of 
ill- human species Who resides In a 
Massachusetts city. He Is 43 years of 
age and the father of eight children. 
For fourteen years, or since he was 
29 years of age, he has been drawing 
$16 weekly as welfare aid from the 
taxpayers of the city where he lives, 
and during all that time he gave 
only 12 hours work to the city in re- 
turn for the aid given him nnd his 
family. Recently he wns asked to take 
a WPA job and he refused to do so. 
He was brought into court nnd charged 
with non-support. The judgo gave 
him until April 28 to take the WPA 
job, or go to jail. It would be better 
for society If drones of this type would 
he jailed, or otherwise restrained be- 
fore they beget large families for the 
public to support. 


Mayor Childs has issued a proclama- 
tion setting aside this month for an 
intensive campaign for the early di- 
agnosis of tuberculosis and urging res- 
idents of Newton to take advantage of 
the facilities offered by their private 
physicians and the city for the pre- 
vention of this disease. He states that 
the cost to Newton this year for the 
care of tuberculosis patients will be 
$60,000, or 37 cents on the tax rate. 
This large cost to Newton is due most- 
ly to the fact that this city pays much 
more than any other place in this 
county for the maintenance of the 
Middlesex County T. B. Hospital at 
Waltham because of its wealth and 
population, and because Cambridge 
and Lowell have municipal T. B. hos- 
pitals and are exempted from sup- 
porting the county hospital. A large 
addition erected at the hospital In- 
creased the cost to Newton this year. 
This city not only pays for patients 
at the hospital from Newton, but aids 
largely in paying for patients from 
other cities and towns In the county. 
And it is only several years past since 
some alleged medical experts assert- 
ed that pulmonary tuberculosis was 
so much on the decline, that sani- 
tariums would soon be unnecessary. 

Recently in a diatribe at the reor- 
ganization bill Senator David I. Walsh 
characterized the proposed legislation 
as a dagger thrust in the heart of dem- 
ocracy. It was interesting to observe 
that former President Hoover takes 
a much more conciliatory attitude 
toward the bill than does the Idol of 
Massachusetts Democrats, and the 
Boston Herald published an editorial 
which tended to be even somewhat 
favorable toward the bill. In our opin- 
ion Senator Walsh was over dramatic 
in making his reference to the stab 
at “the heart of democracy.” Be- 
cause of his age, intellect, and long 
experienc in public life, the gentleman 
from Clinton should know that the 
danger to Democracy is not a sudden 
stab at its heart. What threatens 
Democracy In the United States (and 
has practically killed It in France) Is 
a cancerous condition which has been 
for many years gnawing at the vitals 
of popular government in this country. 
Greed and hypocrisy in the private 
lives of too many of our people, graft 
and corruption among a large number 
of those who hold public office — both 
elective and appointive — have been 


undermining democracy and encour- 
aging a trend toward fascism or com- 
munism. 


The much publicized activity of 
District Attorney Bishop’s tour of 
Middlesex County in an alleged cru- 
Hade against crime in general and 
gambling in particular will not help 
him politically. Such sudden ardor 
savors too much of grandstand play. 

Congressman Dicksteln of New York 
makes the presumptuous proposal that 
the unused immigration quotas allotted 
to various European countries by 
the U. S. A. be transferred to Ger- 
many and Austria. The doors of this 
country have been closed for years 
to persons desiring to come to this 
country from Europe; most of whom 
have relatives here. The quotas have 
not been used because United States 
consuls in foreign lands, acting in 
conformity with Instructions, have re- 
fused to visa passports for those de- 
siring to come here. And those denied 
the privilege to Immigrate here Include 
members of the races which settled 
and developed this country; races 
which endured great hardships in pion 
eering days. Yet ongressman Dicksteln 
would seize the quota rights of these 
races, rights curtailed because of ad- 
verse economic conditions in this 
country, and transfer these quotas en 
masse to one race. Such action, if 
taken, certainly would tend to an In- 
crease of racial prejudice In the U. 
S. A. 


Upon his return from Europe for- 
mer President Hoover warned the 
United States against any alliances 
or entanglements with any European 
nations. He knows Europe and he 
agrees with the principle enunciated 
with the first President of this coun- 
try. Ho disagrees with millions of sin- 
cere Americans, victims of clever pro- 
paganda. who in recent years favored 
the U. S. A. becoming involved in 
the rotten mess overseas. 

It Is interesting to observe the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen year after year 
co-operate to preserve Newton as an 
outstanding residential community by 
upholding the zoning ordinance nnd 
consistently tur down petitions for 
changes of parcels of property from 
residence to business zones, when for 
three yoajs past the zoning ordi- 
nance has~been openly and persistent- 
ly violated at West Newton by the con- 
I duct of a business In a residence zone 
on Washington st. Two years ago we 
■ were informed by the city official 
whose duty It is to enforce the zoning 
law that the offender was to be sum- 
moned Into court, but no action was 
taken. Why? 


I The young man who argued at the 
public hearing at City Hall last Fri- 
day night that the collection of gar- 
bage and ashes in Newton should be 
given to low bidders, or to persons 
who would pay for the privilege of 
collecting the garbage, would proba- 
bly not have made such a suggestion 
if he were as old as some of us. and 
had observed the poor service in such 
collections, not only In Newton years 
ago. but in other places today, where 
contracts given to low bidders result 
unsatisfactorily to the public.

The 
purpose of this department is continu- 
ally to appraise all conditions affecting 
our schools, spot any weak points in 
tiie school system, aid in t heir correc- 
tion and generally to safeguard the 
maximum return per taxpayers’ dol- 
lar allocated to the schools. Mr. Drake 
then explained in detail the system 
of measuring and recording the men- 
tal and academic development of 
children in the first six grades. 
Achievement tests in reading, arith- 
metic. etc., are given throughout the 
city in the third and the sixth grades. 
Cumulative record cards for each child 
thus make their division into groups 
easier in the higher grades and give a 
sound basis for advice in choosing a 
college or business course in high 
school. A lively discussion period fol- 
lowed the talk.

Ask Permit To 
Add to Cemetery 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night a petition 
was received from the trustees of St. 
Joseph’s Cemetery asking for permis- 
sion to use the Esty farm off Ded- 
ham st. as an addition to the ceme- 
tery. The farm, located at the West 
Roxbury line, includes 58 acres of land 
and has been largely denuded of loam 
and gravel in recent years by the op- 
erations of the Highland Sand & 
Gravel Company. In its barren con- 
dition it is improbable that it will be 
developed as a desirable residential 
section. St. Joseph’s Cemetery is 
owned by the same corporation that 
owns Holyhood Cemetery in Brook- 
line. the Holyhood Cemetery Asso- 
ciation. In years past, thousands of 
former Catholic residents of Newton 
have been buried in both these ceme- 
teries. and the number has largely in- 
creased in recent years with the 
growth of this city. 

On Tuesday night a meeting of the 
executive committee of the Oak Hill 
Improvement Association was held at 
the home of Charles R. Davis. 138 Ar- 
nold rd. It was voted to protest against 
the petition for the cemetery. A com- 
mittee was appointed to work for the 
rejection of the petition. The mem- 
bers of the committee are Henry S. 
Cummings, Wendall Rauckman and 
Thomas Fallon. The petition has been 
•eferred to the Claims and Rules Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen.

Former Alderman James P. Akins 
represented the Sutcliffe Storage Co.

extension and tho railroad tracks. 
The difficulty in this matter was — that 
a new tank and pump were installed 
some hundreds of feet distant, at the 
other side of the property, next to 
Needham st., and the Aldermen re- 
sented what they considered decep- 
tion. Mr. Akins informed the Al- 
dermen that the only one who knew 
that it was the intention to install the 
new tank and pump at the unauthor- 
ized locus was the treasurer of the 
Sutcliffe Company, and that the peti- 
tioners extended an apology to the 
Board of Aldermen. He said that the 
use of the new equipment has been 
discontinued, that a new petition will 
he made to authorize It. and he asked 
that the revocation of the permit for 
the use of the old tank pump he de- 
layed until a permit for the use of 
the new pump shall have been granted. 
Tie explained that about 5000 carloads 
of automobiles are annually received 
at the plant for Boston automobile 
dealers, and hardship would he caused 
if there are not facilities for fueling 
the large number of cars received at 
the place. He said that the old tank 
and pump will he removed. 

The names of three Newton resi- 
dents were drawn to serve as jurors 
at a criminal business session of the 
Superior Court in Cambridge next 
mouth.

the sidewalk site into the station. Al- 
derman Temperley said that when a 
permit was granted several years ago 
for the gasoline station at this locus 
the concrete ramps were supposed to 
have been constructed and were not. 
He said that concrete edgestones 
should at least be built to define the 
legal width of the driveways into the 
station. 

A hearing was assigned, to be held 
at the next meeting on the petition of 
“Queen Cleansers” for a permit to 
install two 500 gallon tanks to store 
cleansing fluid at 10 Hawthorne st.. 
Nonantum. A recommendation was 
received from Mayor Childs to ap- 
propriate $586.66 for an increase in 
the salary of Assessor Albert H. 
MaeAuslan who now works four days 
each week at an annual salary of 
$2800. it is planned to have him 
work full time at a salary of $3500. 
Another recommendation from the 
Mayor was for an appropriation of 
$3195 to purchase 1278 square feet of 
land in Newton Cemetery as an addi- 
tion to the Soldiers’ Burial Lot.

Criticizes High 

Cost of Schools

page 11. column 47B. you will there 
discover that the per capita tax of 
education in our schools Is $125.93. 
and you will. also, discover that that 
Is the highest per capita tax of any 
public school system in any of the 
39 Cities In Massachusetts. The next 
highest per capita cost is that of 
the City of Boston which expends 
$122.24 annually for the education of 
each child in its public schools. The 
average per capita cost of education 
in the schools of the 39 cities is 
$101.49. we exceed tills average cost 
by just about 25%. And it is inter- 
esting to note that whereas we are 
the 12th city in size of population, 
yet there are only 4 other cities in 
this State which have an actual dol- 
lars and cents expenditure exceeding 
ours. Those cities nre Boston, Wor- 
cester. Springfield, and Cambridge. 
And Cambridge with a school enroll- 
ment of 15,411, ns compared with our 
1 1,943 pupils — a difference of 36% — 
actually expends only 23-1/3% more 
in conducting its public schools. 

It is interesting, nlso, to note that 
we exceed in total cash outlay the 
Cities of Fall River. New Bedford, 
Somerville, Lynn, Lowell and Quincy, 
although the school enrollment in 
each of these cities far exceeds that 
in our public schools. And It is in- 
teresting, also, to note that the City 
of New Bedford, which is 6th in pop- 
ulation and which has a school en- 
rollment almost 50 per cent greater 
than ours, actually expends $222,000.00 
less than we do in public education. 

Now I call your attention to a group 
of 5 cities, namely: Quiucy, Newton, 
Brockton, Medford, and Malden, 
which have ubout the same population 
and a comparable number of chil- 
dren in their schools. You will note 
that the City of Quincy has a school 
enrollment of 14,694 — just 2,310 more 
than in the Newton Schools, which 
have a total enrollment of 12.384 — 
but you will find that It costs 
the City of Quincy $353,631.27 
less to educate its children than 
it costs the City of Newton 
to educate 2,310 fewer pupils. In 
other words, we pay $28.55 more per 
capita than does the City of Quincy. 

One more comparison in this group 
shows that the City of Medford, with 
a school enrollment practically the 
same as ours, spends $465,000.00 less 
than we do to maintain our schools. 

I will quote the per capita cost of 
education in each of these 5 cities 
and then I will devote a few minutes 
to our local situation: 


Quincy $83.49 

Brockton 75.39 

Medford 91.69 

Malden 88.36 

and NEWTON 125.93 


Now it may be said that this exces- 
sive outlay is justified because our 
schools maintain a higher standard of 
education than do the schools In the 
other 38 cities. I will simply state 
in passing that in the Boston Public 
Latin School, which is generally rec- 
ognized as one of the leading public 
high schools in this country, the per 
capita cost is $140.70, as compared 
with the per capita cost in the New- 
ton High School of $154.98. 

Tlie 1932 "Report of the Newton 
Public Schools" shows that in the 10- 
year period from 1922 to 1932 the total 
cost of conducting our schools rose 
from $966,549.04 to $1.453,411.19— an 
increase of approiniately 50 per 
cent, although the school population 
rose only 29 1-4 per cent — an increase 
in the per capita cost from $109.01 in 
1922 to $126.79 in 1932. We have not 
the time to analyze all of these fig- 
ures In detail, but I would like to call 
your attention to one department of 
our school system in which the costs 
are truly startling. According to the 
latest Published Report available in 
1934, the per capita cost of education 
in the Newton Trade School was 
$327.85 as compared with the per cap- 
ita cost in the Newton High School 
in that year of $148.34 or $179.51 less 
per capita. In other words you can 
educate two pupils in the High School 
and have $31.19 left over towards the 
education of a third pupil in the High 
School, for what it costs to train one 
pupil in the Trade School. You can 
give a boy or girl a College educa- 
tion for much less than it costs to 
educate a child in our Trade School. 
The annual tuition at Boston College 
is $250.00 as against $327.85 in our 
Trade School. The annual tuition at 
Boston University College of Liberal 
Arts is $340.00, and in its College of 
Business Administration the tuition Is 
$320.00. 

The budget estimate for 1938 calls 
for an expenditure of $89,571.05 to 
maintain this school, an increase over 
1937 of $4,088.12. and this expenditure 
s requested to maintain a school which 
lias a pupil enrollment of just 227. 
During the 10-year period from 1928 
to 1938, the number of pupils in this 
school bus remained practically sta- 
tionary. but the cost of education of 
each pupil has increased $25.99. Dur- 
ing this period the cost of hooks, sup- 
plies. and incidentals increased $33.- 
76 per capita. In 1916 and 1917 the 
Trad** School hud 356 pupils, the num- 
ber dropped in 1932 to a low of 199 
pupils, while enrollment in the Newton 
High School was increasing tremend- 
ously. There is apparently something 
wrong in the conduct of tills school. 
Perhaps the item In tills year's bud- 
get of $1.80i).iMi for rental of a garage 
for the use of tills school, if investi- 
gated. might lead us to a solution of 
i lie dittlculty. It would appear that 
tills Trade School is today nothing 
hut a workshop and this garage, which 
I have referred to. is a part of tho 
Trade School plant in which motor 
vehicles are repaired in competition 
with repair shops in this city, en- 
gaged in the same business. 

I do not recomment elimination of 
tills school, but. if we are to got a 
proper return for tho money invested 
and annually expended, tin- < nurses 
should lie made sufficiently attractive 
(i) interest u larger utimher of pupils. 
There must he something wrong in 


the policy of a school in which the 
number of pupils has actually do- 
creased over a period of 20 years. 

I direct particular attention to the 
Trade School because of the apparent 
unnecessary expense, much of which 
does not show In the figures, such as 
the cost of new equipment, which Is 
not Included. I have compared it 
with the cost of the High School which 
Is much lower, hut which I think may 
also be too high The Board of Al- 
dermen lias the power to abolish the 
Trade School, but the pupils would 
have the right to elect this work in 
another state school nt the Joint ex- 
pense of the City and State. It is a 
fair question if such procedure might 
not he cheaper and better, particularly 
In view of the fnct thnt the 10-year 
building program for the schools con- 
templates the erection of a new Trade 
School building. 

Mr. Chairman, it lias been well and 
truly said that "eternal vigilance is 
the price of safety." Have we been vigi- 
lant in wntching school costs? There 
Is evidence in the budget now before 
you that we are not today especially 
vigilant In this respect. Perhaps our 
vigilance has been relaxed because of 
certain figures and statements which 
have appeared in the Annual Report 
of the School Department. On page 
50 of the last Report for the school 
years of 1934 and 1935. there appears 
a table taken from the Annual Report 
of the Stnte Department of Education. 
This table is numbered "34'' in the 
State Report and sets forth the ap- 
propriation per thousand valuation 
for the support of public schools in 
each of the 39 cities. There are exact- 
ly 50 tables qf comparative figures 
published in the State Report, almost 
everyone of which shows that in pro- 
portion to population, our schools are 
the most expensive in the State, but 
the one and only schedule which our 
School Department has ever published 
as far as I can recall, is this Table 34 
which seems to indicate that our 
schools are economically conducted. It 
lias been said that figures never He, 
but here is a table of figures which 
does not say what It appears to say. 
This table simply proves that we are a 
wealthy city and are able to pay the 
bills. It does not prove economy 
in school costs. Our standing in this 
table is largely under the control of 
the Board of Assessors, who determine 
the assessed valuation of property in 
our City. Should the Board of Asses- 
sors reduce our total valuation by as 
much as 1%, we would be quickly 
passed in this Table 34 by half a dozen 
other cities. But while an increase 
or decrease in the total assessed valu- 
ation may affect our relative standing 
in this table of figures, it would not 
affect the actual cost of running of our 
schools by one single cent. Now I 
would like to ask if it is fair to the 
citizens of this city to publish this 
Table 34 without publishing Table 
47B of the State Report, the per ca- 
pita cost table, which gives a true pic- 
ture of the relatjve cost of conducting 
our schools. 

Before I conclude, I wish to quote 
once more from the latest Report of 
our School Department. The 1934 and 
1935 Report, page 12, item 7. "Adult 
Education — Community Forums: This 
year has marked the organization, in 
connection with other community 
agencies and interested citizens, of a 
public free forum for the discussion 
of public affairs," and then follows a 
list of the speakers who addressed 
the forum in its? first year, and then 
states. "This program is highly sig- 
nificant and important as a phase of 
adult education. It should he expand- 
ed in the not distant future to a 
program which would make possible 
several adult education centres 
throughout the city. This would re- 
quire an appropriation in the budget." 

Now the first speaker who ad- 
dressed the forum was the Reverend 
John Haynes Holmes, whom I heard 
and who left with me the distinct 
impression that he is thoroughly im- 
bued with the doctrines of Karl Marx. 
One of the last speakers to address 
the forum this year was Arthur Oar- 
field Hayes, who represents an organi- 
zation which spends its time and 
money defending communists who 
have come in conflict with our laws. 
But at no time has the forum been 
addressed by a speaker who devoted 
ills talk to the virtues of our Consti- 
tution and of our form of government. 
Yet, Mr. Chairman, someone has sold 
to our School Department the idea 
that t lie cost of conducting this forum 
should he saddled on tin* taxpayers. 
In fairness, it should be said that 
the new members of the School Com- 
mittee, namely, Mr. Bristol, Mr. Knowl- 
ton, Mr. Wogan. and the new mem- 
ber from Ward 3, Mr. Tabor, were 
not, of course, responsible for that 
report. 

Finally, Mr. Chairman, let me state 
timt our School Committee consists of 
7 members and the Muyor, who is a 
member ex-officlo. They meet once a 
mouth except when called in special 
B68Blon. In the nature of things, It 
is impossible for tlie School Commit- 
tee to perform its many other duties 
und supervise the expenditure of every 
dollar appropriated for school pur- 
poses This must necessarily be left, 
and I understand that It is left, to the 
superintendent of Schools and to the 
Secretary of the School Committee, 
who acts as Purchasing Agent for the 
schools. It is generally believed that 
educators are, in the main, theorists, 
and tills is necessarily so because very 
few of them have had practlcnl busi- 
ness experience. It is characteristic 
of thorn to wish to put their theories 
to effect with little consideration of 
the cost. We have had experience 
with them as "Brain Trustors" In 
Washington, nnd I am wondering If 
we are not having our experience with 
them here. 

There is hut one suggestion that I 
can leuve with you, to remedy tlie ex- 
isting situation. Would It not he n 
worth while investment of time and 
money to appoint a permanent com- 
mittee. with qualified paid export as- 
sistance. to make a continuing study 
of tills whole situation? The conditions 
which exist today have grown up over 
a period of years, and it may take a 
number of yonrs to correct them. The 
attempt should he made. 


Citizens Favor 
Economy in Conduct 
Of City Affairs

at Ion for a reserve fund, which, up 
to two years ago, was not needed. It 
has evidently carried appropriations 
for some departments substantially be- 
low what would be conservative esti- 
mates of the probable costs. As a 
result, the amount of appropriations 
which are made each year after the 
budget is closed Is large — last year 
$228,836.00 It has been the custom 
to charge these additional appropria- 
tions to surplus funds and later to 
Include them In the tax warrant for 
the next year. But, under this system 
of ‘post-payment,’ the surplus has been 
steadily drained away and the addi- 
tional appropriations in the last two 
years have been charged for several 
months of each year to deficits — or to 
thin air.” 

"The City’s balance or surplus tin 
the ‘Excess & Deflcieiify’ account to 
which the City's net revenue or def- 
icits are charged) amounted to $530.- 
850.67 at the end of 1931. In two 
years the amount dropped to $106,- 
940.35. During 1934 It increased to 
$190,967.18. and In the pnst three years 
has fallen again to a deficit of $161.- 
052.00 ($180,087. 61 at the end of 1936). 
In a general way this represents the 
extent to which the tax levy has failed 
to cover actual costs. Newton’s pic- 
ture today la not a black one. Its 
credit is excellent; Its tax collec- 
tions are excellent as compared with 
other Massachusetts cities; and its 
ability to pay. whatever the taxpay- ( 
era may say, is matched by few cities 
In the State. Consequently, the sys- 
tem which is now permitted, the same 
system which has recently led other 
cities near to disaster, is not likely 
to do permanent harm in Newton. 
But it does represent a surrender of 
sound business principles to the al- 
luring picture of a low tax rate. It 
means that the City is operating on 
a slender string and is forced, and will 
continue to he forced, to resort * to 
appropriations without revenue — ille- 
gal appropriations — during a part of 
each year.” 

"If the system of the 'partial,' or 
incomplete, budget is allowed to con- 
tinue. und if additional appropriations, 
after the budget, continue to be large, 
then borrowing to clean tlie City’s 
slate, and even borrowing enough to 
provide the City with another surplus, 
will be a deceptive gesture and not 
a permanent cure; because, as hefore, 
a surplus will quickly melt away and 
today’s picture will be repeated. 

"If the time comes when the City 
is willing to make a fair estimate of 
departmental costs, to include the full 
estimates in the budget, to be col- 
lected in taxes, and to maintain a 
reasonable surplus instead of meth- 
odically holding the tax rate below its 
true level, only then will the city he 
operating on a basis that Is reason- 
able and just to taxpayers.” 

Rupert Thompson, speaking as Sec- 
retary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
opposed any reductions In salaries or 
wages of city employees, and also op- 
posed any increases in salaries this 
year. This would increase step-rate 
increases in such departments as 
school, police and fire unless it can be 
shown that the city has a legal ob- 
ligation to make such increases. He 
said that in tlie future no step-rate in- 
creases should be granted until the 
budget has been considered. This was 
a criticism directed at tlie School 
Committee, which lias authorized such 
increases for teachers at the beginning 
of the year, thus obligating the Aider- 
men to grant these step-rate increases. 
Mr. Thompson said: 

"To sum up we cannot suggest too 
strongly that you blue pencil every 
new project and every service in the 
budget that is not absolutely neces- 
sary. Also that you request that in- 
creases he made on those appropria- 
tions that in your judgment are not 
sufficient to carry through the year. 
Tills will put us on a Pay us You Go 
basis and whatever the tax rate we will 
have the assurance that it is neces- 
sary." 

John Underhill, president of the 
Wuhan Improvement Association and 
Albert M. Cliuiuller. representing tho 
Newton Centre Improvement Associa- 
tion. botii stated tiiat their organiza- 
tions agreed with the recommenda- 
tions of the Taxpayers’ Association. 
Chandler said that insofar as the in- 
crease in tlie number of policemen is 
concerned — his group does not feel 
competent to pass on this matter, be- 
lieving it is for the Aldermen to de- 
cide. Francis Tanner, president of the 
Lower Fulls Improvement Association, 
told of sending out a questionnaire to 
residents of that Village. Answers 
received showed that 63% of those re- 
plying favor retaining the present 
standards of public services in New- 
ton. even if an increased tax rate re- 
sults; 36% favor a reduction in serv- 
ices to keep the tax rate down. 

Henry S. Cummings, speaking for 
the Oak Hill Improvement Association, 
offered the rudicul suggestion ttfut 
tenants he taxed as a mfans of pro- 
viding added revenue. Mr. Cummings' 
suggestion cannot ho adopted in New- 
ton as it is unconstitutional. It would 
be double tuxutiou on real estate. Ten- 
ants now pay taxes when they puy 
rent, provided they pay rent. Cum- 
mings ulso suggested tliut vocational 
training be given recipients ol' wel- 
fare so that they will he fitted for 
skilled work in industry. He said 
t hat welfare relief is abused. Donuld 
Whitney of the Newton Highlands Im- 
provement Association opposed the 
proposed day off in six for policemen, 
und more irequent collections of gur- 
huge in tlie summer months. Anthony 
Mazzola. who said he represented an 
Italiuii-Americau group, fuvored a 
higher tux rate and no cut in wages 
of city employees. 

Mrs. Mary Briggs of Berwick id., 
Newton Centre, urged that the tux 
rule lie kepi down. She said t hut 
many widows in Newton have difficulty 
in meeting even the present lax rate, 
and if it will be increased, they will 
ho forced to rent their homes, us t hoy 
cannot sell them. She said when tills

of Newton's decline. She asked em- 
ployees of the city to show their grati- 
tude for not having been victims of the 
depression by being willing to take 
some reduction in their salaries. Rob- 
ert C. Kelly of Newtonville, a member 
of the National Association of Pur- 
chasing Agents, advocated that the 
city create the position of purchasing 
agent to cause economies in buying 
materials for all city departments. 

James P. Gallagher, Clerk of New- 
ton Court, argued that the citizens of 


Newton should not become panic 
stricken as things will work out all 
right. He said that it would react ad- 
versely on the city if the excellent 
service it has given its citizens in the 
past will be curtailed. He opposed 
any reductions In wages of city em- 
ployees. James P. Waters, well known 
Newton Centre attorney, and for many 
years a member of the Registrar of 
Voters, read a lengthy criticism of the 
Newton School Department, details of 
which are published elsewhere iu this 
issue of the GRAPHIC.

Refutes Mr. Waters’ Criticism 
Of Newton School Costs 


Claims Ability To Pay and Valuation Per Capita Income Is 
Fairer Yardstick 


The following letter refuting criti- 
cisms of Newton school costs by 
James A. Waters and printed in the 
issue of the GRAPHIC of April 8th, 
we believe to be deserving of equal 
prominence and attention on the part 
of our readers. The importance of 
our school system, Its effect upon the 
tax and financial condition of the city, 
and the wishes of parents and pupils 
are matters of widespread interest. 
(Editor’s Note.) 

Newton Highlands, Mass., 
April 11, 1938. 

To the Editor: 

The criticism of the Newton School 
Department made by Mr. James A. 
Waters before the Finance Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen and printed 
in the April 8tli issue of the "GRAPH- 
IC” is a surprising statement. I do 
not know Mr. Waters and have no 
way of knowing whether anything lies 
behind his criticism other than a de- 
sire to reduce taxes by a reduction in 
school costs regardless of what would 
inevitably result from such reduction 
or not. Nor do I know by what au- 
thority he speaks. I shall therefore as- 
sume that his authority is exactly 
equal to mine — that is, that of a citi- 
zen and taxpayer with a child about 
to enter the Newton Public Schools. 

Many years ago my father was Prin- 
cipal of the Mason School in Newton 
Center— was, in fact, the principal 
when the present building was 
opened. While I have not lived in 
Newton continuously since then I have 
always maintained an interest in the 
Newton schools. The school authorities 
are, of course, fully competent to re- 
ply to Mr. Waters but I am writing 
because I feel that word from one whol- 
ly outside the system would naturally 
be regarded as less prejudiced. 

Mr. Waters says of a former school 
report "that figures never lie, but here 
is a table of figures which does not 
say what it appears to say.” It is 
just on this score that his own tables 
of figures can very justly be criti- 
cized. I do not question his figures 
but I do decidedly question their ap- 
plicability to the Newton situation. 
One of the major implications of his 
figures is that the "cost of Newton 
schools is highest in this state”— to 
quote from the subheading of the 
"GRAPHIC” article. Of course this 
just isn’t so. His figures say that the 
per capita (meaning per pupil) cost 
is the highest of that of any city in 1 
the state. This is true, but it would 
have been much fairer if Mr. Waters 
had included with his city figures the 
costs (which he could easily have ob- 
tained from the 1937 state report from 
which he got his city figures) for such 
towns as Brookline, Wellesley, Nor- 
wood, Concord, or Dover where the per 
pupil costs are $149.62, $126.65, $129.73, 
$127.42 and $181.70 respectively, 
against Newton’s figure of $125.93. 

As a matter of fact it seems to me 
that the fairest measuring stick for 
comparing sohool costs is ability to 
Pay, judged by valuation and per ca- 
pita income. Schools are of necessity 
expensive and every community, rich 
or poor, has to exert itself to support 
them. But they likewise are impor- 
taut and Newton actually exerts itself 


less than any other city in the state, 
with two exceptions, to support its 
school system. Mr. Waters mentions 
(but does not quote) from the signifi- 
cant table (Number 34) in the State 
Report which indicates that Newton 
spends unnually only $8.45 on its 
schools per $1000 of valuation, where- 
as a city like Peabody exerts itself to 
the extent of $13.25 per $1000 of valua- 
tion, even though to do this necessi- 
tates a tax rate of $37.80. Or consider 
Whitman spending $19.27 per $1000 
with a tax rate of $36.00! Mr. Waters 
evidently does not see much point in 
this type of reasoning, but if he be- 
lieves that Newton citizens wish to 
have their school department, or any 
other municipal services, run on the 
same scale as has of necessity to I 
obtain in such cities as New Bedford, J 
Fall River, Lowell, or Brockton (which I 
he cites as comparable) I am very 
sure he misjudges the sentiment of 
most Newton citizens very greatly. Did 
not Mr. Waters read a few months ago 
in "Time” magazine the article show- 
ing that the citizens of Newton have 
the highest per capita income of any 
middle-sized city in the country? 
Quite logically it could, therefore, af- 
ford the most expensive school system 
in the country. The fact is that we 
are extremely fortunate in Newton in 
having sufficient taxable property so 
that we can have good schools and 
other municipal services — better than 
most cities — and still .have one of the 
lowest tax rates of any city in the 
state. The really significant fact that 
Mr. Waters should have gleaned from 
the State Report comes on Page 192 
where all the cities and towns of the 
state are considered together and it is 
indicated that in "per capita cost for 
support of public schools, fiscal year 
1936,” Newton ranks 66th! It seems 
to me that Newton might not unreason- 
ably exert itself a little more than it 
now does for its schools. 

As an example of the very specious 
reasoning that lies behind a large 
part of Mr. Waters’ argument let 
mo cite his statement that in "the 
Boston Public Latin School, which is 
generally recognized as one of the 
leading public high schools in this 
country, the per capita cost is $140.70 
as compared with the per capita cost 
in Newton High School oi’ $154.98.” 
The amazing thing here is not that 
the cost in Newton High School is 
more but that it is so little more. 
Does not Mr. Waters realize that the 
Boston Public Latin School is a purely 
academic school which admits only a 
selected group of boys of more than 
average intelligence? It does noth- 
ing but prepare them for college. It 
therefore has almost no variety in 
its courses, it has no domestic sci- 
ence work, no problem of retarded pu- 
pils, etc. It is one of the most 
narrowly specialized high schools in 
America and ought (aside from teach- 
ers’ salaries) to be one of the least 
expensive per pupil to operate. Com- 
pare the work done there with the 
variety of educational needs for all 
types of pupils that are met at New- 
ton High School! 

Here is another type of comparison

He was a delegate to the 
Republican pre-primary convention in 
1936, is a member of the Republican 
Ward 6 and City Committees, and 
was formerly a director of the Re- 
publican Club of Massachusetts.

Report Parkway 

Bill Favorably 

The Metropolitan Affairs Commit 
tee of the Massachusetts Legislature 
has reported favorably the hill of Rep- 
resentative Leo Landry of Watertown 
extending the river parkway from Ca 
len st., Watertown to Waltham.

Local 
authorities have been advised by the 
Metropolitan District Commission that 
if the roadway is authorized that 
it will be extended along the river 
bank and that they do not desire 
to use California st. 


Mayor May Give 
Day Off in 6 
To Newton Police 


Although the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night refused to appropriate 
money to add six patrolmen to the po- 
lice department, they also went on 
record as being opposed to the grant- 
ing of a day off In 6 to the policemen, 
which was the purpose of the addi- 
tional patrolmen. Mayor Childs stated 
on Tuesday that despite the action of 
the Aldermen, he may grant the extra 
time off to the policemen. They now 
receive one day off in seven and Chief 
Hughes has stated that six more pa- 
trolmen will be required to maintain 
the present service to citizens. Some 
of the patrolmen claim that just as 
efficient service can be given without 
more patrolmen being appointed. One 
rumor is — that the Mayor is to order 
some of the motorcycle officers to oth- 
er duty in order to permit the granting 
the day off in six. 


Information Regarding the Newton 

Trade School and Table Showing Cost 

Figures Show That City Paid Less Than 39 Per Cent, or $125.83 
Per Pupil For Year 1936-1937 


The following information regard- 
ing the Newton Trade School was 
given by James Forbes, director of 
the school. 

The high cost of the Newton Trade 
School has been a subject of recent 
discussion. Perhaps it is appropriate 
that a few facts regarding the pur- 
poses and costs of this school be pre- 
sented at this time. Trade schools 
came into existence in Massachusetts 
under an act of the legislature passed 
in 1908 as a result of the scarcity of 
skilled mechanics and the difficulty of 
training boys for profitable employ- 
ment in industry. When the act was 
passed it was recognized that the cost 
of equipment and supplies necessary 
for the successful operation of these 
schools would prevent their establish- 
ment in many communities. Conse- 
quently, the act authorized reimburse- 
ment by the state of one half the net 
maintenance sum to cities or towns 
providing such educational opportun- 
ity. 

Contrary to the belief of many cit- 


izens, the figure which concerns the 
Newton taxpayer is no. one based on 
gross maintenance. Rather, there 
should be deducted from the total 
cost the state reimbursements, fed- 
eral grants, as well as tuition trom 
other communities, and some other 
items, in order to arrive at the actual 
cost t" the city «»t' Newton. From the 
statistical table attached to this article 
it will be seen that the per capita cost 
based on gross maintenance for 1936- 
37 was $327. SO. The city of Newton 
does not pay $327.S0. The interest of 
the taxpayer lies in the net mainten- 
ance cost to the city which is $125.83. 

In comparison with the cost to the 
state of trade education in nine sur- 
rounding cities and towns, Newton 
stands fourth as to per capita cost 
based on net maintenance and aver- 
age membership. 

In 1931, the Newton Trade School 
underwent a complete reorganiza- 
tion program. At that time, there 
were two major problems. First, the 
bulk of the equipment was obsolete 
(Continued on Page 2)

These observations bring us logi- 
cally to what we feel Is an unfair 
system of which many other city em- 
ployees are the unhappy victims. We 
strongly urge the Mayor to establish 
and to adhere rigidly to a step-in- 
crease salary schedule and service 
classification for such employees. It 
need not be exactly the plan in ef- 
fect a few years ago. but along that 
line. It is true there are some dis- 
advantages. and sometimes obstacles 
will arise to retard individual prog- 
ress. but in our opinion the greater 
advantage is the promise to career 
men and women that length of serv- 
ice and fitting qualifications and per- 
formance of duties will be rewarded 
comparably with those In other em- 
ployment. The unfairness of the pres- 
ent hit-or-miss method is evident in 
the budget recommendations of the 
department heads. For some employ- 
ees there were found salary increases 
from a few dollars up to five hundred 
dollars for this one year. Many of 
them no doubt are deserving in whole 
or in part. We make no accusations 
of favoritism or prejudice, but in 
years past it has been rumored, pos- 
sibly unfairly, that pull and influ- 
ence won advancement. Because pres- 
ent conditions do not seem to war- 
rant general increases within our con- 
trol we regretfully have not approved 
the majority. But contradictory to 
part of the foregoing remarks is our 
recommendation of a few salary in- 
creases in two classes of employees. 
Clerks who have been receiving $1S 
or less weekly are recommended for 
one or two dollars Increase if. of 
course, likewise so recommended by 
the department heads and the Mayor. 
Also in four instances of indisputable

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SCHOOL COSTS IN NEWTON 

The costs of schools in Newton, or in any locality, are an im- 
portant question to the taxpayers of the community involved. 
Recently Mr. Waters made a strong criticism of the costs of 
schools in this city, using as a basis the per pupil cost. In a 
letter published in another column Mr. Hobbs observes that 
ability to pay and cost per valuation is a fairer yardstick. 

It is only natural that a community which has a high valua- 
tion and a high per capita income desires more extensive and 
more desirable school facilities, leading obviously to a high 
per pupil cost. There is, however, the ever-present possibility 
that the ability to pay may readily lead to the introduction of 
services which might be termed as luxuries or extravagances. 
In the past few weeks numerous comments of varying length 
have been brought to our attention which reveal that there is 
some question imthe minds of taxpayers that we are paying too 
much for our school system. 

It is difficult for the lay person, or the non-educationally 
minded person, to place his finger on just what he feels may be 
wrong or to state specifically the question in his mind. It has 
also come to our attention that many parents are averse to 
voicing their opinion because of fear of retribution upon their 
children. Where the human element is present it is impossible 
to state that such retaliation would not take place but we dis- 
like to feel that our educational system, or any individual 
connected with it, would take this attitude. We have suf- 
ficient confidence in the Newton school department, and every 
teacher and principal connected with it, to believe that an 
honest difference of opinion can be arbitrated without creating 
hard feelings. 

In its capacity as supervisor of our school system the school 
committee has a responsibility which canont be denied. It is 
to this group of responsible individuals to whom the people 
of Newton look for an accurate, unbiased and considered ex- 
planation. 


American Red Cross 


Mr. Charles B. Floyd. Chairman of 
the Emergency Committee for the 
Newton Chapter, American Red Cross, 
is revising the Chapter set-up to be 
used in case of disaster in Newton.

Class I — Housing facilities with ade- 
quate sanitary and cafeteria facili- 
ti< : Class 2 — Housing facilities with 
partial sanitary and cafeteria facili- 
ties; Class 3 — Housing facilities with 
either one, or both, facilities missing. 
Available cot space was figured on 
basis of 50 square feet of floor area 
per cot.

list of taxi and express companies 
with their available facilities. 

Communication comprises, first of 
all. the location of radio, telegraph 
and telephone organizations. 

The medical set-up, with its list of 
available doctors and nurses, is al- 
ways kept accurate for emergencies.

To the Editor: 

In the interests of honesty and 
keeping the record straight, will you 
permit me to clear up an inference 
and correct a statement in Inst week’s 
lengthy criticism of the costs of 
schools in Newton ns quoted in the 
GRAPHIC. 

The inference was thnt there is some 
tie-up. beyond a common interest in 
education at reasonable cost in the 
city of Newton, between the Newton 
Community Forum and. through the 
School Department, the tax rate. There 
is not. and at no tim6 has there been 
any such connection. The Newton 
Forum is entirely self-supporting and. 
in fact, pays the full fees for the use 
of the high school for its meetings. 

The incorrect statement was: “. . . 
someone has sold the School Commit- 
tee the idea that the costs of conduct- 
ing this forum should be saddled on 
the taxpayers.” No one. as far ns 
the members of the Forum's Executive 
Committee know, has ever attempted 
such a thing and certainly the School 
Committee, as interested as it is in the 
educational well-being of Newton, has 
not entered into any negotiations 
with the Forum to this end. 

I trust that the damage done by mis- 
representation in the address to the 
finance committee of the Board of 
Aldermen can and will be repaired 
without hard feelings and with ulti- 
mate benefit to the city of Newton.

and it was necessary to replace grad- 
ually this equipment with modern, up- 
to-date machinery. Trade education 
to he effective must he progressive 
in methods of doing work, for a trade 
school has no justification in graduat- 
ing pupils who are years behind what 
i> considered good practice in in- 
dustry. The second problem was to 
raise the standard of the school by 
planning courses of study, so that 
pupils would obtain satisfactory em- 
ployment upon graduation. 

These problems could not be solved 
overnight without throwing a heavy 
burden on the city and disorganizing 
the school. Therefore, with the ap- 
proval and cooperation of the School 
Committee and the City Government, 
it was decided to distribute the load 
over a period of five years. This ac- 
counts for the increased expenditures 
from the years 1931-32 to 1933-34. 

The enrollment for the Trade School 
in 1928-29 was 176; it is now 297. It 
has been necessary to establish a 
waiting list in some departments. 
From present applications for ad- 
mission to the school in the fall, the 
enrollment for .next year will reach 
350. 

The Trade School as it is conducted 
in Newton is a school which pre- 
pares students for direct entrance 
into industry. Since it regards its abil- 
ity to place students in industry as 
important as its duty to train them, 
it must he selective in its admission 
policies and agree to train only those 
students who are employable. For this 
reason, entrance tests were insti- 
tuted in 1933 for all prospective pu- 
pils to determine their chances ot 
success, and to help place the pupil in 
the department from which he will 
derive the most benefit. These tests 
are continued throughout t lie pupils’ 
stay in the Trade School so that in 
their senior year students have fairly 
definite ideas as to their capabilities. 
While this organized guidance for pu- 
pils in the Trade School is a com- 
paratively new development it is one 
which has resulted in very much im- 
proved placement of graduates. The 
placement record of the Newton Trade 
School of last year’s graduating class, 
for example, was 87 per cent placed 
in the occupation for which they were 
trained. 

Whether or not Newton is an in- 
dustrial city, and there is evidence 
to show that it is to a considerable 
extent, the fact remains that there 
are many boys in this city whose chief 
chance of productive and successful 
school experience lies in the practical 
training for the skilled trades. This 
sort of training the Newton Trade 
School aims to provide. The degree 
of success it lias in meeting these aims 
is shown by the placement of its grad- 
uates and the records of these grad- 
uates in their jobs.

Robert V. Spencer of 84 Walker st., 
Newtonville, on Monday received n 
letter from the Metropolitan District 
Commission informing him thnt the 
unsightly handball court which was 
erected Inst year near the bathing 
bench, between Newton anti Fanueil, 
will he removed to another part of 
Brighton. This eyesore wns erected 
by youths as n project of the National 
Youth Administration. It is adjacent 
to the battling bench on tlie Charles 
River. In this column on Oct. 15, 1937, 
we called attention to this structure, 
and denounced it as quite offensive oti 
the very attractive reservation which 
lias been gradually developed the past 
35 years by the Metropolitan District 
Commission along the Charles River 
between Faneuil and Newton. Mr. 
Spencer visited the office of the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission several 
times in his efforts to have the struc- 
ture removed, and quoted our article. 
He deserves credit for his activity in 
this matter, and the Commission also 
will receive praise if and when they 
cause this blot on the parkway land- 
scape to he removed. 

The open meetings held by the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen to obtain expressions of opin- 
ion from citizens on the matter of 
Newton’s increasing tax rate were not 
productive of much constructive criti- 
cism. But the attack made by James 
A. Waters on tlie alleged inordinate 
cost of Newton schools has, as would 
be expected, resulted in considerable 
comment, some favorable and more un- 
favorable to Mr. Waters’ statements. 
Although Mr. Waters and the writer 
clashed at the first meeting when he 
advocated that no new schools he built 
at present, we take no sides between 
him and those who resent his criticism 
of the Newton School Department. 

In this issue of the GRAPHIC is a 
statement defending the Newton Trade 
School which was the especial target 
of Mr. Waters. Personally, we would 
prefer to see Newton spend a reason- 
able amount of money in developing its 
Trade School instead of spending 
money on what many citizens desig- 
nate ns fads and foibles in school ac- 
tivities. Within the past few years, 
for instance, a department of Research 
and Guidance has been instituted in 
the Newton schools which has added to 
the cost of our schools. There are 
those in Newton who believe children 
here, as in most cities, can lie properly 
educated without psychological anal- 
yses. There are other citizens who 
would rather see Newton spend more 
money in teaching useful occupations 
to pupils at the Trade School, than to 
spend money to give lessons in Art 
and Handicraft to little children in the 
lower grades. Some parents, for in- 
stance, wonder how a small child can 
he expected to concentrate in studying 
reading; ’riting or ’rithmetic when 
some other young hopeful in the same 
room, or within sounding distance, is 
using a hammer or saw in creating 
some product of manual skill. These 
parents would prefer to have their chil- 
dren receive more instruction in such 


old-fashioned subjects ns spelling and 
penmanship. 

There is the trend toward preschool 
work for toddlers. Years ago folks 
thought the limit in early education 
had been reached with the institution 
of kindergartens. Now. with the 
vogue for preschool nctivity in cities 
with advanced educational systems, 
some wonder how long it will be before 
taxpayers will be asked to pay for a 
creche in each primary school so that 
modern mothers will have more time 
to pursue socinl and cultural activities. 

Although the teachers in the pre- 
school sessions in Newton are now 
paid by the WPA, if this venture will 
he continued eventually the city must 
stand the cost. It now bears the ex- 
pense of providing the school rooms, 
janitor service and other incidentals. 

Most citizens of Newton desire to 
have the schools of this city as good as 
the best, and to keep reasonable pace 
with advances in education. Rut with 
economic conditions ns they have been 
for years, and probably will he for 
years to come, in justice to the many 
hard put to pay their taxes, there 
should not be added expenses incurred 
in non-essentials and experimentation 
in our public schools. 

We don’t enthuse over the payment 
of $1850 to Clarence A. Bingham as a 
fee for a study of Newton’s welfare 
problem. An appropriation of this 
amount for this purpose was recom- 
mended to the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday by Mayor Childs. Mr. Bing- 
ham has been offering his services to 
various cities as an expert on this 
subject. He formerly served as City 
Manager in Waltham and Norwood, 
and lias been retained by other cities 
as an expert in municipal affairs. Re- 
cently the Board of Aldermen appoint- 
ed a special committee to study New- 
ton’s welfare problem. Although not 
experts, we believe the Aldermen on 
his committee have more knowledge of 
Newton than has Mr. Bingham, and 
re competent to deal with the question 
before them. 

Frankly, we are sceptical over ex- 
perts. We have seen some of them 
retained by this city in past years and 
their plans and recommendations eith- 
er were not accepted or were discarded 
after having been given a trial. 

It irks us to hnve some youth, re- 
cently out of college, and with little 
or no practical experience, tell men of 
mature years how to conduct public 
affairs. It arouses our risibilities 
when some stranger comes into New- 
ton, and after a few hours’ survey of 
the city, deigns to give information 
as to how much better affairs here can 
be conducted. Likewise, we think it 
somewhat funny when persons who 
have resided only a few years in New- 
ton. assume, or presume, leadership in 
leading Newton out or its allegedly 
archaic ways. As one who was born 
and has lived nearly all his life in 
Newton, we take pride in this city’s 
past, and in its advancement to an 
outstanding position as a progressive 
community. And this distinction which

Hard to Find a Cure 

Let’s see now — the Legislature of 
1938 is in the middle of its fourth 
month and still wrestling with a stack 
of bills in spite of the fact that a lot 
of laws have been enacted and a great 
quantity of rejected measures dropped 
overboard.

Mental dyspepsia, no 
doubt. 

Would Limit Vanity 

Although I cannot be recorded as a 
radio fan I am somewhat sympathetic 
toward tlie idea that the State should 
establish u broadcasting station. My 
vision in this direction extends even 
further and includes cities. If every 
Mayor had his radio station he could 
bellow ills lungs sore and he relieved 
of thinking up publicity stunts that 
make the front pages of the daily news- 
papers. The dignity that once Bur- 
rounded the office of Mayor lias been 
lost in many places and personal pro- 
motion schemes supplemented. The 
cage for “drunks” is tlie latest and al- 
though it seems to huve set a new 
mark doubtless some resourceful gen- 
ius will top it. My earnest hope is 
that aldermen don't become addicted 
to self-glorification. 

Keeping to Themselves 

It is possible that I may have 
stumbled upon the true meaning of tlie 
plirnue, "exclusive neighborhood." Un 
til recently I had thought such refer- 
ence to uny section an extravagant 
use of words, intended to convey an 
impression, frequently untrue, that it 
was tlie most desirable residential 
part of tlie town. Yet here’s wliut 
happened and I leave you free to de- 
cide for yourself. I asked u friend 
if he happened to know So and so, 
who resides two or three houses 
from him on the same thoroughfare. 
"O, 1 know the faintly, hut that’s 


all," came the reply. "It’s a rule 
on our street for neighbors not to 
speak to each other.” 


Can’t be Too Careful 

Many buyers of food (and I'm think- 
ing of the Newton women who do their 
own marketing), know what it means 
to pick up the strong bundle and 
arrive home with another’s meal. At 
least once in a lifetime has this hap- 
pened in the best of families. The 
latest example came to me only tills 
week and was n hit unusual inasmuch 
as the chief figure had to drive sev- 
eral miles hack and forth. It was 
late Saturday afternoon and there was 
to be a very special steak for dinner. 
You know how those things occur 
in the confusion of a shop crowded 
with buyers. Dashing home, for there 
was little time to spare, this woman 
hurried into the kitchen with orders 
to "cook this right away.” to find 
she had no meat but had gathered 
somebody’s pint of baked beans and 
two dill pickles. The exchange con- 
sumed time and travel, made our 
heroine exasperated with herself and 
everybody else and did not improve 
her appetite. 


Not an Easy Job 

Now there’s no reason to get ex- 
cited about it hut it is a fact (can 
give you the source of my informa- 
tion) that there are more public li- 
braries in Massachusetts than any 
State except New York. If I should 
add, as I privately believe, none of 
them excels that of our own city no 
doubt there would ho a protest. It 
would ho tlie voices of those who 
say, “It’s no use for me to go to the 
Newton library. I never can get the 
hook I want." I’ll admit that there 
have been times when I have been 
disappointed because I wanted to bor- 
row some particular hook and never 
thought lint what the city hud bought 
one copy for each of its 75,000 in- 
habitants. Until I began to worry 
over real estate taxes I failed to ap- 
preciate that the free library is a 
municipal enterprise conducted for the 
benefit of the taxpayers with their 
own money. Tlie problem of those 
in charge is to make tlie money go 
as far as it will and further if legi- 
timate scheming will send it. Not 
un easy task as anyone on tlie side- 
lines can see if he only pauses to 
think. When I hear thut old com- 
plaint, "The hook I want Is never 
In,” I feel like suggesting, "You take 
over the job of runnng tlie lihrury 
uml see where you finish."

Second Church to 
Build Addition 

Is Planning Fair in June to 
Complete Financing of 
$75,000 Wing 

Twenty-five years after the construc- 
tion of its present home in West. New- 
ton. the Second Church in .Wwton has 
embarked on a campaign to raise $75.- 
000 to finance a large addition to its 
present educational building. Mem- 
bers of the parish have subscribed 
the major portion of the funds re- 
quired, but a balance remains, and 
to raise this a carnival and fair will 
be held on the church grounds, under 
the general chairmanship of Mrs. 
Charles E. Benson, on June 2, 3 and 4. 

The Second Church has now be- 
come one of the largest Congrega- 
tional churches in New England. Due 
to it- rapid growth, especially' dur- 
ing the past ten years when the mem- 
bership increased from 900 to almost 
1600. its present facilities have proved 
inadequate. In particular this is true 
of the educational building, which Is 
now overcrowded by a Church School 
having an active enrollment of 500 
pupils and a teaching staff of 75. 

To remedy the present lack of space, 
an addition has been projected along 
the lines of a wing on the Parish 
House originally contemplated when 
the church was built 25 years ago. 
In this wing will be a young people’s 
parlor, a primary assembly room, nurs- 
ery school room, library, two offices, 
kitchen and 15 class rooms. Adequate 
space will be provided in which to 
conduct a two to three-hour Sunday 
morning program, as well as for the 
daily nursery school and the many 
church and community activities car- 
ried on during the week. 

Just a year ago plans for the new 
addition were first discussed. A com- 
mittee on building was organized un- 
der the chairmanship of Franklin S. 
Hoyt and a committee on finance un- 
der chairmanship of Carl E. Pick- 
hardt. Early this year the church 
voted to proceed with the building 
of the addition and over the past 
month the membership has raised the 
greater part of the necessary funds. 
Over 30 committees are now actively 
preparing for the June carnival and 
fair which is counted upon to com- 
plete the financing.

that Mr. Waters makes which is en- 
tirely misleading. He compares the 
cost of educating a boy at the New- 
ton Trade School with the cost of 
tuition at Boston College and seems 
to think there is something wrong be- 
cause the former figure is higher. It 
would have been much fairer to com- 
pare the Trade School with the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 
Surely it must be obvious that shops 
are of necessity more expensive to 
operate than the classrooms of an 
academic institution such as Boston 
College. Moreover, in what reputable 
college does the cost of tuition give 
any accurate indication of the cost 
or educating the pupil? I do not know 
what the figures are for B. C. but at 
M. i. T. the cost per pupil is over 
twice the tuition, high as the latter 
Is. (The difference, of course, is made 
up out of income from endowment.) 

About all that can be said of Mr. 
Waters’ comments on the Community 
Foium is that some people find it ex- 
tremely hard to listen to any speaker 
with ideas different from their own. 
If Mr. Waters does not care for 
Messrs. Holmes and Hayes he could, 
however, easily have gone to other 
addresses in the series more to his 
liking. He evidently is not in sympa- 
thy with the idea behind adult edu- 
cation and feels that the development 
of a more intelligent electorate in 
this country is not a matter of any 
particular moment. 

The completely irresponsible nature 
of Mr. Waters’ criticism is. however, 
best shown by his next-to-last para- 
graph where he states that “it is gen- 
erally believed that educators are, in 
the main, theorists, and this is neces- 
sarily so because very few of them 
have bad practical business experi- 
ence” and uses this as a premise for 
a criticism of the present Superin- 
tendent of Schools and Secretary of 
the School Committee. Have you 
then, Mr. Waters, had a great deal 
of business experience? If so, do 
you feel thut it qualities you for run- 
ning a school system? Is there, to 
your way of thinking, no place for a 
philosophy of education back of a 
school system? ... It is ull too ridi- 
culous! 


The present superintendent of 
schools, Mr. Warren, certainly needs 
no encomium from me — Mr. Waters ap- 
parently never has talked with him — - 
but he hardly would be asked to lec- 
ture and give summer courses at Har- 
vard University if he did not know 
his job. As a matter of fact he has 
a national reputation as one of the 
leading school administrators in this 
country. Newton is extremely fortu- 
nate to have him. One gets in public 
schools about what one does elsewhere 
in life: just what is paid for — if one 
is lucky. Mr. Waters opens his dis- 
cussion with a praiseworthy acknowl- 
edgment that the Newton School sys- 
tem is run honestly and then at the 
close implies rather inconsistently and 
without a shred of real evidence that 
they are run inefficiently and incom- 
petently. This is manifestly unfair 
both to the individuals concerned and 
to the townspeople. 

All of this is so elementary — not to 
say obvious— that I never would have 
bothered to write this letter, Mr. Edi- 
tor. were It not for the fact that I am 
frequently amazed, in talking with 
friends and neighbors, to see how lit- 
tle otherwise intelligent persons know 
about school systems in general and 
our Newton system in particular. This 
is especially true of people without 
children and also particularly true of 
business men! It is with such citi- 
zens that a statement such as that of 
Mr. Waters can do much harm and 
he performed no public service in mak- 
ing it. 

Given proper and deserved public 
support it is my belief that the pres- 
ent school administrative staff can, 
over n period of years, develop in New- 
ton one of the finest public school sys- 
tems in this country. Is there any 
good reason why we should be content 
with anything less?

clerks being engaged in arranging 
goods. The firm does not propose 
to give away violets to its custom- 
ers. but they will sell everything in 
their line at such low figures that 
the ladies will have money left to 
buy violets or any kind of fiowers 
they prefer. 


Protect Your Dog 
Against Rabies 


During 1937 the treatment of hu- 
man beings bitten by rabid dogs cost 
the City of Newton over Eight Hun- 
dred Dollars. This paid for the treat- 
ment of 19 persons either bitten or 
exposed to rabid animals. Aside from 
the money expended from tax funds 
there is the inconvenience to the pa- 
tients who had to receive fourteen in- 
jections of the Pasteur treatment. 

The only scientific way known to 
control animal rabies is by immuni- 
zation. The inoculations used by Dr. 
Boutelle at the present time have 
proved to be most effective. The num- 
ber of rabid animals has been cut 
down from 22 prior to the holding 
of immunization clinics to roughly 
three rabid animals in Newton since 
the establishment of the clinics. In 
1937. 4.072 dogs were licensed but 
only about 1,800 were given the rabies 
inoculation. Dog owners should re- 
alize that the protection afforded by 
this inoculation probably does not 
last longer than a year and in order 
to adequately protect themselves and 
their dogs, every licensed dog in the 
city should be inoculated every year. 

It is not uncommon for rabies to 
occur in animals who have been in- 
oculated two or three or more years 
prior to the onset of their infection. 

Newton uses the best type of rabies 
vaccine available and dog owners 
should have no fears of untoward re- 
actions in their pets. The (minimi*, 
cation by Dr Boutelle is without 
charge to dog owners and is a serv- 
ice to which all persons taking out 
dog licenses are entitled Dr (.’hope, 
the City Health Officer, and Dr. Bou- 
telle. City Veterinarian, urge all dog 
owners in Newton to avail themselves 
of this service.

she has had. Flying has become very 
popular and a great aid to business 
people, she stated, as well as to the 
individual, especially in case of sick- 
ness or trouble. Each plane carries 
three radios and keeps In constant 
communication with the ground. A 
girl who aspires to became an air 
hostess must first be a registered 
nurse, and she must be between the 
ages of twenty-one and twenty-six. She 
cannot weigh over one hundred and 
tw’enty-four pounds. They train in 
Chicago for about six weeks. It takes 
about one hour to fly from Boston to 
Newark. New Jersey, and about seven- 
teen and one-half hours to fly from 
Newark to Los Angeles, were a few 
of her bits of Information. 

Mrs. E. J. Waterhouse, teacher of 
Speech Correction at the Perkins In- 
stitute for the Blind, with her Seeing- 
eye Dog "Peppy.” gave a most inter- 
esting talk on how dogs happened to be 
trained to help the blind people. The 
venture started in Germany to help the 
blind soldiers at the time of the World 
War, and later on a training school 
was started in Morristown. New Jer- 
sey. It takes about three months for 
the average dog to be trained, and when 
a student wishes one of these dogs he 
goes down to Morristown and stays 
about four to six weeks with the dog 
and trairn r and then Is able to go 
anywhere with his dog with absolute 
safety. Dogs are trained to very strict 
obedience, and kindness toward them 
is a very essential point. When the 
master does not need bis dog. the dog 
plays and romps as any other dog 
would do. she explained.

Aldermen Cut $70,000 From Budget 

Recommendations Made By Mayor 


(Continued from page 1) 
mileage basis. 9th. We purposely omit 
comment on the Welfare Department 
as a committee of the Board hns been 
appointed to study this large and costly 
subject. 10th. We do not make com- 
ments on departmental purchases and 
allied economy nnd efficiency coordina- 
tion as this is a subject within the 
scope of studies being made by the 
Legislation Committee. When the bud- 
get is accepted by the Board, the in- 
terests of the tax payers then rest with 
the department heads. We have con- 
fidence they will ndminister the funds 
carefully und wisely.

The actual difference between the 
Mayor’s figures and those of the Fi- 
nance Committee is $104,407.19. But 
as the Aldermen at a recent meeting 
appropriated $38,000 which the May- 
or had included in his budget esti- 
mates. this reduced the difference 
by that amount. This item was for 
Newton’s share in the expense of main- 
taining the Middlesex County T. B. 
Hospital at Waltham, and it had to 
be paid before April 1, 

Commenting on the Police Depart- 
ment, Alderman McKay said — 

“In a supplementary letter the may- 
or approved the police department’s 
recommendation of a salary increase 
of $290 for the auto mechanic. In ac- 
cordance with our policy of not recom- 
mending most of the increases this 
year we are leaving the amount as 
formerly — $1500. But we do believe 
that auto-mechanic Beckert is deserv- 
ing of an increase when conditions so 
warrant. He is well qualified to con- 
duct the garage nnd repair work. He 
reportedly does all the maintenance, 
repair and service work. Let me now 
refer back to the sergeant-mechanic. 
We see no reason for expending $2450 
annually for one who apparently can 
seldom he found at the garage and 
who is generally believed to do little 
if any of the manual labor. We re- 
gret that there Is no alternative but 
to include the sergeant-mechanic’s sal- 
ary, since to do otherwise successfully 
we must have the cooperation of the 
mayor, who is the removing official. 

“The 1937 expenditures as shown 
do not include a deficit bill. The ap- 
propriation was overdrawn about $250. 
Inexcusably so as beginning November 
3rd when available balance could easily 
have been determined, the sergeant-me- 
chanic changed from regular to Ethyl 
gasoline. In the 1938 request is an 
item of $800 for this extra expense. We 
do not approve it. If necessary, we 
shall give -detailed reasons, but it 
seems unlikely there is a demand fi ,m 
tlie drivers of the patrol cars for Ethyl 
exclusively. 

« 

Referring to the Building Depart- 
ment Budget, Alderman McKay said — 

“Last year one plumbing and two 
building inspectors who had been tem- 
porary were put on full time, making 
in all six full time inspectors. For 
some time past new building permits 
have been averaging about half the 
number of peak years when only six 
inspectors were employed. There has 
been much public criticism of this. We 
feel obliged to recommend an appropri- 
ation which until July 1st will pro- 
vide full time for six and thereafter 
for any four whom the building com- 
missioner elects to retain. 

“We have not indicated by our fig- 
ure which two will be affected. The 
sum is ample to retain the highest 
paid or any combination of highest 
and lowest. We did not act hastily. 
This was deliberated at great length 
and with serious thought. The main 
argument for retaining all inspectors 
was that the full force is needed f 9 r 
the pre-examination of houses, the own- 
ers of which may subsequently put in 
claims for damages due to blasting. 
We recommend that the practice of 
using the building department for in- 
spection of property before blasting 
he discontinued except when specially 
requested by the city solicitor. 

“In an endeavor to he fair we com- 
promised on our first decision of May 
1st and extended the full time to July 
1st. 

“It is well known that it is very 
easy to add personnel to city depart- 
ments in prosperous and busy times, 
and that there is great reluctance to 
curtail proportionately in duller 
times.’’ 

In conclusion Alderman McKay 
said — 

“The budget as recommended by 
the committee has now been infor- 
mally accepted by the board. I sug- 
gest that the formal and enacting 
roll-call vote be postponed until the 
next meeting on Monday, the eigh- 
teenth. 

“My reason for this is that we have 
made numerous suggestions which his 
Honor the Mayor will wish to study, 
and we sincerely hope will wlHh to dis- 


cuss with the committee. As chairman 
I shnll seek an appointment within a 
few days. The executive nnd the leg- 
islative branches of government are 
proper balances nnd checks. But there 
is no reason why friendly exchange of 
views ennnot he hold. There is no 
reason why differences of opinion can- 
not be hold in t ho grentest respect — 
each for the other. We want to assure 
tlie public that is our attitude, and we 
are confident it is the mayor’s. There- 
fore, we hope the press and the public 
will not attempt to speak for the may- 
or or for us, but will realize we are 
working together for only one cause — 
Newton’s best interests. 

“We have until May 1st to act on 
the budget nnd any further recommen- 
dations from the mayor. The asses- 
sors ennnot establish the tax-rate until 
we complete our work on or before 
May 1st. 

“If the board is ready to vote on 
the acceptance of our statement of 
general views we shall be happy to 
have your expression.”

is Newton’s did not just happen. It Is 
the result of intelligent, unselfish co- 
operation by several generations of 
former and present residents of this 
city. 


The innovation started last week 
by the Newton Health Department in 
mailing 4500 copies of a bulletin to 
a selected list of Newton residents is 
being financed at present by the Rock- 
efeller Foundation, but if the bulletin 
becomes a permanent activity of the 
Department, eventually the city will 
have to stand its cost. In nddition to 
the 4500 sent out by mall, about 600 
copies are distributed fo school teach- 
ers. and 500 are printed for distribu- 
tion at the office of the Health De- 
partment. The cost of the five issues 
of the bulletin which will be distribu- 
ted during the coming year will be 
about $600. Probably the most inter- 
esting feature of the bulletin is the ta- 
ble showing the ratings of milk sold In 
Newton by the 55 dealers listed. This 
rating differs radically from that is- 
sued by the Waltham Board of Health. 
It is based on the bacteria count made 
from samples taken during 1937. The 
Waltham table is based on the quan- 
tity of butter fat and solids found in 
the samples of milk. 

Boys Burned By 

Alcohol Fumes 

Three boys, pupils at the vocational 
school conducted in the Hamilton 
School building at Lower Falls were 
burned last Thursday afternoon when 
denatured alcohol fumes exploded. 
George Hackett, 15, of Washington 
st.. West Newton received a severe 
burn on his right leg. George Mul- 
lens, 16, of Waltham st.. West New- 
ton received a burn on his left ankle. 
They were taken to the Newton Hos- 
pital by teachers at the school. Young 
Hackett had been told to remove 
some paint from the end of a screw- 
driver by sandpapering it off. In- 
stead. he heated the end of the tool 
and plunged it into a can which con- 
tained some denatured alcohol, caus- 
ing the fumes to explode. Warren 
Switzer, a teacher at the school, re- 
moved Hackett’s burning trousers and 
wrapped the hoy in a blanket.

Recently the Newton Health Depart- 
ment inaugurated a new activity — 
the publication of a bulletin which 
was mailed to 4500 homes in this city. 
In th<* first number of the bulletin, 
published a few weeks ago. is a table 
which gives ratings of milk sold in 
Newton by the many dealers who 
supply this city. These ratings are 
based on bacteria counts rather than 
on butter fat or solids contents. The 
following letter from John C. Madden, 
chairman of the Newton Board of 
Health, refers to th" method of com- 
parison used in the bulletin issued by 
the Health Department. Mr. Madden 
has bad practical exp"rience in the 
producing of milk. For many years he 
has kept a cow at his estate in New- 
ton. His letter follows: 

‘‘Why not publish the bacterial count 
and butter fat content of milk sold 
in Newton instead of rating by ex- 
pression of opinion? Why is milk pro- 
duced in Newton rated as fair while 
store milk coming from other states is 
rated as good? How can pasteurized 
milk have a high bacterial count?’’ 

“The publication of the bacterial 
count and the butter fat and solids 
may not be correctly interpreted by 
the consumer and may be unfair to the 
producer. A consumer may obtain that 
information at the Board of Health 
Laboratory. A high bacterial count 
does not indicate that the milk is bad, 
otherwise the license would be re- 
voked. Lactic acid bacteria are na- 
ture’s laxative in milk though de- 
stroyed by pasteurization, a fact 
sometimes overlooked in milk diets. 
The state Board tolerates 4".'>00. Milk 
from the average family cow which 
was considered the ideal source of sup- 
ply twenty years ago contained 4'>.000 
to 60.000. The bacteria found in tests 
of city water are harmless. While 
milk with a high bacterial count may 
iaiot be inherently dangerous, it may be 
a potential source of danger, (f it 
j should contain germs of typhoid fever, 
•or some other contagious disease an 
epidemic of that disease may result. A 
common cause of a high count is keep- 
ing milk at a temperature above fifty 
degrees. The number of bacteria will 
double in one hour and the richer the 
milk the more bacteria. That is the 
reason why some local producer and 
distributor receives a rating of fair — 
he fails to take the precautions to con- 
trol the bacteria after pasteurization 
which the importer of milk must take. 
The latter may obtain his supply in 
car load lots from fanners in Maine. 
Canada or Northern New York, some 
of whom may have no incentive to pro- 
duce clean milk, or facilities for cool- 
ing it. A high count may be developed 
before it reaches the receiving station 
where the filtering and clarifying 
processes remove every particle of 
insoluble dirt or foreign matter. The 
pasteurizer destroys the harmful germs 
and the refrigerating or cooling proc- 
ess reduces the temperature to near 
freezing where it remains until time | 
Tor delivery. A test of that milk may 
show only 3000 bacteria. The fact 
that local milk is fresh and pasteurized 
does not count in the laboratory tests, i 
if the latter precaution is not taken. It | 
must be remembered also that the lo- 
cal Board is preeminent among health j 
boards for its inspection of the source , 
of supply and with that background it I 
is qualified to make the ratings of ! 
good or fair on a sounder basis than ! 
can be made from a casual reading of 
abstract bacterial counts.

Aldermen Refuse 
Use of Tax Titles 
To Borrow Money 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night the 1938 
budget was passed with but two mi- 
nor changes from the figures submit- 
ted by the Finance Committee at the 
meeting a week previous. The sum 
of $43.55 was added to the Fire Depart- 
ment budget to allow for a step-rate 
increase for one fireman, and $100 
was added to the Police Department 
budget to care for the salary of the 
matron. Formerly she received $100 
from the Newton court, but this year 
the court would not pay this sum, 
so the city had to add it to the salary 
formerly paid by the police department. 
The Board, however, refused to ap- 
prove the recommendation of Mayor 
Childs that the City treasurer be au- 
thorized to borrow $200,000 with tax 
titles held by the city as security. Al- 
derman McKay, as chairman of the 
Finance Committee, stated the Board 
took this action because the Mayor 
refused to accept the proposal of the 
Finance Committee that the budget 
be balanced by providing sufficient 
funds to care for the Welfare Depart- 
ment requirements for the ensuing 
year and by recommending a surplus 
fund of $75,000. The borrowing of 
?200.0tf0 against the tax titles would 
have reduced the coming tax rate by 
about 60 cents. 

Alderman Temperley was the only 
member of the Board to vote in fa- 
vor of borrowing the $200,000. He 
said this method had been used for 
several years, and he asserted that it 
is not fair to the taxpayers to add onto 
this year's tax rate the $228,000 3pent 
over the budget the past year in addi- 
tion to refusing the advantage which 
would accrue if the $200,000 were bor- 
rowed with the tax titles as security. 
He said the practice of borrowing 
against the tax titles was started by 
Mayor Childs’ predecessors, and it Is 
not fair to the Mayor to give him 
this consideration Alderman McCabe 
complimented Chairman McKay of the 
Finance Committee for the excellent 
work he had done on the budget. The 
budget as passed totalled $4,997,973.66. 
plus $2S3.445 for the Water Depart- 
ment expenses: the latter to come 
from water revenue. 

Appropriations passed by the Board 
included $11,000 to provide two-way 
radio communication for the police 
department: $125 to settle a claim 
made by Catherine Matthews for an 
injury caused by a fall on Cherry 
st.: $2700 for materials for the WPA 
sewing project: $120 for the salarv 
of a temporary investigator for the 
Welfare Department: $2400 for a sew- 
er :n Janet rd.. Newton Centre and 
$1370 for an extension of this sewer: 
$1750 for grading work at the water 
reservation: $5000 for eliminating 
dead-end water mains: $130 for ex- 
tension of a water main in Cochituate 
rd.. Ward 5. The trustees of the Cou- 
sens Fund were authorized to make 
loans of $4000. $3800 and $4300 on real 
estate. 

The petition of the Sutcliffe Com- 
pany for a permit to install a gasoline 
tank and pump at 275 Needham st. 

as granted. The petition of Albert 
Temperley for a permit to change a 
one family house at 3S Paul st. to a 
two family house was again refused. 
The petition of residents of an apart- 
ment house at Chestnut Hill that they 
be permitted to park their automobiles 
all night without lights on Manet rd., 
was refused The Street Traffic Com- 
mittee md the Claims & Rules Com- 
mittee both agreed that it is against 
public interest to allow the streets to 
be used as garages. The Claims jc 
R ules Committee reported against the 
recommendations iu the Mayor’s In- 
augural address that a 15 foot setback 
be established when a residential 
zone is changed to a business zone. 
Alderman Rawson argued that such a

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Blakemore Contends That Aldermen 
Should Have Control of School Costs 
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That Educators Are Theorists 
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THE PAY-AS-YOU-GO 

There is evidently some difference of opinion as to what 
constitutes a pay-as-you-go policy. The Mayor and the Aider- 
men have expressed themselves in favor of such a course and 
yet there is a difference of opinion as to the advisability of bor- 
rowing against tax titles in order to meet anticipated expenses 
and to establish a reserve against unforseen contingencies. Dur- 
ing recent years we have witnessed the taking over by banks, 
municipalities and even by the Federal government of real 
estate because of the failure of the owner to pay interest, 
mortgages or taxes. The borrowing by cities against tax 
titles is a practice which has been quite generally adopted 
in these difficult years, yet it constitutes an uncertain method 
of financing. It is true that the legislature has wisely set a 
limit on the amount of such borrowing. Even with this lim- 
itation, however, it is a practice which should only be resorted 
to as a final curb against a drastic rise in the anticipated tax 
rate. Public consciousness of the financial situation of any 
city demands that the tax levy placed upon the taxpayers be 
an honest one, in brief, one that provides for adequate pro- 
vision for the cost of government. 


A PARTY MAN ALL THE TIME 

The resignation of Charles E. Hatfield as chairman of the 
Republican City Committee was accepted this week. Mr. Hat- 
field has served, not only the city, but the county and state, 
for many years. His political wisdom was exceeded by few 
persons. Health and advancing years have made it impossible 
for him to give the strength and energy which he devotedly 
and wholeheartedly gave to the Republican party for so long. 
The committee has sincerely and genuinely recognized his 
value by making him its honorary chairman and adopting res- 
olutions expressing gratification for his services. Charlie Hat- 
field was a party man, from the drop of the hat to the end. He 
has forgotten more politics than most politically minded per- 
sons will ever know, and even today he retains equally as much. 


FIFTY YEARS OF SERVICE 

Another valiant servant in Newton will receive recognition 
for his efforts next week when Charles R. Sladen, organist, 
is tendered a reception by parishioners of the Grace Episcopal 
Church.

To the Editor: 

Mr. Waters has performed a distinct 
public service in calling the attention 
of the citizens to the increasing school 
costs and I would go a step further 
and suggest that the fundamental dif- 
ficulty with the situation is that the 
Board of Aldermen has lost control of 
the School Budget. This has been 
brought about by the School Teachers’ 
Lobby during the last twenty five 
years and has given rise to this Im- 
possible situation that the Aldermen 
who are the duly constituted appro- 
priating body in the municipality, 
have lost control of the largest single 
item in those appropriations. 

When I was a member of the Board 
we considered it the duty of the Board 
to consider and co-ordinate the needs 
of all Departments including the 
School Department and to allot to 
each Department what we fairly could, 
having regard to the needs of all 
other Departments. It is necessary in 
any business to have one body do 
this work as I do not need to point 
out that It would be ridiculous to at 
tempt to run any business and hav, 
one Department in the business auth 
orized to spend money without any 
control or regard to the funds avail 
able. 

The Aldermen have now lost their 
heritage and have to shrug their 
shoulders and say that the School 
Budget is none of their business 
which leaves them in an impossible 
situation as they are held respons- 
ible for the tax rate. I believe the 
Newton Board of Aldermen might well 
now initiate a campaign to put the 
School Budget back in the control of 
the City government where it be 
longs. The Newton Board of Aldermen 
in the past has shown capacity for 
leadership in good government and 
might conceivably do so again. 

When I was a member of the Board 
we were confronted by one of the 
Chamber of Commerce greater Boston 
schemes, and the Newton city gov- 
ernment. under the very able leader- 
ship of Mayor Hatfield and Franklin 
T. Miller of Auburndale, finally suc- 
ceeded in defeating the Chamber of 
Commerce. They organized the City 
governments of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict in almost unanimous opposition 
and my report to the Board on the 
economies and other advantages of 
local self-government was made the 
textbook of the campaign. 

So the present Board has the op- 
portunity, if it has the energy and 
ability of the Aldermen of twentv-flve 
years ago, to organize the City gov- 
ernments of the distressed cities of 
Massachusetts like Boston, Lowell. 
Lawrence, Woburn, Fall River, New 
Bedford, etc., in a demand that they 
be given the necessary control t f 
school expenditures and in that cam 
paign they would have only the op- 
position of the School Teachers’ Lobby 
Mayor Tobin said recently that bis 
Bili to give the City of Boston control 
of the School Budget was defeated by 
intensive lobbying on every member 
of the Legislature throughout the 
State. Such a campaign in the inter- 
est of good, economical government 
should receive the united support of 
the taxpayers and voters throughout 
the Commonwealth, apd I do not 
believe the School Teachers’ Lobby 
could stop it if it was properly 
handled. 

Here is a constructive thought and 
a valuable task for the Board of 
Aldermen to undertake with the help, 
possibly of the Taxpayers’ Associations.

The taxpayers of Newton shoul 1 he 
grateful to James A. Waters for his 
careful study of statistics dealing with 
the expense of running our public 
schools. This study was presented In 
an address before the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Newton Board of Alder- 
man and published in THE NEWTON 
GRAPHIC under date of April 8. He 
makes it quite clear that it does cost 
money to run our schools but it h: ill 
is an open question whether a marked 
saving can he effected without ser 
iouslv impairing the excellent service 
which we have been led to expect in 
our city. 

Mr. Water’s patience and skill in 
handling his facts stand out in 
startling contrast to his brilliant 
flight of imagination in which he ven- 
tures to definitely fix some of the 
responsibility for the advance in the 
cost of running the schools. Here 
he forsakes his sound body of facts 
and resorts to theory and apparent 
:mt agon ism toward educators. He 
suggests that our superintendents of 
schools have taken over authority 
lodged in the school committee, a body 
of seven members, mostly business 
men. These men do not have the 
time to “supervise the expenditure 
of every dollar appropriated for 
school purposes” so they naturally 
shift their responsibility over to Ihe 
superintendent of schools and the 
secretary of the School Committee. 
For this usurpation of power flu* 
superintendent is held largely re- 
sponsible. Mr. Waters generously 
pays his compliments to educators 
and practically tars them with the 
same brush. “It is generally believed.’’ 
he says, "that educators are in the 
main theorists, and thiH is necessarily 
so because so few of them have had 
business experience. It is characteristic 
of them to put their theories Into effect 
with little consideration of the 
cost." This inference seems so satis 
fying to our statistician that without 
punning to take his breath he makes 
another leup into the flying trapeze 
and carries his prejudice over to na- 
tional affairs. “We have had experi- 
ence with them ns ‘Brain Trusters’ in 
Washington,” he says, “and I am 
wondering if we are not having our 
experience with them here." Appar- 
ently educators are definitely re- I 
sponsible for a significant increase in 1 


both our local and national expendi- 
tures and for some of the follies of 
the new deal. 

Mr. James A. Water’s clever al- 
lusions (or Illusions?) to the teach- 
ing profession are genuinely inspira- 
tional. As the high school boy or girl 
would say: “I get a great kick out of 
It.’’ Everybody knows that teachers 
have been denied by custom and pub- 
lic opinion from participation in prac- 
tical politics. It is thrilling to think 
of how representatives from this an- 
cient and ultra-conservative profes- 
sion have deftly and cleverly by 
peaceful penetration slipped some- 
thing over on our Newton School Com- 
mittee. They have even made them- 
selves felt in the councils of the 
nation. Of course, they have made 
mistakes but they have demonstrated 
that they can learn. 

But just why should Mr. Waters 
deify the business man and set him 
up on a high pedestal? Does he never 
make mistakes? Who was largely re- 
sponsible for the depression which be- 
gan under Hoover? Even with nil 
elastic imagination it would be im- 
possible to stretch it so far as to 
make educators responsible for it. It 
had many roots, but who were direct- 
ing the great political and economic 
forces of the nation at that time? 
Was it not business men? Some of 
them were able, conscientious and fai- 
seeing and some were not. If Mr. 
Wafers wishes to orate c^i the 
grandeur of business men as judged 
by results and relies on facts he will 
find the job hard sledding in places. 
Perhaps they too have something to 
learn. 

By the way, here Is a suggestion for 
the statistician. Keep to the facts. 
Rule out prejudice. In stirring up the 
statistics add generously the Ingredi- 
ents of caution and justice. The 
“new deal” may be questionable but 
the “square deal” is a philosophy 
which has paid rich revenues through- 
out the ages. Educators are entitled 
to this treatment. Admitted, this Is 
theory — yes, of course, I am a teacher.

ATTITUDE 

April 20, 1938. 

To the Editor: 

I presume that I, having opened the 
discussion concerning public school 
costs, will be granted the usual privi- 
lege of making the closing argument. 
This I shall attempt to do in the is- 
sue of the NEWTON GRAPHIC to 
appear on April 29. 

Meanwhile, permit me to congratu- 
late you upon the fair and impartial 
attitude which the editors of the GRA- 
PHIC have maintained. In devoting 
so much valuable space in your paper 
to the opinions of those who have any 
statements of value to offer, you not 
only perform a distinct public serv- 
ice but show that you are keenly 
aware of the fact that by far the 
greatest responsibility of any govern- 
ment is the education of youth. 

Most of our school teachers realize 
this responsibility and are discharg- 
ing it in a manner eminently satisfac- 
tory. I have the highest respect for 
the teaching profession — the most Im- 
portant of all professions — and I am 
confident that we can safely leave to 
the teachers the Instruction of children 
under curricula established by compe- 
tent authority. But it is my firm con- 
viction that the expenditure of the 
taxpayer’s money should be in the 
hands of practical business men and 
that they should comprise the majority 
of any School Committee. 

In my forthcoming statement. I 
will not, nor should I be expected to 
reply to any intellectually dishonest 
Individuals, who finding themselves 
unable to deny, successfully, the ac- 
curacy of any statistics presented by 
me. seek to discredit them by publish- 
ing figures which tell a part, only, of 
the truth. 

It will be a privilege, however, to 
reply to the very able presentation of 
the teachers’ point of view contribu- 
ted by Mr. James B. Hobbs in the 
NEWTON GRAPHIC of April 13. as 
well as to the calm and straightfor- 
ward statement of Mr. James Forbes, 
Director of the Trade School. I can 
assure them that there will be no 
intentional malice in anything I may 
say. for it would be unfortunate, in- 
deed. should this important discussion 
engender ill-will among people who 
entertain honest convictions differing 
from those of others and have the 
courage to honestly express them.

Newton Republican, April 22, 1876 

The committee of the Newton Hor- 
ticultural Society has an important 
announcement this week. The cus- 
tom of planting trees by the roadside 
has received a new impetus this year 
through the earnest efforts of B. G. 
Northrup of Connecticut, formerly of 
Newton, who urges the plan as one 
way of commemorating the Centennial 
Year. A great many in this State 
have adopted his suggestion and are 
planting trees along the roadsides. 


The Newton Horticultural Society 
offers the following prizes for the 
planting of shade trees by the road- 
side during this year: 1st — a prize 
of $20 for the largest number and 
best quality of trees: 2nd — A prize of 
$15 for a number not less than 15 
trees, and of the best quality; 3rd — 
Two prizes of $10 for a number of 
trees not less than 10, and of best 
quality; 4th — Two prizes of $7.50 
each for a number of trees not less 
than 7; 5th— Five prizes of $5 each 
or a number of trees not less than 5. 

The trees must be in good growing 
condition by August 15, at which time 
the committee will award the prizes. 
While the variety, size and distance 
apart are left discretionary to con- 
testants, the committee would suggest 
that elms be set on the sides of wide 
streets where the soil is damp; that 
maples be set on streets of moderate 
width where the soil is dry; and that 
ash or horse chestnut trees be placed 
on the sides of streets which have 
the most soil. The committee sug- 
gests that trees be set on the street 
line between sidewalk and gutter, or 
if the street is narrow on the land of 
the abuttor. Elms should be planted 
at least 40 feet apart, the other tiees 
30 feet.

A dispatch just received from New- 
ton Center states that a force of 
Italians who were at work at the 
construction of the Boston water 
works aqueduct in Needham came to 
Newton and interfered with the men 
working here, demanding that they, 
too, should go on strike.

Private 
families numbering less than 12 may 
commute the above for $25. Boarding 
house, double the above rates; hotels, 
each bed for boarders, $3. Rate by 
meter, each 100 gallons 2Vfc cents.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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There are wars and Indications of 
more wnrs, and the depression (aliaB 
recession) continues in this country. 
But nil is not gloomy. Spring is here 
with its verdant beauty, the forsythia 
nnd magnolias have been in bloom, 
the trees nre budding, and the new 
styles in headgear the women are 
wearing mnke even discouraged folks 
smile. 


Now that the motorcycle policemen 
are freed from performing lengthy 
periods of traffic duty at the intersec- 
tion of Walnut st. and Newtonville 
ave., they will have more time to 
patrol the dangerous stretches along 
Washington st., between West Newton 
and Newton Corner and along Water- 
town st., between West Newton and 
Nonantum. 


The contention of President Roose- 
velt in his recent speech that public 
employees who have been exempted 
from paying Federal or State income 
taxes should pay such taxes, only 
agrees with what millions of persons 
have been asserting for years. The 
practice of exempting persons holding 
public jobs from paying such taxes 
started many years ago, and the rear 
son given was — that public employees 
had limited salaries, and did not 
have the same opportunities to obtain 
large incomes as had persons in busi- 
ness or private employment. The 
economic upheaval of the past 10 
years, and the resultant depression 
has eliminated this argument. Mil- 
lions of persons who formerly had 
good positions in private employment 
have been out of work and on wel- 
fare. or have been struggling along on 
meagre incomes. A large percentage 
of small business men and women are 
in desperate financial plight. Persons 
having steady employment in public 
positions, and receiving good wages 
or salaries have been for some years 
very fortunate, and with the decided 
change in economic conditions can- 
not expect to be permanently a fav- 
ored class as regards tax exemption. 
And the same reasoning applies to 
tax exempt securities.

It is about time that some action be 
taken to stop the practice which has 
become frequent in late years of at- 
tempting to defeat the law regarding 
the execution of those who commit 
murder in the first degree. In the cases 
of such cold-blooded murderers 
as "Red” Snyder, the Millens. the Di- 
stasios, and now Simpson, of whose 
guilt there was not the slightest 
doubt, appeals were taken to the 
State Supreme Court and the U. S. 
Supreme Court on flimsy technicali- 
ties. The highest judicial body of the 
nation properly turned down the ap- 
peals, but the end of justice was de- 
layed nnd the time of our Governors, 
executive councils and justices of 
high courts unnecessarily taken. 
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We have been nsked to comment on 
the alleged violation of the law per- 
taining to the sale of merchandise on 
Sundny by n storekeeper in Newton. 
This man conducts a store on Centro 
Ht. and formerly had a common victual- 
ler’s license, but the license was not 
ranted to him this year. Notwithstand- 
ing, he has kept his store open on 
Sundays. He has been dispensing food 
and has also sold groceries. Recently 
a Newton policeman purchased a cup 
of coffee and doughnuts at the store, 
and nlso bought a can of penches on a 
Sunday. A complaint was asked for 
from the Clerk of Court, but to date 
none has been Issued. The comment 
has been made that drug stores and 
other stores In this city have been 
violating the common victualler law, 
and Chapter 136 of the State laws 
by selling groceries and other merchan- 
dise on Sundays. Obviously, the en- 
forcement of the law pertaining to 
common victuallers nnd engaging in 
business on Sundays is being less and 
less enforced in this city. The enforce- 
ment of these laws in the past has 
contributed to a large degree in mak- 
ing Newton more desirable as a resi- 
dential community than other places 
in Grenter Boston. 

When the writer was a member of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen, we 
lend a successful fight on two occa- 
sions against the granting of a com- 
mon victualler’s license to Liggett 
Drug Stores, although much influence 
was used in the effort to obtain the 
license. The Board of Aldermen took 
the view that a drug store and a lunch 
room should not be jointly operated be- 
cause the handling of food would jeop- 
ardize the correct compounding of pre- 
scriptions, and the handling of drugs 
might poison the food. The establish- 
ment of a License Commission in New- 
ton took away the power of granting 
common victualler licenses from the 
Aldermen, and although the Commis- 
sion has granted no common victualler 
licenses to drug stores, the practice of 
such stores operating as lunch rooms 
has become common in the city the 
past several years, and they have been 
permitted to openly violate the law. 
Most of the drug stores only serve pre- 
pared sandwiches and cakes, with cof- 
fee, cocoa or milk, and there has not 
been much criticism against this, even 
though it is illegal. But some of the 
drug stores, including one at West 
Newton and one at Newton Corner, 
have been serving soups, stews and 
other articles of food. Why are they 
permitted to ignore the law? And 
why should not a complaint be issued 
against the storekeeper at Newton 
who is violating both the Lord’s Day 
law and the common victualler law 
when the police obtain evidence and 
ask for a complaint? Is Sunday to be- 
come a thing of the past in Newton 
as far as the closing of stores is con- 
cerned? And will another practice 
which has sprung up in the Newtons 
the past few years be allowed to con- 
tinue? We refer to men engaged in 
building trades doing such work in 
houses in this city on Sundays.

The Boston Record had a sensa 
tional article a few days ago regard- 
ing the illegal sale of liquor at No- 
nantum and gave the names of some 
twenty or more places where liquor 
is reported to be sold. Tho Statement 
was made on authority of a man who 
would not allow his name to be used. 
The Record’s account was much ex- 
aggerated, and although the liquor 
traffic is bad enough, it is by no 
means so public as the Record article 
claimed. The names of the parties 
given in the article have long been 
known to Newton police, their places 
have been raided a number of times 
and the keepers arrested. As usual 
in such arrests it is almost impossible 
to secure enough evidence to convict. 
The City Marshal says that although 
the evidence would seem to indicate 
illegal sales of liquor convictions can- 
not always be obtained in the local 
court, and when appeals are taken to 
the Superior Court, the defendants 
are usually acquitted. They secure 
the services of some lawyer well 
versed in such practice, and who 
tukeu advantage of all technicalities 
in the luw. Nine times out of ten he 
secures an acquittal. 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday evening, Mayor 
Kimball said that the cities of Cam- 
bridge and Waltham and the Town of 
Watertown are willing to co-operate 
with Newton in establishing a truant 
school for the confinement of minor 
children who are proved truants trom 
school, the school to he built at the 
expense of Middlesex County. 


In spite of the lack of sewers, New- 
ton appears to he the healthiest city in 
the State, the death rate for last 
year being but 12.42, while other 
cities ranged from Boston 23.40 to 
Waltham 12.69. Of the deaths the 
largest number, 28, were due to con- 
sumption; 22 to heart disease, 21 to 
pneumonia, 14 each to old ago and 
cholera infantum, 13 to bronchitis and 
11 to apoplexy.

It hns occurred to me that if there 
should be a monster procession, such 
as is customary at important cele- 
brations, those who have profited from 
the workH of the Bard of Avon might 
he appropriately divided.

Rotary Chib 

At the meeting of the Rotary Club 
on Monday the guest speaker was Dr. 
Henry Willard of the Bureau of Uni- 
versity Travel. He discussed the sub- 
ject “Rome After Two Years." These 
two years between 1935 and 1937 were 
momentous considering especially the 
Ethiopian War and accession of Ethi- 
opia. The young Fascists or Black 
Shirts have been thoroughly filled 
with enthusiasm of aggression, but the 
older people, although in favor of Mus- 
solini’s achievements, suspected the 
Ethiopian conquest was a slight mis- 
take. In the poorer sections the peo- 
ple demonstrated a feeling of conquest 
because of their comparison of Musso- 
lini and Caesar. 

After the two years had elapsed the 
feeling which seemed to be expressed 
was that Rome had succeeded in mak- 
ing a forward step toward a larger 
empire. In a very prominent public 
place a new map of the Italian Empire 
has been added to the four previous 
maps, showing the acquisition of the 
territory of Abyssinia which is nearly 
four times the size of Italy proper. 

Fascism has brought on a moral re- 
generation with its focus of attention 
on youth and physical development. 
The Fascist training starts with groups 
age 6 to 8 and even includes modern 
care for expectant mothers and new- 
born children. The two years show a 
tremendous increase in equipment for 
physical development. 

The subtle influence the Roman gov- 
ernment has on neighboring territory 
such as Albania is interesting to 
watch. 

Dr. Willard suggests that if Fascism 
survives there will be at least a 6th 
map of the Roman Empire with even 
more territory than at present.

Two-Way Radio 
For Newton 

Police Dept. 

The Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night, on recommendation of Mayor 
Childs, appropriated $11,000 to install 
a two-way radio system in the New- 
ton police department automobiles and 
at headquarters. The system has been 
sought since two Newton policemen 
were murdered last August by the 
gangster Simpson. The equipment will 
he installed In seven cruising cars, 
two inspectors* cars, the chief’s car. 
the patrol wagon and the ambulance. 
A master amplifier and receiver will 
be installed at headquarters and re- 
mote receivers at three or four dis- 
tant parts of the city, probably at 
Upper Falls. Chestnut Hill and New- 
ton Corner. 

Alderman Colby, who has made a 
study of the proposed system, report- 
ed that two bids had been received — 
one from the Gamewell Company of 
Upper Falls of $10,889: the other from 
the General Electric Company of $8.- 
920. The Gamewell bid includes in- 
stallation. the other bid does not. 
Colby said the bids are practically the 
same if installation is taken into con- 
sideration. Alderman Temperley said 
he favors the two-way system, hut he 
did not approve of all the police cars 
being equipped, as in the future the 
city may decide to abandon the use of 
some of the cruising cars and put 
ome of the cruising policemen hack on 
foot patrol duty.

IZED Is not more than 40,000 
colonies per cubic centimeter. 

(3) When there is no notation in this 
column, it indicates that the dealer 
sells only one brand of Grade

tation of "All” indicates that the 
dealer sells more than one brand 
and that each brand was given 
the rating as designated.

For years the Waltham Health De- 
partment has published analyses of the 
milk supply of that city.

Instead of being based on the 
bacteria count, as is tho Newton table 
of ratings, the Waltham ratings are 
based on the quantity of butter fats 
and solids in the milk. The milk, 
of course, has to be within the bacteria 
count limit specified by the State 
Board of Health. 40.000 for ordinary 
pasteurized milk, and 10,000 for 
GRADE A milk. In the following table, 
which shows analyses made by the 
Waltham Inspector of Milk during the 
month of March, it is interesting to 
make a comparison of the quantity 
of butter fats and solids in the milk 
sold hy various dealers, with the rat- 
ings of "Good.” “Fair” and "Passable” 
given In the table published by tho 
Newton Health Department.

Simpson Gets 

Another Respite 


Edwnrd P. Simpson, murderer of Pa- 
trolmen Bell and Lawrence Murphy of 
the Newton police, was granted a sec- 
ond r,eRplte by Governor Hurley and 
the executive council on Wednesday. 
The respite was granted on the ground 
that Simpson’s lawyer, John M. Boyle, 
has taken an appeal to the Supreme 
Court on the contention that his 
client did not receive a fair trial.

August and wns tried In November. 
Found guilty, he was given n tenure of 
over four months of life when tho 
judge sentenced him to be executed 
during the first week of April, 1938. 
Several weeks ago the Governor and 
council grnnted a respite to Simpson 
when a legal technicality was raised. 
The date of execution was postponed 
until this week. Tho respite granted 
on Wednesday further postpones the 
execution until May 11.

cannot compel a dealer to exceed the 
standard of 3.50 butter fat and the 
solids required by the statutes. Five 
per cent or six per cent milk is an 
individual matter for the consumer. A 
health Board is concerned with the 
cleanliness and safety of the standard 
product. 

“A high bacterial count in pasteur- 
ized milk Is possible because the pas- 
teurizing Is an intermediate process 
followed by bottling; if the bottles and 
bottling machine and capper have 
not been properly sterilized, and kept 
clean, they may create bacteria in the 
pasteurized milk. Pasteurized milk 
may be reinfected as happened in a 
neighboring city where a carrier of 
a contagious disease handled milk 
bottles containing pasteurized milk 
and transmitted the disease to twelve 
consumers. 

“There is an increasing demand, 
however, for the fresh product of lo- 
cal dairies where there is a low bac- 
terial count In the production as well 
as in the milk delivered, and the 
clarifier and pasteurizer are used as 
added protection rather than as recti 
tiers. During the past winter most of 
our cream was obtained from Wiscon- 
sin. New’ England dairies could fur- 
nish only fluid milk. If the consumer 
objects to paying more for this high- 
grade production at home, he may pay 
higher taxes for inspection of the 
source of his milk supply, which is as 
important as the source of his water 
supply. Sunitary and hygienic produc- 
tion of milk and delivery of that prod- 
uct the same day will soon become the 
Ideal of consumers and will lead to in- 
creased consumption of milk and there- 
by help to counteract the influences of 
drinking of other beverages in our 
taverns, so baneful to the rising gen- 
eration."

Driver of Car That 
Hit Youth Found 
Not Guilty 

Nicholas Clccone. 21. of Willow st., 
Newton Centre was found not guilty 
in the Newton court last Friday on 
a charge of driving so as to endanger 
the lives and safety of the public. 
Clccone was the driver of the car 
which on the night of March 29 hit 
Arthur McCabe. 19. son of Alderman 
Frank McCabe. The accident hap- 
pened on Centre st., Newton, oppo- 
site Centre ave. Skid marks of tires 
photographed by Inspectors Burke and 
Hammell were shown as evidence that 
the car had gone 46 feet. William 
Deutschle of Whittier rd., Newton- 
ville testified he had seen the car 
after he had stopped and saw skid 
marks. Serg. Moran and Patrolman 
Walker testified they were at a police 
box about 100 yards away and heard 
the screeching of brakes but did not 
see the accident. Clccone testified he 
was driving only 10 or 12 miles an hour 
when his car hit McCabe, and stated 
he had slowed down when he first 
saw the pedestrian. According to 
Clccone. McCabe had started to cross 
the street, then turned back, and 
Ciccone proceeded forward again. Mc- 
Cabe said the automobile come along 
and hit him before he realized what 
happened. In rebuttal by Lieut. Crow- 
ley Ciccone admitted that in his re- 
port to the police he had stated he 
was driving 25 miles an hour when 
the accident occurred. 

Representative Jeremiah Healy of 
Natick who defended Ciccone argued 
that the evidence- did not prove that 
the skid marks on the street ’lire re 
those of Ciccone’s car. Judge David 
Nagle of South Boston, who tried the 
case, found Ciccone not guilty.

Tattooing is an old art that has 
been practiced for many years, but 
only lately has it come into widespread 
use as a means of identifying dogs. 
In Wisconsin hundreds of sportsmen, 
upset over the loss by stealing of 
their pets, formed a club, which tat- 
toos the ears of its members’ dogs 
with a number. 

Each member is given a card on 
which appears his name and address 
and the name and tattooed number of 
his dog. If the dog is sold, the trans- 
fer to the new owner is noted on the 
card, which goes with the animal. The 
club keeps a duplicate card in its 
files which assists greatly in the re- 
turn of a lost dog to its rightful owner. 

Tattooing is not painful to the dog. 
It is done by a competent veterinary 
with a special instrument, bought by 
the club, and the operation only takes 
a minute or two. A fee of 25 cents is 
charged to mark each animal, and lat- 
est reports indicate that it has greatly 
curtailed the stealing of valuable hunt- 
ing dogs throughout the state, 
c c c 

Mauy a dog when hurt will either 
snap at or bite the person trying to 
help. I have known cases where an 
injured dog has bitten his master 
when he approached, but I am sure 
the dog was probably temporarily out 
of his mind and dazed by the pain. 

It is always best not to run to the 
aid of your dog if he is injured but 
to approach him slowly calliug his 
name softly. Often when a dog is sud- 
denly hurt he does uot know what 
caused the pain and his inbred in- 
stincts come to the fore. He is sus- 
picious of all who approach, not know- 
ing at first whether or not more pain 
is to be administered. On the other 
hand as soon as the dog realizes the 
intent of anyone who is trying to as- 
sist him. he becomes a willing and ex- 
ceedingly grateful patient.

these costs, such as police, fire, 
schools, municipal projects, and the 
like, aggregate lower with only wel- 
fare showing an increase Welfare, 
in nil of its many phases, constitutes 
the most serious problem. The Fed- 
eral government is spending approxi- 
mately $100,000,000 per year In Mas- 
sachusetts with an additional locnl 
iost of nearly $50,000,000. 

Meanwhile the real estate tax has 
been called upon to take up the slack. 
It is. Mr. Herter pointed out. a de- 
ficiency tax In that we budget our ex- 
penditures. deduct an estimated in- 
come and then assess the difference 
on real estate. A part of this prob- 
lem is accentuated by overassessmenl 
of property and no uniform yardstick 
as a basis of assessments in the many 
cities and towns of the Common 
wealt h 

The commission also studied the ex- 
1 isting tax structure and found that 
an increase in the income tax rate 
in this state would bring but an ad 
ditioual seven million dollars of in- 
come. This would also necessitate a 
broadening of the income tax base 
' with exemptions of half of those now 
j allowed. Other sources of taxation 
I were studied with no more satisfne- 
j tory results. 

j Thus the sales tax. apparently, be- 
■ comes the only ndequnte remedy. The 
commission proposal, however, pre 
' vents the sales tax from being used 
for other purposes than welfare re- 
I lief inasmuch as the 2 per cent tax 
is automatically reduced if the yield 
is greater than needed for welfare 
purposes. The sales tax is also cer- 
tain to reduce real estate taxes as 
the receipts from this form of tax 
would lie distributed to the cities and 
towns on the basis of welfare expend! 
tures and a penalty clause would de- 
prive any locality of five per cent of 
its share for every one per cent in- 
crease in expenses other than welfare 
over a five year average. Mr. Her- 
ter added that he recognized the un- 
popularity of the sales tax and cer- 
tain of its inequities but that he be- 
lieved Massachusetts would hove to 
come to it. He cited the fact that 
evidence shows in the twenty-six states 
now having a sales tax that there 
has been no failing off in sales over 
an extended period. 

Mr. Herter also pointed out that 
commodity prices during the past year 
have fallen considerably, many staple 
products being from fifty to eighty 
per cent lower than a year ago. From 
this he argued that the public animos- 
ity against a sales tax is largely a 
figment of the imagination and that 
the two per cent tax would he in- 
significant in the light of much larger 
price differences. 

Mr. Peterson gave an interesting 
talk on "Economic Trends” citing rea- 
sons for the recent recession which 
he characterized as a phase of the 
| depression of the early 193<)s. He also 
j noted the various favorable conditions 
I existing at present and balanced these 
against unfavorable factors. He re- 
ferred to the desterilization of gold 
as a means of leveling off the bottom 
of the depression and of strengthening 
the bond market. He closed with the 
assertion that the surest and quick- 
est way out of our economic difficul- 
ties was the doing away or drastic 
changing of certain reform measures 
of the administration such as the Wag- 
ner labor act. the Social Security act. 
the capital gains and undistributed 
profits taxes.

general requirement would he Imprac- 
tical, and that whenever such changes 
are made, each situation can he han- 
dled on Its particular requirements. Al- 
derman Colby favored the Mayor’s sug- 
gestion, stated that the Planning 
Board and the Committee on the May- 
or’s address had favored this recom- 
mendation and inquired why the 
Claims & Rules Committee hnd re- 
jected It. Alderman Temperley agreed 
with Alderman Rawson and cited In- 
stances at Newton Highlands where 
the Aldermen a few years ago had re- 
fused to change residence zones to 
business because abuttors would not 
agree to a 15 foot setback. The 
Claims & Rules Committee also re- 
jected the Mayor’s proposal that all 
new streets shall be 50 feet wide In- 
stead of 40 feet, ns at present. The 
Ronrd voted to accept the commit- 
tee’s report. 

The petition of the West Newton 
Motor Mart for a permit to replace 
one twin gasoline pump at 1203 Wash- 
ington st. with two electrically oper- 
ated pumps was refused because it is 
the policy of the Board not to grant 
permits for more gasoline pumps on or 
close to sidewalks. The petition of 
the Colonial Oil Company for a per- 
mit to make alterations at Its station 
at the corner of Washington st. and 
Commonwealth ave. was granted after 
considerable argument. The Licenses 
Committee voted 4 in favor of this 
petition and 3 against it. Alderman 
Hughes opposed the granting of the 
petition unless the driveway from 
Washington st. into the station will be 
closed. He said this driveway Is a 
traffic menace and that cars cut 
through it to violate the traffic light 
at this dangerous intersection. Aider- 
man Fahey agreed with Alderman 
Hughes and said it has been the poli- 
cy of the Board to limit gasoline sta- 
tions to two driveways. Alderman 
Temperley also agreed with Hughes 
and said that the station in question 
is operated under a non-conforming 
use. Alderman Inches said the Colo- 
nial Company will put a sign at the 
Washington st. driveway stating it is 
“one-way.” Aldermnn Hughes said 


that motorists will ignore the sign. Al- 
dermnn Rawson concurred with Aider- 
man Inches in ndvocntlng the permit 
ror the changes, including the reten- 
tion of the third drlvewny. He said 
the proposed chnngo will improve the 
appearance of the station.

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Would Charge For 

Use of Schools 


At tho meeting of the School Com 
mittee on Monday night tho question 
was discussed of charging organiza- 
tions which use Newton school build- 
ings a fee for such use. Because of 
recent criticisms that Newton schools 
are too costly, attention was called to 
the fact that the use of school build- 
ings mostly at nights by organizations 
entails an annual expense of about 
$5000 for light, fuel and water. City 
Solicitor Bnrtlett has ruled that the 
city cannot legally charge for such r use 
of the schools, but members of the 
School Committee were told that other 
cities and towns have been levying a 
charge. Committeemnn Knowlton 
moved that the City Solicitor 
he requested to ascertain if somo 
legal way cannot be found to 
require organizations to pay 
reasonable fee to reimburse the city 
for the use of school buildings. It is es- 
timated that t»he cost averages $8' or 
$9. Franklin E. Smith, chairman of 
the committee and Committeeman Ta- 
bor stated that it is not just to have 
this expense charged against the 
school budget. 

Supt. of Schools Warren said that 
the Boy Scouts, or organizations of 
children of school age, should not be 
charged for the use of the school 
buildings.

The Newton City Health Depart- 
ment was advised on April 26 by tele- 
gram that the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States and American 
Public Health Association 1937 City 
Health Conservation Contest has 
awarded It second place among Amer- 
ican cities for its program of tuber- 
culosis control. Only Detroit. Michi- 
gan. was ahead, while In third and 
fourth place stood Hartford and New 
Haven. Connecticut, famed for excel- 
lent tuberculosis programs. 

The Newton City Healtli Depart- 
ment conducted by Dr. JJarold D 
Chop*-, is Jn full co-operation with 
the efficient hospital and clinic serv- 
ice of the Middlesex County Sana- 
torium for tuberculosis patients and 
works in closest harmony with all 
educational and nursing agencies of 
Newton. One good credit was for a 
substantial increase of high school 
pupils taking the tuberculin test. 

In order to further perfect Its tuber- 
culosis program the Health Commit- 
tee of the Newton Family Service 
Bureau, the Newton Health Depart- 
ment and the Massachusetts Tuber- 
culosis League, joined together to have 
a survey of official and voluntary tu- 
berculosis work in Newton conducted 
with funds from the sale of Christ- 
mas Seals. This survey was con- 
ducted hv Dr. Philip P Jacobs of 
the National Tuberculosis Association, 
and its 14 recommendations are now- 
being worked upon by the voluntary 
and official health agencies of New- 
ton.

NO SALES TAX THIS YEAR 

Prospects of a sales tax being enacted this year were 
doomed this week when legislative committees considering the 
proposal voted unanimously against its adoption. It is prac- 
tically conceded that both branches of the Legislature will ac- 
cept the committee’s report. The question is one, however, 
which should not be tucked away into the back of one’s mind 
— and particularly that of the real estate taxpayer. Welfare 
and relief are problems which vitally affect the taxpayer s 
pocketbook and unless some method or new source of revenue 
is devised the real estate tax burden will not be lightened, but 
on the contrary will be gradually, if not constantly, increased. 
We have no desire to see a sales tax imposed upon the con- 
sumers of necessary products and we recognize some of the in- 
adequacies and other undesirable features of such a method 
of raising revenue, but we are convinced that unless conditions 
improve to a greater extent than is probable, that the prospects 
of a sales tax will come nearer and nearer.

SCHOOL COSTS 


April 27, 1938. 

To the Editor: 

It was to be expected that my re- 
cent remarks concerning excessive 
school costs would have provoked re- 
sentment among some members of 
the teaching profession. In bringing 
the subject before the taxpayers and 
attempting to fix some of the respon- 
sibility. it wras inevitable that some 
toes would be stepped upon and some 
feelings hurt. If I have been unfair 
or unjust to any individuals, then I 
accept Professor Andress’ mild re- 
proof and tender my sincere regrets. 

I may not have displayed the grace- 
ful agility of “the during young man 
on the flying trapeze” in the few 
"flights of Imagination” (?) In which 
I indulged “to point a moral and 
adorn a tale.” But, Professor, It ap- 
pears to me that your “ancient and 
ultra-conservative” profession lias al- 
lowed itself In recent years to be 
represented In public. If not actual- 
ly controlled, by a vociferous group 
which. I believe, likes to be consid- 
ered “Advanced Liberal” but might 
more accurately be described ns Plain 
Radical. I hate to think of what might 
happen were control of our educa- 
tional system to pass Into the hands 
of this crowd of shallow’ thinkers 
who toy with Ideas as a child toys 
with matches and. too often, with 
results equally disastrous. Your ad- 
vanced liberal of other days pioneered 
in enunciating fundamental truths 
based on natural laws. He didn't fool 
around with unnatural theories com- 
pletely exploded long before Ills day 
and ours. I don’t trust these “Ad- 
vanced Liberals,” Professor, and I 
don’t believe you do, either. To be 
sure, "I get a great kick out of” 
them. There is not much mental 
stimulation in listening to people who 
express one’s own thoughts, and, con- 
versely. I consider it a complete waste 
of time to address a group which 
agrees with everything one says. 

Neither do I like to consider what 
might happen if, in measuring school 
costs, we w’ere to adopt the expensive 
measuring stick proposed by Mr. 
James B. Hobbs, i.e., "the ability to 
pay. judged by valuation and per cap- 
ita costs.” He thinks "that Newton 
might not unreasonably exert itself a 
little more than It now* does for Its 
schools.” How much more, Mr. 
Hobbs? Do you think w’e should ex- 
ert ourselves to the same extent as 
do the heroic citizens of Peabody, 
who, as you correctly Htate, pay $13.25 
per $1000 valuation to maintain their 
schools? By so doing w’e would add 
a mere $793,180.43 to our local taxa- 
tion Or, to reduce your theory to 
its logical and ultimate absurdity, 
since you consider it fairer to include 
towns in making comparisons, would 
you have us exert ourselves to the 
same extent as do the citizens of 
the small town of Prescott who pay 
$21.22 per $1000, and thereby have 
us increase our tax hill by a paltry 
$2,109,736.76? 

Mr. Hobbs notes “that in a table 
of comparative costs on Page 192 of 
the Report of the State Department 
of Education all 355 cities and towns 
of the State are grouped together, and 
he correctly states that In this table 
Newton ranks 66th in per capita cost. 
But he fails to point out that Included 
in this compilation are 61 tow’ns, each 
educating less than 1000 pupils and 
only 4 towns educating more than 
that number. Mr. Hobbs should know 
that school costs in the towns are 
apt to be higher because of the rela- 
tively small number of pupils in their 
schools. For instance, Dover, to which 
Mr. Hobbs refers, has a total public 
school enrollment of 165 and a per 
capita cost of $181.70 us compared 
to our per capita cost of $125.93. And 
the town of Prescott, above referred 
to, educates just 2 pupils and pays a 
per capita cost of $658 — believe it, or 
not! Do you still consider It fairer 
to include the towns in muking com- 
parisons, Mr. Hobbs? 

The per capita cost of our Trade 
School, which may, perhaps, ho fair- 
ly compared to liko costs in tow’ns, 
will he substantially reduced next year 
if. as Director Forbes expects, the 
school enrollment will be Increased 
to 350. But, how many of theBo pu- 
pils will come from outside communi- 
ties? We are today maintaining this 
Trade School for the benefit of 297 
pupils, ut of whom come from near- 
by towns. The tuition paid for each 
of them is $225 as a gainst u gross 
per capita cost of $327.80. 

I have much respect for Mr. Hobbs 
intelligence, but when he quotes from 
"Time" that "the citizens of Newton 
have the highest per capita income 
of any middle-sized city in the coun- 
try” lie digs for himself a neat lit 
tie* pit and proceeds promptly to fall 
into it. I restrain the impulse to push 
the hole in after him and proceed 
to extend a friendly hand up. Here 
Mr. Hobbs not only hangs out a red 
lantern— lighted to attract attention 
to the dunger of adopting IiIh ex- 


travagant yardstick, but, also, to the 
fallacy of considering school costs on 
a net basis, only. It Is an all too 
prevalent idea that contributions re- 
ceived from the State House and from 
Washington are paid out of some 
great reservoir of funds continuously 
replenished from some mysterious 
source. But the sums paid our City 
by the State and Federal Governments 
are obtained by them from the taxa- 
tion of all of us. and, precisely be- 
cause, hs Mr. Hobbs says, “the citi- 
zens of New’ton have the highest 
per capita income of any middle- 
sized city in the country,” and for 
that very reason, w’e pay to the State 
and Federal Governments In taxes 
much more than we receive hack 
from them by way of contribution 
to our local school costs. To argue 
that money received from State and 
Nation and spent on our schools is 
not paid by us and should not bo 
considered in assessing school costs 
Is about as logical as to argue that 
wre pay no State income taxes be- 
cause the State refunds to the City 
a proportionate amount of nil moneys 
collected by the State from Income 
tax levies. 

So. too, with regard to tuition paid 
by or for pupils from other communi- 
ties. We have to pay salaries to 
teachers, maintenance charges, and 
for text-books and supplies to edu- 
cate such pupils. It is by no means 
all clear gain. It must ho apparent, 
therefore, that we should consider 
gross costs in determining the . ex- 
pense to our citizens of maintain- 
ing New r ton’s schools, and that, ns I 
have previously stated, the per capita 
cost of education in our schools is 
$125.93. But whether based on gross 
costs, net costs, or any other basis. 
Newton pays the highest per capita 
cost of any City in the State. 

But. enough of this. I could go 
on Indefinitely on this subject but 
“no souls are saved after the first 
20 minutes” and I will draw this "ser- 
mon” quickly to a close. 

I have endeavored with all the em- 
phasis at my command to call the 
attention of the taxpayers to what 
appear to be excessive school costs. 
This is hut one phase, although a 
large one, of our general tax prob- 
lem. As Mr. Arthur W. Blakemore 
so well points out, there is a funda- 
mental issue Involved here which must 
be settled in a wider forum. Mean- 
while. I am confident that the pres- 
ent members of our School Commit- 
tee have the ability and a majority 
of them have the will, to reduce In 
due time our public schools expendi- 
tures to the level that Newton’s tax- 
payers are able, not only, but will- 
ing to pay.

Newton Republican, April 29, 1876 

Last week we called attention to 
the need of care of fires built to burn 
refuse matter in gardens. Saturday 
night police officers on duty among 
the strikers at the water aqueduct, 
saw a bright light and found it was 
burning grass which had come within 
10 feet of a house. Take care of 
your fires. 


Mounted police in Newton is now 
an accomplished fact. The Common 
Council receded from its position and 
In concurrence with the Aldermen 
adopted an order appropriating $600 
to mount two of the police. The strike 
at the water works last week gave a 
practical opportunity for a test of 
the question. The whole police force 
was quickly concentrated. 


The parish committee of Eliot 
Church. Newton, has voted to ring 
the bell at that church at 12 noon 
every day after May 1. A good plan. 


The Little Wanderers will be at 
the Newton Baptist Church on Sun- 
day evening at 7 o’clock. 


One of the very neatest engines we 
have seen Is Nonantum 1 of Newton 
Corner since she came from the hands 
of the painters. The engine has been 
so transformed In appearance that 
one would hardly recognize her. It Id 
a job that is very creditable to New- 
ton workmen who have had the matter 
in charge. 


A sad event transpired in West New- 
ton In the death of one of Dr. A. W. 
Whitney’s children from drinking im- 
pure water. The whole family has 
been prostrated by severe illness for 
several days, and upon investigation 
the water of the well at their home 
was found to have been poisoned by 
drainage from impure sources. The 
cause was not discovered until sev- 
eral days after the family had been 
attacked, the sickness having all the 
symptoms of scarlet fever. 


Editor of Republican: 

The statement that the contractors 
on the Sudbury River water works 
conduit pay their laborers $7.50 per 
week and then deduct $5 per vreek for 
board Is true, mul the conclusion to 
he deduced from such a course is not 
to be stifled. It Is extortion and every 
newspaper in the Commonwealth 
should denounce the act and claim 
for the poor man what he justly earns. 
It is a sin to Impose on the poor, un- 
tutored laborer, and punish him be- 
cause he Is poor. This has undeni- 
ably been done In the aristocratic city 
of Newton, and while many reports 
have been circulated and comments 
have been made in the dally papers 
of the strike last Friday, the writer 
is pained at such a distortion of fact 
as has been published to the detri- 
ment of laborers residing in Newton. 
The magnates of the city have cause 
for alarm at the probable issue of 
their injustice, and to cover their 
own blunders they thrust at the vague 
and shadowy apprehensions their un- 
just dealing is calculated to shape into 
reality. It is sad when poor men 
seeking a fair remuneration for their 
toil should he intimidated with re- 
volvers, muskets and rifles. Such un- 
necessary display Is but puny cour- 
age, and quite unsoldierly.

50 YEARS AGO 


Newton Graphic, April 27, 1888 
The formation of a Camp of the 
Sons of Veterans in this city is being 
discussed. 


One of the four horse wagons which 
carries leather from Boston to Bent’s 
shoe factory at Cochituat© had a nar- 
row escape from a serious accident 
on Wednesday morning at 10:45. The 
wagon had started to cross the B. 
& A. tracks at Washington st., New- 
ton when the gatetender shouted — 
"look out,” as the express from the 
West was coming. The driver man- 
aged to back the wagon and pole 
horses off the tracks, leaving the lead 
horses on the track next to that the 
express was on. Had it not been for 
tho coolness of the driver, a serious 
accident would have resulted. The 
wagon had a load of six tons on it, 
and had the train struck it. the cars 
would probably have been thrown off 
the track. 


The dusty streets have been the 
cause of many complaints the past 
week and unless more generous sub- 
scriptions are received by the Street 
Committee, we are likely to have tho 
dust for some time. The committee 
met on Wednesday evening to open 
proposals for street watering, and 
found that the bids were In excess of 
expectations. On the other hand, only 
about one-quarter of the amount ex- 
pectod from citizens had been sub- 
scribed, und hence the committee was 
obliged to let tho matter lay over for 
tho present. It wus the intention to 
have tho street watering commence 
next Tuesday, May 1st, hut the matter 
is now postponed until citizens give 
evidence thut they want tho work done. 
The dust is such a nuisance, uud with 
a high wind so much damage will he 
done to tho streets, thut It Is hoped the 
subscriptions will ho sent in promptly 
so that tho contracts muy bo awarded 
hoforo another week is ovor. Wash- 
ington st., tho whole length, is now 
covered with a fine, white powder, und 
the same is true of Centre st. and other 
main thoroughfares. The fine parti- 
cles of crushed stone inflame the eyes 
of both men and horses, to suy nothing 
of i lie discomfort of having one’s 
clothes covered with dust.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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In the Boston Herald on last Fri- 
day was a news item telling that 
vniulnls had committed depredations 
In the old cemetery on Centre st., 
Newton at the corner of Cotton st. 
Residents of Cotton st. had notified 
Newton police that a headstone had 
been taken from tho cemetery and 
dumped onto Cotton st. When the 
police went to the cemetery they 
found that a number of the old liead- 
stones had been overturned or broken, 
a seven foot lintel pulled from the 
tomb of General Hull, and a section 
of bark, 8 feet high torn off one 
of the ancient oaks in the cemetery. 
While this added desecration at the 
colonial burying ground was nows 
for a Boston paper, It is not news for 
the GRAPHIC. Twice within the past 
year we have called attention to groov- 
ing evidences of vandalism at the 
old cemetery. 

On the 17th of last September the 
writer escorted Aldermen Colby, Mel- 
cher and Rawson, all of Ward 7 to 
the old cemetery and showed them 
the damage which had been done 
to headstones there, as evidence that 
the old burial place should he sur- 
rounded by a high wire fence to pro- 
tect It from the youthful dastards 
who have been committing vandalism 
there. Subsequently, Alderman Raw- 
son asked Mayor Childs to recom- 
mend that an appropriation be made 
to onclose the small, old cemetery 
with a fence, but to date no action 
has been taken, and no reference has 
been made to this matter at any 
meeting of tho Board of Aldermen. 
For a number of years we have been 
advocating the erection of a fence 
to protect the cemetery, but appar- 
ently the men who have constituted 
the city governments of New’ton In 
recent years have not been much 
concerned with guarding the resting 
place of Newton’s early settlers from 
malicious destruction. They can appro- 
priate thousands of dollars for pag- 
eants and other alleged manifesta- 
tions of patriotism, hut they don’t see 
fit to respect the memory of the real 
patriots who settled New’ton, and of 
the Revolutionary soldiers who are 
buried in the Centre st. cemetery. 

The burial ground dates from ififiO 
when Deacon John Jackson gave 1 
acre of land as a site for a Meet- 
ing House nnd burying place. In 1701 
his son. Abraham Jackson donated an- 
other acre of land adjoining, as an 
addition for the burying place. Ai 
1765 the burial place was fenced in. 
In 1834 the town of New’ton purchased 
an acre of land from Charles Brack- 
ett and increased the size of the cem- 
etery to 3 acres. In 1854 a marble 
monument was erected on the spot 
where the first Meeting House stood, 
and on the memorial the names of 
the earliest settlers of Newton were 
inscribed. It seems that such so- 
cieties as the D. A. R.. D. R. and 
Sons of the Revolution might become 
interested in preserving the old ceme- 
tery. 


One of the Boston newspapers occa- 
sionally publishes a column devoted to 
bicycle riding. In this column recently 
were two items— quite inconsistent. 


■ One rend — “With a record of 76 killed 
I and 4700 injured while riding bicycles 
j in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
during the past 5 years, legislators 
[ have come to the conclusion that it’s 
time to do something about what has 
become an Increasingly alarming situ- 
ation.” 

The second Item w’us bh follows — 
“Other events within the next few 
months include the nnnunl federation 
tour May 1, the Franklin Club’s 25 
mile time trials May 8, a tandem race 
on the Concord turnpike May 15— and 
the 100 mile federation race on the 
Worcester turnpike July 4.” 

Bicycling even on secondary highways 
Is hazardous In tills nge of fnst speed- 
ing automobiles. But to encourage the 
use of high speed thoroughfares by 
bicyclists by permitting the use of the 
Concord turnpike, and the pse of the 
most heavily travelled automobile ar- 
tery, the Worcester turnpike, on a 
week-end holiday such ns July 4th for 
race purposes Indicates the lack of 
common sense of public officials w’lio 
grant permits for such use. 


Sunday evening as we drove down 
Plensant st. between Waltham and 
Bomis we observed a fire at the North 
st. dump In Newtonvllle. Billows of 
flame nnd clouds of smoke were rising 
from the dump and several pieces of 
fire apparatus from Newton and Wal- 
tham w’ere at the place. Firemen were 
still pouring water on the dump on 
Monday. Several years ago. in 1934, 
an incinerator w’as built at Newton 
| Highlands at a cost to the people of 
i this city of about $175,000. The pur- 
pose of the incinerator was to burn 
combustible rubbish gathered by the 
Street Department of New’ton and to 
end such dump nuisnnee as occurred 
nt North st. on Sunday. Also, tile burn- 
ing of combustibles in the incinerator 
w’as supposed to end the health men- 
ace of vermin in dumps. Why is com- 
bustible rubbish still being deposited 
at the dumps? 

WPA Workers Dig 
Up Large Shell 

WPA workers while excavating at 
the brook in the rear of 109 
Oxford rd., Newton Centre, last 
Friday, uncovered a large shell, about 
9 inches long. Fearing that the shell 
might he loaded, they notified the po- 
lice. Patrolman Taffe, who served in 
the 101st Artillery during the World 
War, took the missile to Kendrick 
Bridge at Oak Hill, and dropped the 
shell into the Charles River.

ROSES 

ROSES WERE an important part 
In the gardens of Ancient Rome. 
It is generally believed that the 
rose was the first flower to be cul- 
tivated for its ornamental value. 

* 4 * * * 

TO HAVE A good rose garden, we 
first of all must have good rose 
bushes to start with. A fair 

price must be paid if you want 
qunlity and this is as true with 
rose-bushes as with merchandise. 

* * * * * 

IN SELECTING your roses, keep 
in mind that a short stocky or 
heavy plant is better than a taller 
light one. 

* * * * * 

IN SETTING out roses, sprend the 
roots out in the pit. Cut off 
bruised or broken roots with a 
sharp knife as otherwise decay is 
liable to set in. 

***** 

ROSES ARE generally grafted 
upon some other understock. If 
suckers come up from the root 
stock, cut them out; otherwise 
they will spoil the rose in time. 
***** 

ROSES SHOULD BE pruned in 
the spring before growth begins. 
During the summer the shoots 
that have blossomed should be 
cut back to within two or three 
leaves of their point of origin. 
***** 

A COOD PLACE for grass clip- 
ping is around the roots of your 
roses. As they get dry work 
them into the soil and spread 
fresh ones over the top. 

***** 

THE INTENSITY of color in roses 
is apt to vary from season to sea- 
son. A handful of iron filings In 
the soil around the roots will often 
keep red roses from bleaching. 
***** 

PICK OFF faded rose blooms to 
prevent the ripening of seed. If 
the flowering stem Is cut back on 
the hybrid teas, the new growth 
will often produce nice blooms 
later In the season.

Oak Hill Imp. 

Assn. Holds 
Annual Meeting 


Over a hundred attended the third 
' Annual Meeting of the Oak Hill Dis- 
trict Improvement Association, at the 
Oak Hill School on Tuesday evening, 
April 26. The meeting was presided 
over by Charles R. Davis who made a 
brief report of the faithfulness of the 
. Directors of the Association during 
the year and spoke appreciatively of 
the splendid work of Committee Chair- 
men. 

Ben T. Fawcett as Chairman of the 
Inter-Improvement Association Rela- 
tions Committee spoke of the friendly 
relations existing between all the lo- 
cal Associations; of three or four spe- 
. eifle meetings with groups Interested 
in tax and budget problems; and the 
full attendance by our Association at 
tlie meeting held earlier this week 
, with the Newton Centre Improvement 
Association when Gov. Hurley was the 
principal speaker. 

The Safety Committee made a most 
interesting report through its efficient 
1 chairman Lawrence Early. He re- 
ported that work on completing the 
surfacing of the new road leading from 
Parker st. to Oak Hill School would 
be commenced this week and should 
lie finished within a few weeks. At 
thp dangerous junction of Winchester. 
Needham and Dedham sts. assurances 
had been given that within a short 
time “Safety Islands” were to be 
placed in such a way that the circle 
, should greatly increase safety at this 
point — in addition the street Is to be 
widened where necessary. Within 60 
days two new Police Boxes will be 
added to the District to be placed at 
the Greenwood-Dudley rd. intersection 
and at the head of Brushhill rd. in 
the attractive Newton countryside de- 
velopment. 

The Nominating Committee report 
was then presented by Wendell It. K, 
Mick. The first five officers were re- 
elected. Charles R. Davis of Arnold 
rd.. president; Dr. Francis C. New- 
ton, 1st vice-president: Mrs. John 
Kennard of Dudley rd.. 2nd vice-pres- 
ident: Mrs. Lawrence Early, secretary 
and Truman H. Brackett, treasurer. Di- 
rectors for three years: Mr. Elmer G. 
Horton of Stony Brae rd.; Shirley E. 
Pollard of Oakdale rd.; and Ralph M. 
King of Brookline st. 

Henry S. C. Cummings as chairman 
of j:he Cemetery Committee made a 
report concerning the Petition of St. 
Joseph’s Cemetery to the Board of 
Aldermen on April 25th last ror the 
use of land located on Dedham st. now 
owned by the Esty families and com- 
prising some 58 acres, for burial pur- 
poses. The Report showed that this 
petition had been referred to the 
t’laims Rules Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, who in turn had 
asked tic- Board of Health for a re- 
port. This latter group will hold a 
public hearing on May 2nd at City 
HalUto consider the health aspects of 


using this site for cemetery purposes. 
Maps were shown which indicated that 
the Esty property abuts the Water 
Reservation and is directly opposite 
the Brookline Water Reservation 
Brookline already indicted thnt 
they would appear In oppo- 
sition ns they did when a similar peti 
Hon was considered a number of years 
ago and because of their disapproval 
the matter was at that time dropped. 
The topography of the Esty land as 
shown on the blueprints exhibited 
showed that the land slopes toward 
this water reservation from a maxi- 
mum height of 13S' above sea level to 
90' above sea level — or almost forty 
feet. At the conclusion of the report 
the Association unanimously went on 
record as being opposed to the* estab- 
lishment of a Cemetery in this section. 

There were three guest speakers. 
William V. T. Fawcett, President of 
Norumbega Council of Boy Scouts gave 
a stirring address on what Scouting 
can and does do for the hoy. Repre- 
sentative Douglass Francis spoke on 
his observations drawn from his first 
year of experience in the Legislature. 
Bearing on the high cost of govern- 
ment he called attention to the “step- 
up rate” paid In salaries to State Em- 
ployees through Civil Service — particu- 
larly since the 48 hour law compelled 
more employees to cover the same 
work and thereby exposed more Indi- 
viduals to the annual step-up salary 
which tended to increase administra- 
tive costs. Another consideration Is 
the practice of creating Bond Issues 
for the building of hospitals, etc., and 
the high cost of our very progressive 
social legislation which through such 
services as Institutional care, home re- 
lief. mother’s aid. Old Age Assistance, 
Soldiers’ Relief and work relief has 
resulted the last year to an expendi- 
ture of over a million dollars to 23 
per cent of our population! 

Mr. Herbert J. Kellaway of the 
Planning Board spoke on Planning and 
Zoning. This Board came into ex- 
istence in 1912 under permissive leg- 
islature and while It has no particu- 
lar enforcement power It does much 
in the planning of Streets and Sub- 
divisions. Many statistics were given 
showing the dimensions of the city, 
the miles of roads, sidewalks and 
sewers the city possessed. The city 
has 450 acres of parks and play- 
grounds while the Metropolitan Park 
Department has 233 acres in Newton. 
He spoke of the unusually fine play- 
ground facilities in Oak Hill which 
he said, while unusual for Newton, were 
none too good for Oak Hill because 
we were developing with plenty of 
room where we could plan in advance 
before It was too late. The Zoning 
Law is one of the grentest improve- 
ments devised for the protection of 
property, he said, but must be for- 
ever watched over since It Is so de- 
signed that changes may he made 
by the Aldermen upon petition and 
eternal vigilance is the price of lib- 
erty In preserving It from undesir- 
able changes. 


“Bondfire” 

In Kalamazoo 


The other day they hung a new 
picture on the wall In the city man- 
ager’s office In Kalamazoo, Mich. 
(Pop. 54,000). It showed Paul H. 
Todd, retiring mayor, holding a 
$59,000 bond in his hand while Ar- 
thur L. Blakeslee, mayor-elect, 
touched a match to It. In a glass 
tube attached to the picture frame 
"rest in pence” the ashes of the 
bond. 

The photograph records the cere- 
mony November 1, 1937, with which 
Kalamazoo wiped out the last evi- 
dence of the city’s bonded debt to 
win the distinction of being the only 
debt-free, pay-as-you-go city of 
50,000 population or over In the 

United States.... The modernized 

government risked political light- 
ning by setting a higher but realis- 
tic tax rate. Since then the rate 
has gone down and so has the debt, 
but services have been maintained 
at a high level and there have been 
many Improvements, including 
parks, bridges and a half-million dol- 
lar city hall — all paid for in cash!
